The  year  1691  Is  the  latter  part  of  the  5651st  and  the  beginning  of  the  5652d  since  the  creation  of  the  world 
according  to  the  Jews.  It  answers  to  the  6604th  of  the  Julian  Period,  the  2644th  from  the  foundation  of 
Rome,  2667th  year  of  the  Olympiads,  the  year  7399-400  of  the  Byzantine  era,  and  the  1309th  year  of  the 
Mohammedans.    The  116th  year  of  American  Independence  begins  July  4. 

Eclipses  in  the  Year  1891. 

There  will  be  four  Eclipses  this  year,  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon,  and  a  Transit  of  Mercury 
over  the  Sun. 


I.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  May  23,  invisible  in  America. 
II.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  June  6.    The  annular  phase  will  be  visible  in  part  of  Siberia. 


The 


partial  phase  will  be  visible  in  California,  Alaska,  the  Northwestern  States,  throughout  British  America, 
and  in  Europe. 

III.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  November  15,  visible  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

IV.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  December  1,  invisible  in  North  America,  but  visible  in  the  southern 
part  of  South  America. 

V.  A  Transit  of  Mercury,  May  9,  in  the  afternoon.  Its  ingress  or  beginning  at  Washington  occurs  at 
6h.  46m.,  and  at  San  Francisco  at  3h.  44m.  In  New  England  invisible.  West  of  New  York  and  Charleston 
the  ingress  will  be  visible,  and  the  transit  will  end  after  sunset.  In  Cuba  the  transit  begins  at  sunset,  as  also 
at  New  York  and  Charleston.   The  ingress  in  Central  time  will  be  at  5h.  54m.,  and  at  6h.  54jn-  Eastern  time.

(Latin,  vellus  —  a 
bide  or  pelt.;  Serge  derives  its  name  from  Xerga, 
a  Spanish  name  for  a  peculiar  woolen  blanket. 
Shawl  is  th*  Sanscrit  sala  (floor),  for  shawls  were 
1  a9  carpets  and  tapestry.  Bandana  is  from 
an  Indian  word  to  bind  or  tie,  because  it  is  tied  in 
fore  djretng.  Alpaca  from  an  animal  In 
f  the  Llama  species,  from  whose  wool  the 
fabric  is  woven.  Diaper  is  not  from  D'Ypres,  as  is 
sometimes  stated,  but  from  the  Greek  dlaspron, 
figured.  Buckram  takes  its  name  from  Fostat,  a 
city  of  the  middle  ages,  from  which  the  modern  Cairo 
isdescended.  Calico  from  Calicut,  a  town  In  India, 
formerly  celebrated  for  Its  cotton  cloth,  and  where 
calico  was  also  printed.  Blanket  is  called  after 
Thomas  Blanket,  a  famous  clothier,  connected  with 
the^ntroductlon  of  woolens  Into  England  about  1340.

The  results  of  the  Eleventh  census  will  be  printed 
In  thirteen  volumes.  The  first  volume  will  contain 
statistics  of  population  ;  the  second,  health,  physical, 
vital  and  morality  statistics;  the  third, schools,  illit- 
eracy, pauperism,  crime,  churches  and  religious  de-  I 
nominations  ;  the  fourth,  trades  and  professions;  the 
fifth,  survivors  of  the  late  war;  the  sixth,wealth.  taxa- 
tion, public'indebtedness  and  estimated  value  of  prop- 
erty ;  the  seventh.  Indebtedness  of  corporations  and 
individuals,  including  mortgage  indebtedness:  the 
eighth,  agriculture}  the  ninth,  manufactures;  the 
tenth,  mines  and  mining ;  the  eleventh,  fish  and  fish- 
eries; the  twelfth,transportation,railways,navigation, 
telegraphs  and  telephones ;  the  thirteenth,  insurance. 
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The  total  amount  of  tobacco  produced  in  the 
United  States  during  the  year  ending  January  1, 1889, 
was  565,795,000  pounds.  This  amount  was  grown  from 
747,326  acres  of  land,  and  was  valued  at  $43,666,665. 
Kentucky  is  the  largest  producer,  her  crop  amount- 
ing to  283,306,000  pounds,  valued  at  $21,247,971.  The 
product  of  Europe  reaches  very  nearly  that  of  the 
United  States,  one-third  of  it  being  grown  in  Austria- 
Hungary.  The  exportation  of  tobacco  from  the 
United  States  is  gradually  declining.  Formerly  the 
larger  portion  of  the  crop  was  exported.  Now  the 
larger  part  is  manufactured  for  home  consumption. 

During  the  year  ending  March  1 ,  1890,  18.906,671 
hogs  were  packed  and  marketed  in  the  United  States, 
the  gross  weight  of  which  was  4,491,053,000  pounds. 

Of  the  number  of  hogs,  Chicago  contributed  4,473,467.

The  Insurance  Chronicle  estimates  the  total  loss  by 

fire  in  the  United  States  during  the  past  fifteen  years 

at  $1,476,825,967,  of  which  the  insurance  companies 

paid  $829,126,020.     During  the  past  five  years  the  fire 

waste  has  averaged  $110,000,000  annually.    To  this 

must  be  added  the  expense  of  fire  departments  and 

appliances,  and  of  conducting  insurance  companies. 

During  the  past  six  years  2,975  human  beings,  15,405 

horses,  8,840  cattle  and  31,119  other  animals  have 

been  burned  to  death. 


It  is  estimated  that  at  the  beginning  of  1891  $600 
000.000  was  invested  in  electrical  industry  in  the 
United  States,  distributed  as  follows  :  Telegraph  com- 
panies, $120,000,000  ;  telephone  companies.  $80,000,000; 
electric  lighting  and  power  companies,  $300,000,000 ; 
electrical  supply  companies,  $100,000,000.  The  elec- 
tric railways,  including  those  in  .course  of  construc- 
tion, aggregate  about  1,150  miles  of  track,  and  1,913 
motor  cars.  The  total  miles  of  telephone  wire  in 
1890  aggregated  193, 213,  and  the  number  of  instru- 
ments in  the  hands  of  licensees  was  444,861.  The 
number  of  exchange  telephone  connections  daily  in 
the  United  States  is  1.240,147, or  a  total  per  year  of  400,- 
000,000.  It  is  stated  that  there  are  now  in  use  in  the 
United  States  237.017  arc  electric  lamps  and  2,704,768 
incandescent  lamps. 

The  proposed  tunnel  under  the  East  river  will 
begin  at  Eleventh  avenue  and  Forty-second  street, 
New  York,  will  run  to  Forty-second  street  to  the 
East  river,  and  under  the  river  to  a  terminus  about 
500  feet  from  the  Long  Island  City  court-house.  The 
tracks  will  come  to  the  surface  at  both  termini,  and 
at  Eleventh  avenue  they  will  connect  with  the  New 
York  Central  freight  tracks,  with  the  West  Shore 
ferry  and  with  the  proposed  North  River  bridge,  if 
that  is  ever  built.  It  will  be  connected  with  all  the 
elevated  railroads  in  New  York  and  with  the  Grand 
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Central  Depot  by  elevators.  Its  trains  will  run  on 
a  standard  gauge  double  track,  probably  with  elec- 
tricity as  a  motive  power.

Silver,  in  its  relative  value  to  gold,  has  varied 
greatly  at  different  times.  In  the  days  of  patriarch 
Abraham  it  was  eight  to  one;  B.  C.  1000  it  was 
twelve  to  one  :  15.  C.  500  it  was  thirteen  to  one  ;  at 
the  commencement  of  the  Christian  era  it  was  nine 


to  one  ;  A.  D.  500  it  was  eighteen  to  one  ;  in  1100  it 
was  eight  to  one  ;  in  1400  it  wras  eleven  to  one  ;  in 
1554  it  was  six  to  one  ;  in  1551  it  was  two  to  one  ;  in 
1600  it  was  ten  to  one  ;  in  1727  it  w-as  thirteen  to  one  ; 
in  1800 it  was  fifteen  and  a  half  to  one.  It  main- 
tained the  latter  ratio  until  1872,  when  it  began  to 
rise,  and  in  1876  it  attained  to  twenty  to  one  ;  it  soon 
after  gradually  declined,  then  advanced  again,  and 
August  1,  1886,  reached  the  highest  point  ever 
known,  since  which  time  it  has  gradually  declined. 

According  to  the  system  of  standard  time  adopted 
in  1883,  the  United  States  is  divided  in  four  sections, 
the  first  including  the  territory  between  the  Atlantic 
coast  and  a  line  drawn  from  Detroit  to  Charleston ; 
the  second  extending  thence  to  a  line  drawn  from 
Bismarck,  Dak. ,  and  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande  ; 
the  third  extending  thence  to  nearly  the  western 
borders  of  Idaho,  Utah  and  Arizona,  and  the  fourth 
extending  thence  to  the  Pacific  coast.  The  standard 
of  time  is  uniform  inside  each  of  these  sections,  and 
the  time  of  each  section  differs  by  one  hour  from 
that  next  to  it.  Thus  when  it  is  12  m.  at  New  York 
it  is  11  a.  M.  at  Chicago,  10  A.  M.  at  Denver  and  9  a. 
m.  at  San  Francisco.

The  French  Academy  is  one  of  five  academies, 
and  the  highest,  constituting  thelnstitute  of  France. 
It  was  founded  in  1635  by  Cardinal  Richelieu,  and 
reorganized  in  1816.  It  is  composed  of  40  members, 
elected  for  lite,  after  personal  application  and  the 
submission  of  their  nomination  to  the  head  of  the 
State.  It  meets  twice  each  week,  and  is  "  the  high- 
est authority  on  every  thing  appertaining  to  the 
niceties  of  the  French  lansuasre.  to  grammar,  rhet- 
oric and  poetry,  and  the  publication  of  the  French 


classics."  A  chair  in  the  Academv  is  the  highest 
ambition  of  must  literary  Frenchmen.  The  other 
academies  of  the  Institute  of  France  are  the  Acad- 
emy of  Inscriptions  and  Belles  Lettres,  40  members : 
Academy  of  Sciences.  66  members  ;  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts,  40  members.     All  members  are  elected  for  life. 

The  growth  of  the  postal  business  of  the  country 
during  the  past  year  has  been  verv  great.  The  re- 
port of  the  Postmaster-General  shows  that  the  gross 
revenue  is  nearly  .*5,000,000  larger  than  it  ever  was 
before.  Almost  5,000  new  post-offices,  more  than  in 
any  one  year  before,  have  been  established.  A  de- 
creasing limit  for  the  extension  of  the  free  delivery 
has  permitted  the  employment  of  letter-carriers  in 
over  fifty  towns.  Three  times  as  many  sub-stati<ms 
and  stamp  agencies  were  established  as  during  the 
previous  year.  Over  5.000  miles  of  R.  P.  O.  service, 
so  called  (where  traveling:  post-offices  distribute  the 
mails  for  instant  dispatch),  have  been  put  on.  The 
58,000  transportation  schedules  have  been  examined,  \ 
and  adjusted  or  extended  where  it  has  been  possible.  j 
Thirty-six  per  cent  more  of  city  mails  have  been  dis- 
tributed on  trains  for  instant  dispatch  than  during 
the  previous  year.  The  star-route  mileage  has  in- 
creased over  5.000.000  miles  and  the  railroad  mileage  j 
over  11,000.000.  The  railroad  postal  clerks  have  re- 
duced the  number  of  pieces  usually  sent  to  the  Dead  , 
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5 tli  JVIontli.

A  new  pboczss  has  been  discovered  by  Dr.  Tavlor, 
of  the  Agricultural  Department  at  Washington,  for 
detecting  oleomargarine  in  butter  and  cotton-seed 
oil  in  lard.  To  deteel  oleomargarine  in  butter,  dis- 
solve Ho  grammes  of  the  mixture  of  butter  and  oleo- 
margarine ir,  L'O  cubic  centimeters  of  petroleum  ben- 
zine; beat  slightly  to  Becure  perfect  solution  of  the 
fats.  Caseine and  other  animal  tissues  may  be  re- 
moved by  filtering  while  warm.  Fill  a  test  tube  with 
the  filtered  solution,  and  place  it  in  ice  water.  In 
about  fifteen  minutes  the  oieo  fat  will  separate  from 
th"  butter  fat  and  fall  to  the  bottom  of  the  tube,  be- 
ins  insoluble  in  cold  benzine,  while  butter  fat  re- 
main- in  solution.  Separate  the  precipitate  by 
filtration,  and  remove  any  benzine  by  pressing  be- 


tween layers  of  bibulous  paper,  after  which  the  oleo 
fat  may  be  removed  and  weighed  and  the  percentage 
of  oleomargarine  in  the  sample  calculated.  The 
butter  may  be  recovered  by  evaporating  the  benzine. 
To  detect  cotton-seed  oil  in  lard,  operate  with  the 
same  quantities  and  in  precisely  the  same  way.  In 
the  latter  case,  however,  the  lard  will  be  precipitated 
by  reason  of  its  insolubility  in  cold  benzine,  while 
the  cotton-seed,  oil  will  remain  in  solution.  The  lard 
and  cotton-seed  oil  can  be  recovered  aud  estimated 
in  the  same  manner.  In  view  of  the  extensive 
adulterations  of  butter  and  lard,  this  simple  test  is  of 
great  practical  value.  The  tests  heretofore  employed 
were  the  very  complicated  ones  of  Koettstorfer  and 
Reichert,  and  could  only  be  performed  by  the  expert 
chemist.

The  identification  of  electricity  and  light,  which 
science  had  for  some  time  suspected  and  theory  pre- 
dicted, has  been  finally  and  definitely  established  and 
made  perceptible  to  our  senses.  The  domain  of 
electricity  is  thus  seen  to  extend  over  all  nature. 
Every  luminous  body,  as  well  as  every  opaque 
body  radiating  heat,  is  a  manifestation  of  electric 
phenomena.  If  electricity  were  suppressed  the  uni- 
verse would  be  plunged  into  absolute  darkness.  It 
has  also  been  shown  that  the  modes  of  propagation 
of  light  and  electricity  are  identical,  viz.,  by  undula-

The  velocity  has  also  been  measured,  and  found  to  be 
identical  with  that  obtained  for  light. 

Dr.  Koch,  of  Berlin,  has  created  a  stir  in  the  medi- 
cal world  by  his  announcement  of  the  discovery  of  a 
fluid,  which,  when  injected  sub-cutaneously,  has  the 
power  of  arresting  or  preventing  the  development  of 
tuberculosis,  or  pulmonary  consumption.  The  fluid, 
which  is  prepared  by  a  secret  process,  is  said  to  be 
composed  of  "ptomaines,  cynate  of  gold  and  glycer- 
ine." Ptomaines  are  extremely  poisonous,  without 
an  antidote,  so  far  as  known.  The  results  of  the 
treatment  thus  far  are  not  entirely  satisfactory,  and 
several  cases  in  this  country  have  resulted  fatally. 
The  object  of  the  treatment  is  the  destruction  of  the 
bacilli  found  in  tuberculosis  patients,  but  it  is  forwid 
that  one  of  the  results  is  not  to  destroy  them  but  to 
drive  them  to  other  portions  of  the  body.  However, 
experimentation  has  not  gone  far  enough  to  Justify 

a  positive  opinion  for  or  against  Dr.  Koch's  theorv.

His  scheme  consists  in  the  formation  of  all  these 
paupers  and  outcasts  into  self-helping  and  self-sus- 
taining communities,  each  being  a  kind  of  co-opera- 
tive society  or  patriarchal  family,  governed  and  dis- 
ciplined on  the  principles  of  the  Salvation  Army. 
These  proposed  communities,  or  colonies,  as  Gen. 
Booth  calls  them,  will  be  three  in  number,  and  known 
as  the  City  Colony.the  Farm  Colony  and  the  Over-Sea 
Colony.  The  City  Colony  will  include  in  the  heart 
of  the  ocean  of  misery  a  number  of  institutions  to 
serve  as  harbors  of  refuge  for  any  or  all  who  have 
been  shipwrecked  in  life,  character  or  circumstances.

The  three  battle  ships  named 
above  will  prove  to  be  the  most  formidable  fighting 
machines  of  modern  times,  and  they  are  fitted  to 
successfully  cope  with  the  finest  English  and  Italian 
war  ships.  In  addition  to  these  vessels  the  gunboats 
Concord  and  the  steel  cruiser  Newark  have  both  been 
tried.  The  former  developed  a  speed  of  17.7  knots, 
but  owing  to  a  small  leakage  in  one  of  her  boilers 
failed  to  develop  the  contract  horse  power,  3,400. 
The  Xnvark  has  had  her  final  official  trial,  and  de- 
veloped  a  speed  of  19.7  knots,  placing  her  at  the  head 
of  the  list  of  our  swift  protected  cruisers.  During 
the  year  the  armored  cruiser  Maine  and  the  gunboat 
Bennington  were  launched,  but  not  yet  tried.  De- 
signs have  also  been  completed  and  work  is  now  in 
progress  on  five  monitors  and  thirteen  cruising  ves- 
sels. Following  these  there  will  be  the  cruisers  New 
York,  Monterey.  Cincinnati,  Raleigh,  and  cruisers 
numbers  2,  6,  9, 10. 11,  the  steel  practice  vessel,  the 
harbor  defense  ram,  and  gunboats  numbers  5  and  6. 
Of  these  vessels  the  armed  cruiser  New  York wiU  be 
a  distinctive  type.  In  her  the  department  has  en- 
deavored to  combine  great  offensive  and  defensive 
power,  with  extraordinary  coal  endurance  and  a 
nigh  rate  of  speed.  She  will  be  able  to  make  20 
knots.  This  will  enable  her  to  overtake  any  more 
powerful  ship  afloat,  and  the  majority  of  ships,  either 
naval  or  mercantile.    Her  battery  will  be  more  pow- 
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erful  than  that  of  any  cruising  vessel  in  the  world, 
so  that  she  will  not  be  forced  to  run  away  even  from 
a  first-class  battle-ship.  She  will  have  a  coal  endur- 
ance of  13,000  miles  at  the  most  economic  speed.

The  principles  of  '*  Nationalism  "  are  thus  stated 
by  Eiward  S.  Huntington,  Secretary  of  the  Boston 
Nationalist  Club:  The  Nationalists,  seeing  the  in- 
evitable evolutionary  inclinations  toward  associa- 
tion and  combination  in  all  business  enterprises,  be- 
lieve in  the  wisdom  of  forming,  eventually,  one 
grand  industrial  association  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  people.  They  advocate  the  gradual  assump- 
tion by  the  municipal.  State  and  national  govern- 
ments of  all  public  duties  now  performed  by  private 
corporations.  They  demand  that  the  load  of  oppres- 
sion by  monopolies  shall  be  lifted  from  the  shoulders 
of  our  American  citizens.  Nationalism  offers  for 
public  consideration  the  following  measures  of  re- 
form :  1.  The  governmental  control  of  all  telegraphs, 
telephones  and  express  companies.  2.  The  nation- 
alization of  all  railroads.  3.  The  public  ownership 
of  all  coal  mines,  oil  and  gas  weUa  now  in  operation 
or  hereafter  discovered.  4.  The  municipal  control 
of  all  lighting,  heating  and  street  car  service,  or 
such  other  town  or  city  duties  as  are  now  discharged 
by  private  companies.  It  is  understood,  of  course, 
that  all  these  monopolies  and  large  industries  which 


come  into  national.  State  or  municipal  control  shall 
be  carried  on  for  use  and  not  for  profit.  The  hours 
of  labor  will  be  more  reasonable,  and  a  more  humane 
treatment  of  all  workers  established.  In  the  change 
of  industries  from  private  to  public  control,  the  Na- 
tionalists aim  at  no  confiscation.  The  holders  of 
valuable  securities  in  any  propertv  taken  bv  the 
public  shall  either  receive  fair  dividends  on  such  in- 
vestments, or  they  shall  be  reimbursed  outright  at  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  real  value  of  such  possessions. 
One  of  the  chief  reforms  insisted  upon  bv  the  Nation- 
alists is  that  children  shall  be  given  an  education  till 
the  age  of  17  years,  and  this  education  shall  be  com- 
pulsory. They  propose  that  the  present  limit  of  the 
school  age  (14  years)  shall  be  raised,  year  bv  year,  as 
rapidly  as  public  sentiment  will  allow,  and  in  cases 
of  poverty  partial  State  support  shall  be  given  to 
such  children  while  attending  school;  child  labor  in 
factories  and  mines  shall  be  absolutely  prohibited 
by  the  most  stringent  laws.

sible: the  establishment  of  an  International  Ameri- 
can Monetary  Union  ;  an  expression  In  favor  of  the 
negotiation  of  reciprocity  treaties;  the  appointment 


of  a  commission  to  superintend  a  survey  for  an  inter- 
continental railway ;  recommendations  that  the 
American  Republics  adopt  the  Metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures,  establish  uniform  quarantine 
regulations  and  organize  an  international  bank,  and 
the  preparation  of  a  uniform  system  of  customs  reg- 
ulations. A  uniform  code  of  nomenclature  to  desig- 
nate articles  of  export  and  import  was  directed  to 
be  prepared,  and  the  establishment  of  an  Inter- 
national Bureau  of  Information  at  Washington  was 
recommended.  Uniform  systems  of  consular  in- 
voices and  fees,  of  port  charges  and  tonnage  dues 
were  prepared  and  recommended  for  adoption.  The 
free  navigation  of  American  rivers  was  recom- 
mended. Plans  for  improved  communication  be- 
tween the  nations  bordering  on  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Oceans  and  Gulf  of  Mexico  were  proposed  and 
recommended  for  adoption. 

The  Salvation  Army  was  organized  in  July,  1865, 
at  Mile  End,  London,  by  Rev.  "Win.

It.  was  first  named  the  Christian  Mission,  but  in  1878 
it  took  on  a  guast-military  character  and  adopted  the 
present  title.

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the  number  of  49,800  every  week.  As  an  auxiliary  to 
the  Army  are  twenty-seven  weekly  papers  and 'fif- 
teen magazines,  with  an  aggregate  of  over  30,000,000 
circulation.  It  has  accumulated  $3,873,000  worth  of 
property,  pays  rentals  to  the  amount  of  $1,100,000 
annually  for  meeting  pi  aces,  and  has  an  income  from 
all  sources  of  $3,750,000.  The  Army  literature  is 
issued  in  fifteen  languages,  and  services  are  held  in 
twenty-nine  languages.  There  are  now  in  this 
country  445  corps  and  outposts,  and  1,125  officers 
with  15,000  adherents.  The  corps  of  the  world  num- 
ber 3.790  with  9,4?4  officers.

The  latest  official  statistics  from  India  show  that 
in  1888  22,970  people  were  killed  by  snakes  and  wild 
beasts,  as  well  as  76.271  cattle.  Of  the  former  number 
20.571  deaths  were  due  to  snake  bites,  975  to  tigers, 
184  to  leopards,  139  to  wolves.  110  to  bears,  57  to  ele- 
phants and  the  remainder  to  dogs,  crocodiles  and 
other  animals.  The  remarkable  fact  of  these  statis- 
tics is  that,  although  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
destroy  snakes  and  other  animals  injurious  to  human 
life,  the  mortality,  both  of  persons  and  cattle,  from 
these  causes  of  death  is  increasing.  In  1888  20.709 
wild  beasts  were  destroyed  and  511,94s  snakes.  The 
local  Governments  of  India  have  just  been  consulted 
on  the  question  whether  nothing  can  be  done  to  di- 
minish the  terrible  mortality  due  to  snake  bites.  The 


general  opinion  in  India  is  that  the  efforts  to  reduce 
this  mortality  by  offering  rewards  for  snakes  killed 
has  failed,  and  in  some  localities  has  even  stimulated 
the  breeding  of  snakes.  Some  of  the  local  Govern- ' 
ments  express  the  opinion  that  the  most  effective 
way  to  check  the  evil  will  be  to  destroy  the  cover  for 
the  snakes  near  the  villages,  and  this  experiment 
-will  be  tried.  The  provinces  most  seriously  affected 
are  Bengal,  Ouhd  and  the  northwest  provinces.

was  lower  in  1887  and  1SS1,  years  of  very  severe 
drouth.  The  aggregate  wheat  area  is  36,087,154  acres, 
nearly  the  same  as  in  1889,  and  the  yield  per  acre  11.1 
bushels.  These  are  measured  bushels,  of  a  quality  I 
grading  somewhat  lower  than  usual.  Past  records 
have  shown  that  the  annual  differences  in  weight  of 
the  crop  are  not  often  more  than  a  pound  above  or 
below  the  average  weight  for  a  series  of  years,  the 
lowest  for  seven  years  being  56.5  in  1888,  and  the 
highest  58.5  in  1887.  The  yield  per  acre  is  the  same 
as  in  1888,  when  the  product  was  nearly  416.000.U00 
bushels,  and  with  two  exceptions  is  the  lowest  rate 
during  the  past  decade.  The  area  in  oats  was  26,431,- 
309  acres,  and  the  yield  per  acre  was  19.8  bushels. 
This  is  only  74  per  cent  of  the  average  of  ten  years 
past,  which  was  26. 6  bushels,  and  the  smallest  rate 
of  yield  ever  reported.  The  December  condition  of 
the  growing  wheat  crop  is  returned  at  98.4,  and  of 
rye  at  99.  This  is  better  than  December  returns  for 
two  years  past.  Along  the  Atlantic  coast  a  slight 
depreciation  is  noted  as  the  result  of  excess  of  moist- 
ure in  some  localities,  making  planting  late  and  giv- 
ing rather  smai!  growth  before  the  advent  of  freezing 
weather.  In  the  Ohio  valley  the  season  was  gener- 
ally favorable  for  seeding  and  early  growth,  and  the 
plant  entered  winter  quarters  in  promising  condition. 
Some  damage  was  done  by  the  Hessian  fly,  especially 
in  the  early  sown  fields.     Condition  in  Missouri  and 
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Kansas  was  variable,  local  injury  from  drouth  and 
fly  combining  somewhat  to  reduce  the  State  aver-

The  post-office  appropriation  bill  carries,  in  round 
numbers,  an  appropriation  of  $77,384,000,  compared 
withjan  appropriation  last  year  of  $72,226,000.  The 
amount  which  the  Postmaster-General  estimated 
would  be  provided  by  the  department  toward  the 
appropriation  for  the  year  from  its  own  revenues  was 
$73,955,031.  There  are  no  items  of  new  legisla- 
tion in  the  bill.  The  increases  of  appropriation  in- 
clude $900,000  for  compensation  to  postmasters, 
$310,000  for  compensation  to  post-office  clerks,  ap- 
proximately $1,000  for  free  delivery  service,  $221,000 
for  railway  post-office  car  service,  approximately 
$1,410,000  for  transportation  over  railroad  routes,  and

An  interesting  experiment  was  recentlv  made  in 
the  Madras  harbor,  whereby  it  was  satisfactorily 
shown  that  vessels  lying  at  anchor  could  establish 
telephone  connection  with  the  shore.  The  connect- 
ing wire,  after  passing  under  water  from  the  shore  to 
a  buoy  near  the  vessel,  one  end  was  drawn  on  board 
and  attached  to  the  instrument,  the  other  end  was 
carried  into  the  town  exchange.  Conversation  passed 
over  this  line  with  remarkable  distinctness.  The 
Madras  shippers  are  going  to  attach  a  telephone 


cable  to  every  buoy  in  port.  Thus  any  vessel  can 
bespeak  the  shore  without  resorting  to  the  tedious 
and  fatiguing  expedient  of  a  long  boat  and  an  "  ash 
breeze. "  Why  not  carry  this  idea  out  as  far  as  it 
will  go  ?  Why  suppose  the  time  far  distant  when 
transatlantic  steamers  will  be  able  to  speak  or  tele- 
graph to  the'port  of  departure  or  entrv?  The  sup- 
position, in  view  of  what  science  has  already  done, 
is  not  unreasonable.

MILITARY  AND  NA  VAL  ACADEMIES. 


Military  Academy  at  West  Point.  — Each  Con- 
gressional district.  State  and  Territorial,  is  entitled 
to  one  cadet  at  West  Point,  and  appointments  are 
made  at  the  request  of  the  member  of  Congress  from 
the  district  in  which  the  applicant  resides  ;  but  ap- 
plications may  be  made  by  letter  to  the  Secretary 
of  War  to  have  the  name  of  the  applicant  placed 
upon  the  register,  that  it  may  be  furnished  to  the 
proper  representative  when  a  vacancy  occurs.  Ap- 
plications must  state  full  name,  age  and  residence 
of  the  applicant,  with  the  number  of  his  congres- 
sional district.  Appointments  are  made  one  year  in 
advance  of  date  of  admission.  A  candidate,  when 
appointed, is  ordered  to  report  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Academy  at  West  Point  in  time  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Academic  Board  for  examination  at  its 
meeting  in  June.  On  arrival  he  is  subjected  to  a 
rigid  physical  examination.  If  he  passes  this  and  the 
examination  of  the  Academic  Board  successfully,  he 
is  admitted  at  once  to  the  academy.  In  January 
following  he  is  subjected  to  another  academical  ex- 
amination, and  if  he  passes  it  successfully,  he  is 
given  his  warrant  as  cadet,  and  required  to  sign 
articles  binding  himself  to  serve  the  United  States 
eight  years  from  the  time  of  his  admission.  The 
age  for  admission  is  between  seventeen  and  twenty- 
two  years,  the  candidates  must  be  unmarried,  at 
least  five  feet  in  height,  and  free  from  any  infec- 
tious or  immoral  disorder,  and  generally  from  any 
deformity,  disease  or  infirmity  which  may  render 
them  unfit  for  military  service.  They  must  be  well 
versed  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  the  ele- 
ments of  English  grammar,  descriptive  geography, 
and   of  the   history   of  the    United    States.     The 


course  is  four  years,  and  the  pay  of  a  cadet  is  $540  per 
year.  But  one  leave  of  absence  is  granted  during  the 
four  years'  course.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
Academy  is  Colonel  John  M.  Wilson,  Corps  of  Engi- 
neers, U.  S.  A. 

The  whole  number  of  graduates  from  1802  to  1890 
has  been  3, 384. 

The  three  oldest  living  graduates  of  the  Military 
Academy  are  Gen.  Hannibal  Day,  U.  S.  A. .who 
graduated  in  1823;  Gen.  Geo.  S.  Green,  of  New' Jer- 
sey, who  graduated  the  same  year,  and  William  C. 
Young,  of  New  York,  who  graduated  in  1822. 

Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis.— Each  Congres- 
sional district,  State  and  Territorial,  is  entitled  to 
one  cadet,  and  nominations  are  made  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  members  or  delegates,  and  candidates 
must  be  residents  of  the  districts  from  which  they 
are  nominated.  They  must  be  between  the  ages  of 
fourteen  and  eighteen  years  and  physically  sound, 
well  formed  and  in  robust  condition.  The  course  is 
six  years,  the  last  two  of  which  are  spent  at  sea. 
After  passing  the  prescribed  examinations,  candi- 
dates are  required  to  sign  articles  binding  themselves 
to  serve  in  the  navy  eight  years,  including  the  time 
of  probation  at  the  Academy.  The  pay  of  a  naval 
cadet  is  $500  per  year,  beginning  at  the  date  of  ad- 
mission. 

The  Academy  was  established  by  act  of  Congress 
in  1845.  During  the  Civil  War  it  was  removed  from 
Annapolis,  Md.,  to  Newport,  R.  I.,  but  was  re- 
turned to  the  former  place  in  1865.  It  is  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Navy  Department.  Cap- 
tain Robert  L.  Phythian,  U.  S.  N.,  is  the  present 
Superintendent.

POSTAL  RA  TES  AND  REG U LA  TIONS. 


Domestic  mail  matter  is  divided  into  four  classes  : 

First— Written  matter. 

Second— Periodical  publications. 

Third— Miscellaneous  printed  matter. 

Fourth— Merchandise. 

First-class  Matter  embraces  letters,  postal  cards, 
and  all  matter  wholly  or  partly  in  writing  and  all 
matter  sealed  or  closed  against  inspection,  except  as 
follows :  1.  Corrected  proof-sheets  and  manuscript 
copv  accompanying  the  same.  2.  Date  and  name 
of  the  addressed  and  of  the  sender  of  circulars,  and 
the  correction  of  mere  typographical  errors  therein. 
3.  Bills,  receipts  and  orders  for  subscription  inclosed 
in  second-class  publications,  provided  such  bills,  re- 
ceipts and  orders  shall  be  in  such  form  as  to  convey 
no  other  information  than  the  name,  location,  and 
subscription  price  of  the  publication  or  publications 
to  which  they  refer.  4.  The  name  and  address  of 
the  person  to  whom  second-class  matter  may  be 
sent,  and  index  figures  of  a  subscription  book,  and 
words  or  figures,  or  both,  indicating  the  date  on 
which  the  subscription  to  such  matter  will  end.  5, 
Upon  matter  of  the  third-class,  or  upon  the  wrapper 
inclosing  the  same,  the  sender  may  write  his  own 
name  or  address,  with  the  word  "  from  "  above  and 
preceding  the  same,  and  in  either  case,  may  make 
shnplejmarks.  Intended  to  designate  a  word  or  passage 
of  the  text  to  which  it  is  desired  to  call  attention. 
6.  There  may  be  placed  upon  the  cover  or  blank 
leaves  'of  any  book,  or  of  any  printed  matter  of  the 
third-class,  a  simple  manuscript  dedication  or  in- 
scription; such  dedication  or  inscription  must  be 
confined  to  a  simple  address  or  consignment  of  such 
book  or  other  printed  matter,  as  a  mark  of  respect, 
and  must  not  contain  any  thing  that  partakes  of  the 
nature  of  a  personal  correspondence.  7.  Upon  mat- 
ter of  the  fourth-class,  the  sender  may  write  his 
own  name  and  address,  preceded  by  the  word 
"from"  and  also  the  number  and  names  of  the 
articles  inclosed.  lie  may  also  write  upon  or  attach 
to  any  such  articles,  by  tag  or  label,  a  mark  or  num- 
ber, name  or  letter,  for  purposes  of  identification. 

Postage  on  first-class  matter  must  be  prepaid  at 
the  rate  of  two  cents  for  each  ounce  or  fraction 
thereof;  except  that  on  "  postal  cards  "the  postage 
is  one  cent  each.  On  "local"  or  "drop  letters" 
postage  is  two  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof, 
Including  delivery  at  letter  carrier  offices,  and  one 
cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  where  free 
delivery  by  carrier  is  not  established. 

First-class  matter,  except  postal  cards  or  drop  let- 
ters,'deposited  in  any  post-office,  wholly  unpaid  or 
having  only  a  one  cent  stamp  affixed,  will  be  "held 
for  postage,"  and  unless  the  postmaster  is  able  to 
communicate  the  fact  to  the  sender,  the  package 
must  be  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office.  Should 
such  wholly  unpaid,  or  insufficientl  v  prepaid  matter, 
through  inadvertence,  reach  its  destination,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  delivering  postmaster  to  collect  on 
wholly  unpaid  matter  double  postage,  and  on  insuffi- 
ciently prepaid  matter  the  ordinary  letter  rates,  giv- 
ing credit  for  the  amount  which  may  have  been 
prepaid  thereon. 

Forwarding  Letters  Free- 
Prepaid  and  [free  letters  are  forwarded  from  one 
post-office  to  another,  at  the  request  of  the  persons 
addressed,  without  additional  postage.  A  letter 
which  has  once  been  delivered  at  its  address  can  be 
remailed  from  the  same  office  to  which  it  was  orig- 
inally addressed  to  a  new  address,  without  the  pre- 
payment of  additional  postage.  Drop-letters,  when 
forwarded  by  mail  to  another  post-office,  must  be 
prepaid  at  two  cents  per  ounce.  Mail  matter,  other 
than  letters  or  postal  cards,  cannot  be  forwarded  to 
a  new  address  except  on  prepayment  of  postage  bv 
stamps  at  regular  rates,  or  it  may  be  forwarded  from 
a  post-office,  marked'  postage  due cents  for  for- 
warding, which  will  be  collected  by  the  postmaster 
delivering  the  same. 

Registration. 
Mail  matter  of  all  kinds  can  be  registered  to  any 


part  of  the  United  States  or  Territories  and  to  for- 
eign countries  on  payment  of  a  registration  fee  of 
ten  cents.  All  registration  fees  must  be  paid  by 
stamps,  and  the  postage  on  all  registered  matter 
must  also  be  prepaid  in  full  by  stamps.  The  public 
are  desired  by  the  post-office  never  to  send  money 
or  valuable  articles  in  unregistered  letters.  Post- 
masters at  all  post-offices  are  obliged  to  register  let- 
ters and  packages  when  required  to  do  so. 

Second-class  Matter. 
Regular  publications— This  class  includes  all  news- 
papers, periodicals  or  matter  exclusively  in  print 
and  regularly  issued  at  stated  periods  from  a  known 
office  of  publication  or  news  agency,  except  regular 
publications  designed  primarily  for  advertising  pur- 
poses, or  for  free  circulation,  or  for  circulation  at 
nominal  rates.  When  mailed  by  a  publisher  or  a 
newsdealer  the  postage  is  one  cent  a  pound  or  frac- 
tion thereof ;  when  mailed  by  others  than  publish- 
ers and  newsdealers,  one  cent  for  each  four  ounces 
or  fraction  thereof.  Weight  of  packages  not  limited. 

Third-class  Matter. 

Mail  matter  of  the  third-class  embraces  printed 
books,  circulars  and  other  matter  wholly  in  print, 
proof-sheets  and  corrected  proof-sheets  and  manu- 
script copy  accompanying  the  same,  chromo-litho- 
graphs,  engravings,  heliotypes,  lithographic  views, 
with  title  written  thereon,  photographs  and  repro- 
ductions from  circulars  or  other  matter  produced  by 
the  electric  pen,  papyograph,  metallograph.  hecto- 
graph, chirograph  or  copygraph  process,  also  seeds, 
cuttings,  bulbs,  roots,  scions  and  plants,  and  postage 
shall  be  paid  thereon  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  each 
two  ounces  or  fractional  part  thereof,  except  news- 
papers and  other  periodicals,  the  rate  for  which  is 
one  cent  for  each  four  ounces. 

Upon  matter  of  the  third-class  or  upon  the  wrap- 
per, including  the  same,  the  sender  may  write  his 
own  name  or  address,  with  the  word  "  from  "  above 
and  preceding  the  same,  and  in  either  case  may 
make  simple  marks  intended  to  designate  a  word  or 
passage  of  the  text  to  which  it  is  desired  to  call  ;at- 
tention.  There  may  be  placed  upon  the  cover  or 
blank  leaves  of  any  book  or  any  printed  matter  of 
the  third-class  a  single  manuscript  dedication  or  in- 
scription that  does  not  partake  of  the  nature  of  a 
personal  correspondence. 

The  "nature  of  a  personal  correspondence"  re- 
ferred to  in  the  preceding  section  cannot  be  ascribed 
to  the  following,  viz. :  1st.  To  the  signature  of  the 
sender  or  to  the  designation  of  his  name,  or  his  pro- 
fession, or  his  rank  or  place  of  origin,  and  of  the  date 
of  dispatch.  2d.  To  a  dedication  or  mark  of  respect 
offered  by  the  sender.  3d.  To  the  signs  merely  in- 
tended to  mark  a  passage  of  the  text  in  order  to  call 
attention  to  it.  4th.  To  instructions  or  requests  to 
postmasters  to  notify  the  sender  in  case  of  the  non- 
delivery of  matter,  so  that  he  may  send  postage  for 
its  return.  Lastly,  to  annotations  or  corrections 
made  upon  proofs  of  printed  matter  or  musical  com- 
positions and  relating  to  the  text  or  to  the  execution 
of  the  work. 

All  packages  of  matter  of  the  third-class  must  be 
so  wrapped,  with  open  sides  or  ends,  that  their  con- 
tents may  be  readily  examined  by  postmasters. 

The  limit  of  weight  of  packages  is  four  pounds, 
except  in  cases  of  single  volumes  of  books  in  excess 
of  said  weight,  ami  books  and  documents  published 
or  circulated  by  order  of  Congress,  or  official  matter 
emanating  from  any  of  the  departments  of  the  gov- 
ernment or  from  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

Fourth-class  Matter. 
Mailable  matter  of  the  fourth-class  embraces  blank 
cards,  card-board  and;  other  flexible  material,  flexi- 
ble patterns,  letter  envelopes  and  letter  paper  with 
or  without  printing  thereon,  merchandise,  models, 
ornamented  paper,  sample  cards,  samples  of  ores, 
metals,  minerals,  original  paintings  in  oil  or  water 
colors,  labels,  patterns,  playing  cards,  visiting  cards, 
address  tags,  paper  sacks,  wrapping  paper  with 
printed  advertisements  thereon,  bill-heads,  letter- 
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heads  and  matter  of  the  same  general  character,  and 
any  other  matter  not  included  in  the  first,  second  or 
third  classes,  and  which  is  not  in  its  lorm  and  nature 
liable  to  destroy,  deface  or  otherwise  damage  the 
contents  of  the  mail  bag,  or  harm  the  person  of  any 
one  engaged  in  the  postal  service.  Postage  rate 
thereon,  one  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fractional  part 
thereof. 

Other  articles  of  the  fourth-class,  which,  unless 
properly  secured,  might  destroy,  deface  or  otherwise 
damage  the  contents  of  the  mail  bag,  or  harm  the 
person  of  any  one  engaged  in  the  postal  service,  may 
be  transmitted  in  the  mails  when  they  conform  to 
the  following  conditions:  1st.  They  must  be  placed 
in  a  bag,  box  or  removable  envelope  made  of  paper, 
cloth  or  parchment.  2d.  Sueh  bag,  hox  or  envelope 
must  again  be  placed  in  a  box  or  tube  made  of  metal 
or  some  hard  wood,  with  sliding  clasp,  or  screw  lid. 
3d.  In  case  of  articles  liable  to  break,  the  inside  box, 
bag  or  envelope  must  be  surrounded  by  sawdust, 
cotton  or  spongy  substance.  4th.  In  case  of  sharp- 
pointed  instruments,  the  points  must  be  capped  or 
encased,  so  that  they  may  not  by  any  means  be  lia- 
ble to  cut  through  their  inclosure;  and  where  they 
have  blades,  such  blades  must  be  bound  with  wire 
so  that  they  shall  remain  firmly  attached  to  each 
other.  5th.  The  whole  must  be  capable  of  easy  in- 
spection. Seeds  or  other  articles  not  prohibited, 
which  are  liable  from  their  form  or  nature  to  loss  or 
damage,  unless  specially  protected,  may  be  put  up 
in  sealed  envelopes,  provided  such  envelopes  are 
made  ot  material  sufficiently  transparent  to  show 
the  contents  clearly  without  opening. 

Upon  any  package  of  matter  of  the  fourth-class 
the  sender  may  write  or  print  his  own  name  and  ad- 
dress, preceded  by  the  word  "from,"  and  there  may 
also  be  written  or  printed  the  number  and  names  of 
the  articles  inclosed,  and  the  sender  thereof  may 
write  or  print  upon,  or  attach  to  any  such  article, 
by  tag  or  label,  a  mark,  number,  name  or  letter  for 
purpose  of  identification. 

The  limit  of  weight  of  packages  is  four  pounds. 

Unmailable. 

Liquids  and  oils  (except  in  suitable  packages  not 
exceeding  4  ounces  liquid  measure  and  properly  pro- 
tected), poison,  explosives  and  inflammable  articles, 
live  or  dead  animals  (not  stuffed),  insects  and  rep- 
tiles, except  queen  bees,  when  safely  secured,  and 
dried  insects,  fruits  or  vegetable  matter,  comb  honey 
or  guano  and  substances  exhaling  a  bad  odor;  or 
other  matter  upon  the  envelope  of  which,  or  postal 
card  upon  which,  indecent,  lewd,  obscene  or  lascivi- 
ous delineations,  epithets,  terms  or  language  may  be 
written  or  printed,  or  reflecting  injuriously  uponthe 
conduct  or  character  of  another,  and  all  matter  con- 
cerning lotteries,  so-called  gift  concerts,  or  other 
similar  enterprises,  offering  prizes,  or  concerning 
schemes  devised  and  intended  to  defraud  the  public, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  money  under  false 
pretenses.  Any  thing  in  the  nature  of  an  offensive 
or  threatening  dun  apparent  upon  an  envelope,  out- 
side cover  or  postal  card,  or  conveying  the  sugges- 
tion that  such  dun  is  inclosed,  will  be  excluded  as 
non-mailable. 

Postal  Cards 

may  he  procured  at  any  post-office,  at  the  cost  of  one 
cent  each.  The  message,  etc.,  must  be  always 
written  on  the  back  of  the  card.  Postal  cards  will 
befortoarded  from  one  office  to  another  in  case  of 
removal  of  the  person  addressed,  but  will  in  no  case 
be  returned  to  the  writer,  nor  advertised. 

Money  Orders. 

Money  orders  are  obtainable  at  all  the  principal 
post-offices  in  the  United  States,  for  any  amoikut  less 
than  $100. 

Money  orders  are  payable  only  at  money-order 
offices,  and  to  secure  payment  thereof,  the  person  to 
W  horn  they  are  payable  must  be  able  to  state  the 
name  and  address  of  the  sender.  If  the  following 
precautions  are  taken,  the  risk  of  payment  to  any 
but  the  right  person  will  be  avoided,  besides  delay 
and  trouble  in  obtaining  payment. 


1st.  In  obtaining  an  order  be  careful  to  state  the 
given  name  as  well  as  the  surname  of  the  person  in 
whose  favor  it  is  drawn. 

2d.  Furnish  that  person  with  the  correct  name 
and  addre6s  of  the  sender. 

3d.  Do  not  send  the  order  in  the  same  letter  with 
the  information. 

Fees  for  issuing  money  orders  —  For  sums  not  ex- 
ceeding $5,  5  cents ;  lor  sums  over  $5  and  not  exceed- 
ing $10,  8  cents;  over  $10  and  not  exceeding  $15,  10 
cents ;  over  $15  and  not  exceeding  $30, 15  cents  ;  over 
$30  and  not  exceeding  $40,  20  cents ;  over  $40  and  not 
exceeding  $50,  25  cents;  over  $50  and  not  exceeding 
$60,  30  cents;  over  $60  and  not  exceeding  $70,  35 
cents;  over  $70  and  not  exceeding  $80, 40  cents;  over 
$80  and  not  exceeding  $100,  45  cents. 

Postal  Notes. 

Postal  notes  for  sums  less  than  $£  are  issued  at 
money-order  offices  and  made  payable  to  bearer, 
when  duly  receipted,  at  any  money-order  office, 
which  the  remitter  may  select,  and  the  fee  for  issu- 
ing them  is  three  cents-  If  not  presented  and  paid 
before  the  expiration  of  three  calendar  months  from 
the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which  they  are  issued, 
they  will  then  be  invalid. 

To  obtain  the  amount  of  an  invalid  note  the  holder 
must  forward  it  to  the  superintendent  of  the  money- 
order  system,  Washington,  D.  C,  with  an  applica- 
tion for  duplicate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Postmaster-General.  An  additional  fee  of  three 
cents  is  charged  for  a  duplicate. 

Special  Delivery. 

Letters  and  packages  (including  all  classes  of  mail 
matter)  bearing  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  postage, 
"special  delivery  stamps,"  costing  ten  cents,  and 
obtainable  at  any  post-office,  are  entitled  to  urgent 
transmission  and  immediate  delivery  by  special 
messenger  within  the  carrier  limit  of  free  delivery 
offices,  and  within  one  mile  of  any  other  post-office 
to  which  they  may  be  directed. 

Foreign  Money  Orders. 
At  the  principal  money-order  post-offices  in  the 
United  States  (including  all  the  larger  post-offices),

Letters,  five  cents  each  half  ounce  or  fraction  ;  double 
that  rate  if  not  prepaid,  no  limit  to  weight.  Postal 
cards,  two  cents  each  ;  newspapers  and  other  printed 
matter,  commercial  documents  and  samples  of  mer- 
chandise, one  cent  each  two  ounces  or  fraction ; 
packages  of  printed  matter  and  samples  weighing 
two  ounces  or  less,  one  cent  additional,  and  docu- 
ments weighing  ten  ounces  or  less,  five  cents. 
Printed  matter  or  documents  are  limited  to  four 
pounds  six  ounces  in  weight,  and  eighteen  inches  in 
size,  and  samples  of  merchandise  to  eight  and  three- 
quarter  ounces  in  weight,  and  eight  inches  l.y  four 
inches  by  two  inches  in  size.  All  transmissible 
matter,  fully  prepaid,  may  be  registered  ;lt  a  cost  of 
ten  cents.  It  is  forbidden  to  send  in  the  mails  of 
foreign  countries:  Letters  or  packages  of  declared 
value,  or  that  contain  articles  made  of  gold  or  silver, 
or  articles  of  merchandise  intended  as  gifts,  or  hav- 
ing a  salable  vame.  or  liable  to  customs  duty.  Pack- 
ages exceeding  the  limit  in  size  or  weight,  or  which 
are  not  prepaid,  at  least  partly,  are  all  excluded  from 
United  States  mails.  If  matter  is  insufficiently  pre- 
pare, double  rates  will  be  charged  at  destination.

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FIFTY-FIRST  CONGRESS. 


The  Constitution  requires  nine  years'  citizenship  to  qualify  for  admission  to  the  Senate,  and  seven  years' 
to  the  House  of  Representatives.  An  act  approved  July  26,  1866,  requires  the  Legislature  of  each  State, 
which  shall  be  chosen  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  any  Senatorial  term,  on  the  second  Tuesday  after 
its  first  meeting,  to  elect  a  successor,  each  house  nominating,  viva  voce,  and  then  convening  In  joint  As- 
sembly to  compare  nominations.  In  case  of  agreement  such  person  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  ;  and 
if  they  do  not  agree,  then  balloting  to  continue  from  day  to  day,  at  12  m.,  during  the  session  until  choice 
has  been  made.  Vacancies  are  to  be  rilled  in  like  manner.  The  members  of  each  House  receive  a  salary 
of  $5,000  per  annum,  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  mile.  For  each  day's  absence,  except 
when  caused  by  sickness,  $8  per  diem  is  deducted  from  the  salary.  The  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate 
receives  the  same  compensation  as  the  Vice-President.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
receives  a  salary  of  §8,000.

UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  YORK. 

The  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  consists  of  all  incorporated  institutions  of  Academic  and  Higher 
Education,  with  the  State  Library,  State  Museum,  and  such  other  institutions  as  may  be  admitted  by  the 
Regents.  Its  object  is  to  promote  academic  and  higher  education.  The  University  now  includes  410  insti- 
tutions—97  academies,  234  high  schools,  36  colleges  of  arts  and  science,  16  medical  schools,  5  law  schools,  12 
theological  schools,  3  polytechnic  and  11  special  institutions.  The  Regents  have  power  to  incorporate,  and 
to  alter  or  repeal  the  charters  of  colleges,  academies  and  other  institutions  belonging  to  the  University,  dis- 
tribute to  them  funds  granted  by  the  State  for  their  use,  inspect  their  workings,  establish  examinations  as 
to  attainments  in  learning,  and  confer  certificates,  diplomas  and  degrees. 

The  Regents  meet  specially  on  call  of  the  Chancellor,  or  on  request  of  five  Regents,  and  regularly  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  February,  Thursday  of  Convocation  week,  and  the  second  Wednesday  of  December. 
The  Annual  Convocation  is  held  at  the  Capitol  on  the  first  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  after  July  4.

SENA  TE. 

The  Senate  consists  of  32  members,  who  are  elected  in  November  of  every  alternate  odd  numbered  year, 
and  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  from  the  first  of  January  next  succeeding.  The  State  is  divided  into 
32  districts,  each  electing  one  Senator.  The  Senators  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,500  and  also  %\  for  each 
ten  miles  of  travel  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  once  in  each  session.  Ten  dollars 
per  day  in  addition  is  allowed  when  the  Senate  alone  is  convened  in  extraordinary  session,  or  when  acting 
as  a  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments.

EDWARD  HAWKINS  (Dem.),  of  Jamesport, 
Suffolk  county.  Mr.  H.  was  born  at  Stony  Brook, 
Suffolk  county,  N.  Y.,  January  21,  1829;  educated 
in  the  public  schools,  was  formerly  a  sailor,  and  is 
now  a  farmer.  He  has  always  been  identified  with 
the  Democratic  party ;  and  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
by  a  plurality  of  1,535,  his  opponents  being  Simeon 
S.  Hawkins  (Rep.),  who  was  chosen  to  the  last  Senate 
by  a  plurality  of  114,  and  Julius  E.  Phelps  (Pro.) 

Second  District. 

(1st,  2d.  5th,  6th,  8th,  9th,  10th,  12th  and  23d  wards 
of  Brooklyn,  and  towns  of  Flatbush,  Gravesend 
and  New  Utrecht,  Kings  county.) 
JOHN  C.  JACOBS  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn.  Mr.  J. 
was  born  in  Lancaster  county,  Pcnn.,  December  10, 
1838;  is  a  descendant  of  revolutionary  stock,  and  of 
German  origin  on  the  maternal  side ;  received  a  com- 
mon school  education,  leaving  school  at  the  age  of 
14 ;  has  been  a  printer  and  journalist,  and  is  now 
a  lawyer  ;  was  for  several  years  the  Albany  corre- 
spondent of  the  New  York  World  and  other  papers, 
and  was  a  war  correspondent  of  New  York  journals 
during  McCIellan's  campaign  ;  he  was  an  unsuccess- 
ful candidate  for  member  of  Assembly  in  1863  and 
1865,  running  against  J.  C.  Perry  the  first  year  and 
W.  W.  Goodrich  the  second,  and  the  Democratic 
candidate  for  Clerk  of  the  House  in  1864;  he  was 
elected  to  the  Assembly  in  1866,  and  served  in  that 
body  continuously  until  1873,  his  majority  being 
usually  larger  than  the  State  ticket  received.  In  1869 
he  served  on  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Nav- 
igation and  several  special  committees,  and  in  1870

The  Democratic  plu- 
rality in  1887  was  12,114.

JAMES  W.   BIRKETT  (Rep.),  of  Brooklyn  (120 


Lawrence  street).  Mr.  B.  was  born  at  Manchester, 
July  31,  1841,  and  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
New  York  city.  He  commenced  business  in  1864  as 
a  manufacturer  of  steam-heating  apparatus,  and  has 
continued  it  to  the  present  time.  He  has  been  treas- 
urer of  the  Kings  County  Republican  General  Com- 
mittee for  six  vears  past,  was  Alderman  in  1885,  '86. 
and  Presidential  elector  In  1888.  He  was  elected  to 
the  Senate  by  a  pluralitv  of  4,033,  his  opponents 
being  Mathew  T.  McBride  (Dem.)  and  S.  S.  Hart 
(Pro.)  The  Republican  plurality  in  1887  was  2,939. 

Fourth  District. 

(14th,  15th,  16th.  17th,  18th,  24th  and  25th  wards  of 
Brooklyn,  and  towns  of  New  Lots  and  Flatlands, 
Kings  county. ) 

PATRICK  H.  McCARREN  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn 
(169  Wythe  avenue).  Mr.  M.  was  born  in  Boston, 
Mass..  July  8, 1849;  educated  in  public  and  private 
schools  in  Brooklyn :  is  a  cooper  "by  trade ;  was 
formerly  an  oil  and  cooperage  inspector,  and  is  now 
a  real  estate  and  insurance  agent.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Democratic  State  Committee  in  1884;  was 
a  member  of  Assembly  in  1882.  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Public  Health,  Trade  and  Manufactures, 
Printing  and  Sub-Committee  of  the  Whole  ;  in  1883, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  Commerce  and  Navigation, 
and  a  member  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Con- 
gressional Apportionment;  was  the  unsuccessful 
can  lidate  for  State  Senator  in  1885,  being  defeated 
by  Hon.  Jacob  Worth  ;  was  a  member  of  Assembly 
in  1889,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  Manufacture 
of  Salt  and  Public  Lands ;  and  was  elected  to  the 
Senate  by  a  plurality  of  417.  his  opponents  being 
Edward  II.

WILLIAM  L.  BROWN  (Dem.).  of  Brooklyn. 
Mr.  B.  was  born  in  Vermont,  of  Irish  parents,  De- 
cember 25,  1840.  His  parents  soon  after  removed  to 
Mahoning  county,  O.,  where  his  bovhood  was  spent 
and  his  early  education  received.  Owing  to  the 
death  of  his  father,  he  early  assumed  the  care  and 
support  of  his  mother.  He  taueht  school  for  several 
terms  in  Ohio  and  in  Copiah  countv.  Miss.,  until  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  when  he  returned  to  the  North 
and  entered  the  army,  serving  in  the  88th  and  125th 
Regiments,  Ohio  Vols.     After  the  war  the  Colonel 


with  a  partv  of  friends  set  out  for  Montana,  across 
the  plains  with  inn  le  teams.  It  was  the  first  regular 
train  that  made  the  trip  over  the  Bridger  route.  The 
journev  to  Virginia  City  was  one  of  great  danger  and 
hardship.  Montana  then  was  strongly  Democratic, 
and  in  the  fall  campaign  Colonel  Brown  made  a 
number  of  effective  political  speeches.  He  was 
made  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Territorial  Legislature  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Democratic  members,  being 
the'tirst  to  hold  that  othce  after  the  organization  of 
thai  body.  He  remained  in  Montana  for  two  years 
engaged  in  mining  near  Virginia  City.  He  then 
returned  east  and  established  Tlie  Yoinigstown{Oihio) 
Vindicator,  which  he  made  a  paper  of  great  influence 
among  Ohio  Democrats  and  labor  organizations. 
While  he  was  publishing  it  in  1875,  he  was  a  candi- 
date for  State  Senator  in  "  the  "Western  Reserve," 
and  ran  over  1,400  ahead  of  his  ticket.  Youngstown, 
strongly  Republican,  gave  him  over  1,000  majority 
in  a  vote  of  less  than  3,000.  He  served  as  aid-de- 
camp on  the  staff  of  Governor  William  Allen,  of  Ohio, 
with  the  rank  of  Colonel.  After  settling  at  Youngs- 
town, he  actively  participated  in  political  affairs  as 
a  speaker  and  writer.  For  a  number  o(  years  he  was 
chairman  of  the  Mahoning  Democratic  County  Com- 
mittee and  represented  his  district  in  the  National 
Democratic  Conventions  of  1872  and  1876.  Soon 
after  he  removed  to  New  York  city,  and  is  now  the 
business  manager  of  the  New  York  News,  and  as- 
sociate and  partner  of  Hon.  Benjamin  Wood  in  its 
publication.  He  was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  a  plu- 
ralitv  of  2,545,  his  opponents  being  Michael  C. 
Murphv  (Countv  Dem.),  who  was  chosen  to  the  pre- 
ceding" Senate  by  a  plurality  of  8,688,  and  F.  M. 
Hammond  (Pro.) 

Sixth  District. 

(7th,  11th  and  13th  wards  and  part  of  the  4th  ward  of 
New  York  city.) 

JOHN  F.  AHEARN (County  Dem.).  of  New  York 
city  (41  Gouverneur  street).  Mr.  A.  was  born  in 
New  York  city,  April  18,  1.353,  educated  in  the  public 
schools;  is  clerk  of  the  police  court;  was  a  member 
of  Assembly  in  1882,  serving  on  the  committees  on 
Railroads  and  Public  Education ;  and  was  elected  to 
the  Senate  bv  a  plurality  of  4,926,  his  opponents  being 
Thomas  F.  Grady  (Tarn.  Dem.)  and  T.  M.  Holden 
(Pro. )  Mr.  Grady  was  chosen  to  the  last  Senate  at 
a  special  election  by  a  plurality  of  4,815. 

Seventh  District. 

(10th  and  17th  wards  and  part  of  the  15th,  ISth  and 
21st  wards  of  New  York  city. 

GEORGE  FRANCIS  ROESCH  (Tarn.  Dem.),  of  New 
York  city  (.19  Avenue  A).  Mr.  R.  was  born  in  New 
York  cit'v,  June  19,  1855;  educated  at  St.  Nicholas 
Parochial  School,  De  La  Salle  Institute  of  the  Chris- 
tian Brothers  and  Columbia  Law  School.  He  also 
read  law  in  the  offices  of  Cyrus  Lawton  and  Barnum 
&  Rebhaun  ;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1876,  and  is 
a  lawver.  He  has  always  been  a  Tammany  Demo- 
crat ;  has  been  a  speaker  for  the  Democracy  since 
1874,  taking  part  in  the  Tilden,  Hancock  ami  Cleve- 
land campaigns.  He  is  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Press  Club.  He  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in  1883, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Judiciary,  Public 
Health,  State  Charitable  Institutions,  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Memorial  Services  of  Ex-Governor  Edwin 
D.  Morgan  and  Conference  Committee  on  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Btatistlcs  Bill:  in  1885, serving  on  General 
Laws.  Two-thirds  and  Three-fifth  Bills  and  the  Dem- 
'cratic  Caucus  Committee;  in  1888,  serving  on  Ju- 
diciary, federal  Relations,  Conference  Committee  on 
the  Annual  Supply  Bill,  and  Special  Committee  to  in- 
vestigate the  condition  of  the  Indians  of  the  State; 
and  in  1889,  serving  on  .Judiciary,  Federal  Relations 
and  Public  Printing.  He  secured  the  passage  of 
bills  to  repeal  the  law  which  prohibited  actions  be- 
ing brought  in  this  .^tate  on  policies  on  life  insurance 
where  the  insured  had  died  outside  of  the  State  ;  to 
prohibit  the  manufacture  of  cigars  in  tenement- 
houses;  toauthorize  the  Board  of  Education  in  New 
York  city  to  provide  special  schools  and  classes  to 


enable  those  to  acquire  an  English  education  who 
cannot  attend  the  regular  sessions  ;  to  extend  to  vet- 
erans the  privilege  of  music  at  Sunday  funerals  of 
comrades ;  to  abolish  the  store  money-order  system  ; 
to  protect  by  injunction  and  action  for  damages  the 
labels  of  trades  unions  attached  to  the  products  of 
skilled  labor.  In  1885,  he  introduced  a  bill  to  give 
citizens  the  preference  over  unnaturalized  persons  in 
employment  on  public  works.  He  was  elected  to 
the  Senate  by  a  plurality  of  2,240,  his  opponents  being 
Frederick  W.  Diehl  (Co.  Dem.  and  Rep.)  and  A.  L. 
Manierre  (Pro.)  The  Democratic  plurality  in  1887 
was  6,994. 

Eighth  District. 

(16th  ward  and  parts  of  the  9th.  15th,  18th,  20th  and 
21st  wards  of  New  York  city. ) 

LISPENARD  STEWART  (Rep.),  of  New  York  city 
(P.  O.  Box  258).  Mr.  S.  was  born  in  Westchester 
county,  New  York,  June  19, 1855.  He  received  his 
preparatory  education  at  Charlier's  and  Anthon's 
schools  in  New  York  city,  and  Dr.  Morris'  Boarding 
School  at  Peekskill,  N.  Y.  He  entered  Yale  Uni- 
versity and  graduated  therefrom  in  1876,  with  the 
degree  of  B.  A.  After  graduation  he  began  the 
study  of  law  at  the  Columbia  College  Law  School, 
graduating  in  1878  with  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  He 
has  since  practiced  law  and  has  charge  of  important 
trust  estates.  Mr.  Stewart  is  a  member  of  the  gov- 
erning boards  of  the  Prison  Association,  the  New 
York  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the  Seaman's  Mis- 
sionary Society.  He  has  always  been  a  Republican 
and  for  ten  years  has  been  a  member  of  the  Lincoln 
Club.  In  1888,  he  was  a  Presidential  elector  and 
Secretary  of  the  Electoral  College.  He  has  never 
before  held  public  office,  and  was  chosen  to  the 
Senate  by  a  plurality  of  305,  his  opponents  being 
Charles  H.  Turner  (tarn.

CHARLES  A.  STADLER  (Tarn.  Dem.),  of  New 
York  city  (406  East  Forty-seventh  street  and  404  East 
Fiftieth  street).  He  was  born  in  Germany,  July  15, 
1848,  and  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Yors  and  St.  Nicholas  Academy,  New  York.  He 
was  formerly  a  brewer,  but  is  now  engaged  in  mer- 
cantile business  and  manufacturing.  He  held  the 
office  of  Inspector  of  Public  Schools  in  New  York 
city  from  1878  to  1881,  and  is  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Produce  Exchange,  President  of  the  New  York 
Ice  Exchange  and  of  the  Sebastian  Manufacturing 
Company  in  New  York.

Dem.),  of  New  York 
city  (132  E.  105th  street).  Mr.  C.  was  born  in  New 
York  city,  December  6.  1854  ;  educated  in  the  public 
schools,  and  in  his  fourteenth  year  entered  the  law 
office  of  William  Ware  Peck,  now  U.  S.  Judge  in 
Montana.  Early  in  1870  he  became  associated  with 
Webster  &  Craig.  On  the  invitation  of  Manton 
Marble,  in  1872,  he  became  a  reporter  on  the  JVeio 
York  World,  and  remained  in  that  capacity  until

was  born  in  Washington,  D.  C,  November  11, 1859; 
his  father  was  a  graduate  of  West  Point  Military 
Academy,  and  his  grandfather  a  physician  in  New 
York  city  in  the  early  part  of  the  century.  His 
mother,  whose  maiden  name  was  Semmes,  was  a 
cousin  of  Raphael  Semmes,  commander  of  the  Ala- 
bama.

He  was.  a  Whig  until  1856, 
and  since  a  Republican;  Supervisor  of  Bedford  four 
years;  Chairman  of  Westchester  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors twice  ;  member  of  Assembly  in  1849  and  1850'; 
of  the  State  Senate  in  1854,  '55,  and  1872,  '73,  '74,  75, 
76,  77,  '78.  "79,  '80,  '81.  '88  and  '89.  and  President  pro 
tern  iu  1874,  75,  76,  77,  78,  79.  '80  and  '81.  During 
his  service  in  the  Senate  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  for  ten  years ;  of  Commerce 
and  Navigation  two  years,  and  of  Literature  two 
years.  He  voted  for  Wm.  H.  Seward  for  Senator  in 
1849  and  1855,  and  was  the  only  person,  except  Reu- 
ben Wells  of  Warren  county,  who  voted  for  Mr. 
Seward  on   both  occasions.     He  was  County  Judge 


of  Westchester  county  twelve  years  (three  terms); 
Presidential  elector  In  1860;  Representative  iii 
the  40th  Congress;  Delegate  to  the  Republican 
National  Conventions  in  1804,  1876,  isso,  I--I  and 
1888,  and  Delegate  to  Whig  and  Republican  State 
Conventions  repeatedly;  Collector  of  the  Port  of 
New  lork,  lour  yi  ars;  and  member  of  the  Republi- 
can State  Committee  for  fifteen  successive  years. 
He  was  one  of  the  three  Republicans  from  this  State 
sent  by  General  Grant  to  Florida  in  1876  to  see  that 
the  electoral  vote  was  cast  in  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  State  at  the  Presidential  election  of  that 
year;  Chairman  of  the  Military  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  Gov.  Morgan  In  1862,  to  raise  and  organ- 
ize State  troops  in  the  8th  Senate  District :  Commis- 
sioner to  superintend  the  draft  in  Westchester  in 
the  early  part  of  the  war,  under  an  appointment  of 
the  Governor;  and  Brigade  Inspector  of  the 7th  Brig- 
ade for  six  years.  In  1876  the  degree  of  LL.I).  was 
conferred  upon  him  by  Williams  College.  He  was 
elected  to  the  present  Senate  by  a  majority  of  2,717 
over  Henry  C.  Nelson  (Dem.)  His  plurality  in  1887 
was  396. 

Thirteenth  District. 
(Counties of  Orange  and  Sullivan.  Population  120,187.) 

WILLIAM  P.  RTCHARDSON  (Rep.)  of  Goshen, 
Orange  county.  Mr.  R.  was  born  at  Lawrence, 
Mass. ,  May  10,  1848.  He  is  a  member  of  an  old  and 
honored  family,  the  founder  of  which  came  to  this 
country  from  England  in  1632.  His  father  and 
grandfather  were  both  ministers;  his  great-grand- 
father on  his  father's  side,  Capt.  John  Richardson, 
served  in  the  Revolution,  and  was  wounded  at  the 
battle  of  Stillwater.  His  maternal  ancestors  also 
served  during  the  Revolution,  his  great-grandfather, 
Daniel  Collins,  having  entered  the  army  at  the  age 
of  seventeen,  and  remaining  until  the  close  of  the 
war.  Mr.  R.'s  boyhood  was  spent  at  Newburyport, 
Mass.,  and  Providence,  R.  I.,  where  his  education 
was  obtained  in  the  public  schools.  At  the  age 
of  fifteen  he  left  school  and  entered  a  drug  store  in 
Providence,  where  he  remained  two  years,  removing 
to  Paterson,  N.  J.,  where  he  was  in  the  same,  busi- 
ness one  year.  A  trip  to  Havana  and  the  Bahamas 
left  him  stranded  in  New  York  with  but  seventy- 
three  cents  in  his  pocket.  He  soon  secured  a  posi- 
tion in  a  hardware  store  at  Paterson,  N.  J.;  tour 
years  later  he,  in  company  with  another  person, 
bought  the  concern  and  conducted  the  business  five 
years,  and  was  connected  with  the  feed  business  two 
years  longer.  Mr.  Richardson  then  removed  to 
Orange  county,  N.  Y. ,  purchasing  a  large  farm  near 
Goshen,  which  has  since  become  one  of  the  most 
productive  in  Orange  county.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Orange  County  Farmers'  Association, 
and  a  year  later  was  chosen  President,  serving  as 
such  during  the  famous  milk  war  of  1883  and  since. 
He  has  always  been  a  Republican  ;  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  during 
his  residence  in  that  city;  a  Presidential  elector  iu 
1888,  and  was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  a  plurality  of 
282,  his  opponents  being  Peter  Ward  (Dem.)  and 
Horace  W.  McConn  (Pro.)  Mr.  Ward  was  elected 
to  the  last  Senate  at  a  special  election  in  1888  by  a 
plurality  of  166. 

Fourteenth  District. 

(Counties  of  Ulster,  Schoharie  and  Greene.    Popu- 
lation, 153,234.) 

JOHN  J.  LINSON  (Dem.),  of  Kingston,  Ulster 
county.  Mr.  L.  was  born  at  Mongaup  Valley,  Sullivan 
county,  N.  Y..  November  29,  1850,  of  Revolutionary 
ancestry;  received  his  education  at  Monticello  Acad- 
emy, and  State  Normal  School,  and  is  a  lawyer.  He 
has  always  been  a  Democrat ;  was  Chairman  of  the 
Democratic  County  Committee  in  1879,  and  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  of  Kingston,  1883-'s7.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  last  Senate,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Finance.  Literature  and  Roads  and  Bridges,  and  was 
elected  to  the  present  Senate  by  a  plurality  of  3,620, 
his  opponents  being  Charles  C.  Kromer  (Rep.  I  and 
Isaac  C.  Dart  (Pro.)  His  plurality  in  1887  was  2.213. 
Mr.  Linson  was  prominently  identified  with  ballot 
reform  legislation. 


Fifteenth  District. 

(Counties  of  Dutchess,  Columbia  and  Putnam. 
Population,  13(J,  653. ) 

GILBERT  A.  DEANE  (Rep.),  of  Copake  Iron 
Works,  Columbia  comity.  Mr.  D.  was  born  in  Con- 
necticut. June  2,  1851  :  is  a  farmer;  was  a  member 
of  the  Assembly  in  1S8-1  ;  a  member  of  the  last  Sen- 
ate, serving  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mil- 
itia an>l  Agriculture,  and  member  of  Internal  Affairs 
and  Public  Health  ;  and  was  elected  to  the  present 
Senate  by  a  majority  of  3.529  over  Mansfield  Davies 
(Dem.)  "His  plurality  in  1S87  was  3,175. 

Sixteenth  District. 

(Counties  of  Rensselaer  and  Washington.     Popula- 
tion, 1S3, 220. ) 

MICHAEL  F.  COLLINS  (Dem.),  of  Troy,  Rens- 
selaer county.  Mr.  C.  was  born  in  Troy,  September 
27, 1854,  and  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at 
the  Christian  Brothers'  Academy.  He  was  formerly 
a  compositor,  and  is  now  the  editor  and  proprietor 
of  the  Troy  Observer.  He  was  one  of  the  stockhold- 
ers of  the  Troy  Standard,  when  that  paper  was 
started  by  printers  who  had  been  discharged  from 
the  Troy '  l*ress  for  refusing  to  leave  the  union;  was 
for  several  years  the  city  editor  of  that  journal;  and 
in  l885-'£6was  President  of  the  Local  Board  of  Civil 
Service  Examiners.  He  was  a  member  of  Assembly 
in  1886,  serving  on  the  Committeeson  Commerce  and 
Navigation,  Printing  and  Joint  Library  ;  and  in  1887 
serving  on  Commerce  and  Navigation,  Public  Edu- 
cation, Public  Printing,  and  Joint  Library.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  last  Senate,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Canals,  Miscellaneous  Corporations,  State 
Prisons  and  Erection  and  Division  of  Towns  and 
Counties ;  and  was  elected  to  the  present  Senate  by 
a  plurality  of  3,474,  his  opponents  being  James  C. 
Rogers  (,Rep.)  and  Frederick  0.  Ives  (Pro.)  His 
plurality  in  1887  was  2,818.

(County  of  Albany.     Population  147, 530. ) 

NORTON  CHASE  (Dem.),  of  Albany.  Mr.  C. 
was  born  in  Albany,  September  3, 1861,  of  American 
parentage.  He  graduated  from  the  Albany  Academy 
in  1^78,  and  then  attended  Yale  College,  In  1882  he 
graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School  with  the 
degree  of  LL.  B. ,  and  has  since  practiced  law,  asso- 
ciated with  Judge  Samuel  Hand  and  F.B.Delehanty. 
He  has  always  been  a  Democrat;  was  a  member  of 
Assembly  in  18^6;  and  was  chosen  to  the  Senate  by  a 
majority  of  3,151  Over  George  II.  Treadwell  (Rep.) 
Th>-  Republican  plurality  in  1887  was  8,  Mr.  Chase 
being  the  defeated  candidate. 

Eighteenth  District. 

(Counties  of  Saratoga,  Fulton,  Hamilton,  Montgom- 
ery and  Schenectady.     Population,  146,995.) 

HARVEY  J.  DONALDSON  (Rep. ).  of  Ballston. 
Mr.  D.  was  horn  in  Washington  county,  N.  Y  ,  in 
1848,  and  received  his  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  Montgomery  and  Albany  counties.  Until 
1880  he  was  a  contractor,  and  since  a  manufacturer 
of  paper.  At  present  he  is  not  engaged  in  any  busi- 
ness. He  is  a  Director  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Ballston  and  the  Citizens'  National  Bank  of  Sara- 
toga Springs.  lie  had  never  held  a  public  office 
until  his  election  to  the  Assembly  of  18S8.  He  was 
a  Member  ot  Assembly  in  1888,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mitters on  Excise,  Game  Laws,  Trade  and  Manufac- 
tures and  Grievances;  in  1889,  serving  as  Chairman 
of  Trade  and  Manufactures,  and  member  of  Claims 
and  Game  Laws  :  and  was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  a 
majority  of  11,294  over  Thomas  Morphy  (Pro.),  the 
Df-mof-rats  making  no  nomination.  The  Democratic 
plurality  in  1887  was  3,743. 

Nineteenth  District. 

(Counties  of  Clinton,  Essex  and  Warren.     Popula- 
tion, 107,550.) 
LOUIS  W.  EMERSON  (Rep),  of  Warrensburgh, 
Warren    county.     Mr.    E.  was   born    at  Warrens- 


burgh, July  25,  1857 ;  educated  at  Warrensburgh 
Academy ;  is  engaged  in  manufacturing  ;  and  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  by  a  majority  of  4,609  over 
Henry  D.  Graves  (Dem.)  The' Republican  candi- 
date in  1887  was  chosen  without  opposition. 

Twentieth  District. 

(Counties   of  Franklin,    Lewis  and  St.  Lawrence. 
Population,  144,941.) 

GEORGE  Z.  ERWIN  (Rep.),  of  Potsdam,  St 
Lawrence  county.  Mr.  E.  was  born  at  Madrid,  St. 
Lawrence  county,  January  15,  1840  ;  educated  at  St. 
Lawrence  Academy,  Potsdam,  and  Middlebury  (Vt.) 
College,  graduating  in  1865 ;  was  formerly  a  farmer ; 
is  now  a  lawyer  ;  has  always  been  an  earnest  Repub- 
lican ;  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in  1882,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Whole,  and  the  Special  Committee  to  investi- 
gate receiverships ;  in  1883,  serving  on  Ways  and 
Means,  Railroads  and  Privileges  and  Elections:  in 
1884,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Banks,  and  member  of 
Ways  and  Means,  Privileges  and  Elections,  and  the 
Special  Committee  to  investigate  the  Public  Works 
Department  of  New  York  city ;  in  1885,  serving  as 
Speaker  of  the  House  ;  in  1886,  serving  as  Chairman 
of  Ways  and  Means  and  Rules,  and  member  of  Pub- 
lic Education  and  Expenditures  of  the  House ;  and 
in  1887,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means  and 
Rules,  and  member  of  Federal  Relations  and  Expen- 
ditures of  the  House.  He  was  a  member  of  the  last 
Senate,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  Finance,  Ju- 
diciary, Insurance,  Taxation  and  Retrenchment, 
Public  Buildings  and  Privileges  and  Elections,  being 
Chairman  of  the  latter,  and  was  elected  to  the  pres- 
ent Senate  by  a  plurality  of  8,481,  his  opponents 
being  Calvin  S.  Fletcher  (Dem.)  and  H.  S.  Hendee 
(Pro.  )    His  plurality  in  1887  was  8,496. 

Twenty-first  District. 

(Counties  of  Oswego  and  Jefferson.    Population, 
143,977.) 

GEORGE  B.  SLOAN  (Rep.),  of  Oswego.  Mr.  S. 
was  born  in  the  city  of  Oswego,  June  20,1831.  His 
father,  James  Sloan,  was  a  native  of  Massachusetts 
and  emigrated  to  this  State  in  1825.  His  mother  was 
of  New  Hampshire  birth.  After  receiving  a  good 
common  school  education,  he,  at  the  age  of  fourteen, 
commenced  a  business  training.  After  passing 
through  the  elementary  steps  of  a  business  career 
as  a  clerk  he  became  associated  with  other  gentle- 
men as  a  partner,  and  after  an  experience  of  a  few 
years  in  which  he  was  successful,  in  connection  with 
Theodore  Irwin,  the  well-known  firm  of  Irwin  & 
Sloan  was  established.  This  firm  continued  through 
a  period  of  twenty  years,  and  enjoyed  a  widely-ex- 
tended reputation  for  probity  and  sagacity.  The 
transactions  ot  this  firm  were  carried  on  with  the 
West  and  Canada,  and  were  principally  confined  to 
dealing  in  the  cereal  productions  of  those  sections. 
During  the  existence  of  the  firm,  the  business  was 
always  prosperous,  and  in  1882  Mr.  Irwin  and  Mr. 
Sloan  both  relinquished  their  interests  in  order  that 
they  might  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  junior  part- 
ners, who  had  come  into  the  firm  at  different  periods, 
and  had  grown  to  be  efficient  in  the  management  of 
its  affairs.  The  founders  of  the  house  did  not  sever 
their  business  relations  with  each  other,  however, 
but  continue  to  be  jointly  interested  in  various  local 
enterprises.  They  own  the  controlling  interests  in 
two  extensive  manufacturing  establishments  in  Os- 
wego, as  well  as  the  Second  National  Bank  of  that 
city,  and  of  which  Mr.  Sloan  is  President.  It  may 
be  mentioned,  as  not  a  little  unusual,  that  in  all  of 
the  transactions  between  Mr.  Irwin  and  Mr.  Sloan, 
extending  over  so  many  years,  and  involving  im- 
mense sums  of  money,  that  no  written  agreement  or 
memorandum  was  ever  passed  between  them.  They 
have  always  relied  upon  each  other  implicitly,  and 
neither  has  ever  hsd  occasion  to  regret  in  conse- 
quence. Mr.  Sloan  is  a  director  of  the  Oswego  Shade 
Cloth  Company,  member  of  the  local  board  of  the 
State  Normal   School  at  Oswego,  and  trustee  of  the 
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New  York  State  Idiot  Asylum  at  Syracuse.  In  pol- 
itics he  has  always  been  an  active  Republican.  His 
first  Presidential  vote  was  cast  for  General  Fremont 
In  1856,  and  he  lias  always  since  supported  Republi- 
can candidates  and  measures.  lie  was  a  member  of 
Assembly  in  1&71,  *7t>,  '77  and  '7'.',  serving  the  first 
vear  on  the  Committees  on  Canals,  Insurance  and 
Privileges  and  Elections;  the  second,  as  Chairman 
of  Ways  and  Means  and  member  of  Insurance,  and 
the  fourth  as  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means.  In 
1877  he  was  Speaker  of  the  House.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate  of  1885-7,  serving  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  member  of  Canals 
and  Rules.  He  was  a  member  of  the  last  Senate, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Finance 
and  Rules,  and  member  of  Canals;  and  was  re- 
elected by  a  plurality  of  3.996,  his  opponents  being 
Geo.  E.  Morse  (I)em.)  and  Charles  C.  Bacon  (Pro.) 
His  majoritv  in  1885  was  4,705,  and  his  plurality  in 
1887  was  4,754. 


Twenty- second  District. 

(Oneida  county.     Population,  113,907.) 

nENRY  J.  COGGESIIALL  (Rep.),  of  Waterville. 
Mr.  C.  was  born  at  Waterville,  Oneida  county,  N. 
Y.,of  New  England  ancestry,  April  28,1845.  His 
early  education  was  obtained  at  the  seminary  in  his 
native  village,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1862. 
Soon  after  his  graduation  he  began  the  study  of  law 
with  E.  H.  Lamb,  Esq.,  at  Waterville  ;  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  In  1806,  and  has  since  practiced  law  at 
Waterville.  He  was  Assistant  District  Attorney  of 
Oneida  county,  1869-'72,  and  County  Clerk.  1880-'83. 
He  is  a  ready  and  pleasing  speaker,  of  decided  popu- 
larity, and  possesses  wide  repute  as  a  lecturer.  He 
was  a  member  of  Assembly  in  1873,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Judiciary  and  Manufacture  of  Salt; 
was  a  member  of  the  Senate  in  18S4-*85,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Cor- 
porations and  member  of  Judiciary,  Commerce  and 
Navigation.  Canals,  Public  Buildings  and  Engrossed 
Bills;  in  1886-'87,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Miscella- 
neous Corporations  and  member  of  Judiciary ;  in 
18S8-'89,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Miscellaneous  Cor- 
porations and  member  of  Railroads  and  Grievances : 
and  was  elected  to  the  present  Senate  by  a  majority 
of  1,040  over  James  H.  Flanagan  (Dem.)  His  plurality 
in  1887  was  1,212.  In  the  Senate,  he  advocated  and 
passed  the  bills  to  abolish  the  State  paper ;  to  pro- 
hibit the  adulteration  of  food  ;  to  prefer  soldiers  in 
civil  service  examinations ;  to  exempt  disabled 
soldiers  from  poll  tax ;  to  make  the  30th  of  May  a 
legal  holiday ;  to  abolish  imprisonment  of  insolvent 
debtors;  to- prohibit  employment  of  children  under 
13  years  of  age  in  manufactories,  and  to  regulate  the 
hours  of  labor  therein;  to  prohibit  the  use  of  sub- 
stitutes for  hops  in  the  manufacture  of  ale  and  beer; 
to  prohibit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  oleomarga- 
rine ;  and  to  substitute  electricity  in  place  of  hang- 
ing in  the  execution  of  criminals. 


Twenty-third  District, 

(Counties  of  Herkimer.  Madison  and  Otsego.    Popu- 
lation, 133,997.) 

TITUS  SHEARD  (Rep.),  of  Little  Falls,  Herkimer 
county.  Mr.  S.  was  born  at  Batley,  Yorkshire,  Eng- 
land, October  4,  1841 ;  emigrated  to  this  country  in 
1856,  and  received  his  education  in  the  common 
schools  of  Little  Falls.  During  his  youth  he  worked 
in  woolen  mills  in  England  and  America, and  is  now 
a  manufacturer  of  woolen  knit  goods.  He  has  alwavs 
been  a  Republican  ,  was  a  member  of  Assembly, 
1878-79  and '84,  serving  as  Speaker  the  latter  year; 
and  was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  a  plurality  of  2,697, 
Ids  opponents  being  A.  Beekman  Cox  (Dem.)  and 
M.  Elwood  (Pro.)  The  Republican  plurality  in  1887 
was  1.317.  The  nominating  convention  held  in  Utica, 
in  1889,  continued  nearly  three  weeks,  Mr.  Sheard 
being  nominated  on  the  781st  ballot. 


Twenty- fourth  District. 

(Counties  of  Broome,  Chenango  and  Delaware. 
Population,  129,999.) 

EDMUND  O'CONNOR  (Rep.),  of  Binghamton, 
Broome  county.  Mr.  ().  was  horn  near  Mallow, 
County  Cork,  Ireland,  November,  1848.  In  the 
spring  of  1851,  with  his  parents,  he  emigrated  to  the 
United  States,  and  settled  at  Little  Falls.  Herkimer 
county,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  until  August, 
1873.  His  parents  were  in  humble  circumstances, 
and  by  the  death  of  his  father  in  the  spring  of  1862. 
he  was  thrown  upon  his  own  resources.  In  early 
youth  he  was  sent  to  parochial  and  public  schools, 
but  by  working  in  the  hammer  shops  and  railroad 
blachsmitta  shops  at  Little  Falls.  N.  Y.,  he  managed 
to  save  sufficient  means  to  enable  him  to  attend 
several  terms  at  the  Little  Falls  Academy,  and  after- 
ward at  the  Academy  at  Delhi.  N.  Y. .where  he 
graduated  in  the  spring  of  1808.  Both  of  these  acad- 
emies were  then  private  institutions  under  the 
charge  of  Prof.  Miller,  brother  of  the  present  U.  S. 
attorney-general.  He  commenced  reading  law  in 
the  office  of  Judge  Rollin  II.  Smith  at  Little  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  in  the  fall  of  1869,  and  was  admitted  to  tin- 
bar  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  in  October,  1870,  since  which 
time  he  has  practiced  his  profession.  In  August, 
1873,  he  removed  to  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
now  resides.  In  1880,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Cornell  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  '•Binghamton 
Asylum  for  the  Chronic  Insane,"  which  position  he 
still  holds.  Since  1881,  he  has  been  Chairman  of  the 
Auditing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
as  such  over  a  million  dollars  has  passed  under  his 
supervision.  This  is  the  only  office  he  had  ever 
heH  prior  to  his  election  as  Senator.  He  was  elected 
to  the  Senate  by  a  plurality  of  4,160,  his  opponents 
being  Frederick  A.  Shaw  (Dem.)  and  R.  F.  Thomp- 
son (Pro.)  The  Republican  plurality  in  1887  was 
4,311.  Mr.  O.  received  the  senatorial  nomination 
without  opposition. 

Twenty-fifth  District. 

(Counties  of  Cortland  and  Onondaga.    Population, 
137,723. ) 

FRANCIS  HENDRICKS  (Rep.),  of  Svracuse.  Mr. 
H.  was  born  in  Kingston,  Ulster  county,  November 
23,  1834 ;  eaucated  at  common  schools  and  Albany 
Academy;  is  a  merchant;  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  Syracuse,  1877,  78, 
and  Mayor  of  Syracuse,  1880,  '81.  He  was  a  member 
of  Assembly  in  1>S4,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  Charitable  Institutions  and  member 
of  Cities  and  Indian  Affairs;  and  in  1885,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  and 
member  of  Cities  and  State  Charitable  Institutions, 
and  also  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  to  in- 
vestigate matters  in  connection  with  the  State  ami 
Adirondack  Surveys.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Sen- 
ate in  1886-'87,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Cities,  and 
member  of  Miscellaneous  Corporations,  Grievances 
and  Manufacture  of  Salt;  in  1888-'89.  serving  as 
Chairman  of  Cities  and  member  of  Salt,  and  was  re- 
elected to  the  present  Senate  by  a  plurality  of  5.950, 
his  opponents  being  Jabez  11.  Norton  (Dem.)  and 
Henry  O.  Sibley  (Pro.)  His  plurality  in  1885  was 
5,169,  and  in  1887  it  was  6,193. 

Twenty-sixth  District. 

(Counties  of  Cayuga,  Seneca,  Tioga  and  Tompkins. 
Population,  153,171.) 
THOMAS  HUNTER  (Rep.),  of  Sterling.  Cayuga 
county.  Mr.  H.  was  born  in  Baltimore.  Md.,  Sep- 
tember 11.  183 1 :  received  a  common-school  educa- 
tion ;  was  formerly  a  railroad  contractor  and  lum- 
berman, and  is  now  a  contractor  and  fanner.  He 
enlisted  August  7,  1862,  as  a  private  in  Co.  F.  110th 
Kegiment,  N.  Y.  Vols.;  promoted  to  Lieutenant 
August  25, 1862,  and  Captain  in  1863.  He  has  always 
been  a  Republican;  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in 
1881  and  1.882,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  Public 
Health  and  \\  ays  and  Means,  and  was  prominent  in 
the  selection  of  successors  to  Senators  Conkllng  and 
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Piatt,  who  had  resigned.  He  was  chosen  to  the 
Senate  bv  a  plurality  of  2.771.  his  opponents  being 
John  D/Teller  (Dem.land  J.  C.  Andrews  (Pro.) 
The  Republican  plurality  in  1837  was  4,363. 

Twenty-seventh  District. 

(Counties  of  Allegany,  Chemung  and  Steuben. 
Population,  157,523.) 

J.  SLOAT  FASSETT  (Rep.),  of  Elmira.  Mr.  F. 
was  born  in  Elrnira.  November  13,  1853.  He  was 
educated  at  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools  of  El- 
mira ;  Rochester  University,  1871-5,  taking  the  senior 
prize  for  the  best  essay ;  and  Heidelberg  University, 
German v,  1882, '83.  He  is  a  lawyer,  and  was  ap- 
pointed "District  Attorney  of  Chemung  county  in 
1879,  in  place  of  A.  Robertson,  resigned,  and  served 
one  vear.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  Cook  Academy, 
and  is  a  trustee  of  Rochester  University.  He  served 
as  Secretary  of  the  Republican  National  Committee 
and  of  the"  Executive  Committee  during  the  cam- 
paign of  1888.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Senate  in 
1884-85,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on 
Commerce  and  Navigation  and  Joint  Library,  and 
member  of  Insurance,  Public  Expenditures  and 
Grievances ;  in  lS86-'87,  serving  as  Chairman  of  In- 
surance, and  member  of  Finance,  Engrossed  Bills 
and  Joint  Library ;  in  1888-'89,  serving  as  Chairman 
of  Insurance  and  member  of  Finance,  Commerce 
and  Navigation  and  Joint  Library;  and  re-elected  by 
a  pluralitv  of  6,479,  his  opponents  being  A.  W. 
Chamberlain  (Dem.)  and  George  L.  Boynton  (Pro.) 
Senator  Fassett  is  the  first  in  his  district  to  be 
elected  for  four  consecutive  terms.  His  plurality  in 
1887  was  1,560;  in  1885  it  was  3,019,  and  in  1883  it  was 
2,301.  Mr.  F.  was  Chairman  of  the  Special  Aque- 
duct Investigation  Committee;  and  was  chosen 
President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate  at  the  opening  of 
the  sessions  of  1888  and  1890. 

Twenty-eighth  District. 

(Counties  of  Ontario,  Schuyler,  Wayne  and  Yates. 
Population,  136,226. ) 

CHARLES  T.  SAXTON  (Rep.),  of  Clyde.  Mr.  S. 
was  born  at  Clyde,  July  2, 1846.  He  was  educated 
at  Clyde  High  School,  where  he  prepared  for  college, 
but  the  war  breaking  out  he  enlisted  in  the  90th  N.Y. 
Vols.,  November  19, 1861,  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  and 
served  until  February,  1866.  He  was  engaged  in  the 
Port  Hudson  and  Red  River  Campaigns  in  Louisiana, 
and  Shenandoah  Valley  Campaign  in  Virginia  in 
1864,  and  was  less  than  twenty  years  of  age  when 
discharged,  with  the  rank  of  Sergeant-Major.  He  is 
a  lawyer,  having  been  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1867  ; 
was  Justice  of  the  Peace,  1873-77  ;  Clerk  of  Clyde 
village,  1873,  '74;  Trustee,  1876,  '77;  and  President  of 
the  village  in  1876.  Has  been  delegate  to  several 
State  Conventions;  was  alternate  to  the  National 
Convention  in  1884  at  Chicago,  and  has  delivered 
addresses  upon  various  public  occasions,  chief 
among  them  being  a  Memorial  Day  address  in  Al- 
bany, May  31, 18S8.  He  was  a  member  of  Assembly 
in  1887,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Grievances,  and 
member  of  Judiciary,  Public  Health  and  Two-thirds 
and  Three-fifths  Bills;  elected  to  the  Assembly  of 
1883  by  a  plurality  of  345,  serving  as  Chairman  of 
Judiciary,  and  member  of  Public  Education,  Excise 
and  Rules,  and  of  the  Special  Committee  to  devise 
improved  methods  of  legislation.  During  the  ses- 
sion of  1888  he  was  identified  with  the  Electoral  Re- 
form Bill,  which  passed  both  houses,  but  was  vetoed 
by  Gov.  Hill ;  bad  charge  of  the  bill  to  provide  for 
the  infliction  of  the  death  penalty  by  electricity, 
which  became  a  law  ;  and  of  the  Fassett  Anti-Brib- 
ery Bill,  which  passed  both  houses,  but  failed  to 
receive  the  Governor's  approval.  He  was  elected  to 
the  Assembly  of  1889,  and  served  as  Chairman  of  Ju- 
diciary, and  member  of  Public  Education  and  Rules, 
and  introduced  and  advocated  the  Ballot  Reform 
Bill  that  passed  both  houses  and  received  the  veto  of 
the  Governor.  He  was  chosen  to  the  Senate  by  a 
plurality  of  4,154,  his  opponents  being  Martin  J.  Sun- 
derlin  (Dem.)  and  Win,  R.  Hunt  (Pro.)  In  the 
Legislature  of  1887,  Mr.  S.made  an  argument,  which 
was  widely  quoted,  in  opposition  to  constitutional 


objections  to  the  Crosby  High  License  Bill  raised  by 
Governor  Hill,  and  was  instrumental  in  securing  the 
passage  of  several  important  acts,  among  them 
being  the  bill  providing  for  the  distribution  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Instruction  to  the  school  districts  of 
the  State,  and  a  bill  appropriating  $10,000  to  con- 
struct a  lift  bridge  across  the  Erie  canal  at  Clyde. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  important  committee  of 
five  appointed  to  investigate  the  subject  of  telephone 
charges,  which  made  an  exhaustive  report  to  the 
Legislature  of  1888.  He  also  introduced  in  the 
Senate  the  Ballot  Reform  Bills,  which  finally  re- 
ceived the  signature  of  the  Governor,  and  became 
laws. 

Tweuty-ninth  District. 

(Counties  of  Monroe  and  Orleans.  Population, 
164,511'.) 
DONALD  McNAUGHTON  (Dem.),  of  Rochester, 
Monroe  county.  Mr.  M.  was  born  at  Mumford, 
Monroe  county,  March  29,  1830.  His  parents  came 
from  Perthshire,  Scotland.  He  was  educated  in  the 
district  schools  of  Mumford  until  he  was  sixteen 
years  of  age ;  was  formerly  a  millwright  and  clerk, 
and  is  now  a  lawyer.  In  1864,  the  citizens  of  the 
town  of  Wheatland  presented  him  with  a  law  li- 
brary. He  is  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Roches- 
ter and  State  Line  R.  R.,  and  was  connected  with 
its  construction  against  determined  opposition.  He 
has  always  been  a  Democrat ;  has  been  a  delegate 
to  State,  county  and  district  conventions;  was  Su- 
pervisor of  the  town  of  Wheatland  eight  years,  serv- 
ing as  Chairman  one  year.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
last  Senate,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  Railroads, 
Cities  and  Canals,  and  was  re-elected  by  a  plurality 
of  371,  his  opponents  being  William  A.Sutherland 
(Rep. )  and  John  J.  Rvan  (Pro.)  His  plurality  in 
1887  was  529. 

Thirtieth  District. 

(Counties  of  Genesee,  Livingston,  Niagara  and  Wy- 
oming.    Population,  153,614. ) 

GREENLEAF  SCOTT  VAN  GORDER  (Rep.), 
of  Pike,  Wyoming  county.  Mr.  V.  was  born  at 
York,  Livingston  county,  N.  Y. ,  June  2, 1S55.  His 
paternal  ancestors  were  Holland  Dutch,  and  his  ma- 
ternal ancestors  Scotch  and  Irish.  His  parents 
were  natives  of  this  State.  He  was  educated  in 
the  common  schools,  Angelica  Academy  and  the 
Academic  Department  of  Alfred  University ;  worked 
upon  farms  and  taught  school  to  get  means  to 
study  law.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  June  15, 
1877,  at  Buffalo,  and  has  since  practiced  law.  He  is 
a  member  and  Past  Master  of  Triluminar  Lodge 
No.  543.  of  Pike,  and  a  member  of  Wyoming  Chapter 
No.  181,  of  Warsaw,  Keystone  Council  No.  20,  of 
Buffalo,  and  Batavia  Commandery  No.  34,  Knight 
Templars.  He  has  always  been  a  Republican  ;  has 
been  Trustee  of  Pike  Seminarv  since  December,  1882 ; 
was  Town  Clerk  of  Pike,  1878-'81 ;  Supervisor,  1883- 
'87  ;  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in  1888.  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Manufacture  of  Salt, 
and  member  of  Judiciary  and  Expenditures  of  the 
Executive  Department.  In  the  Assembly  he  secured 
the  defeat  of  the  bill  appropriating  $20,000  for  the 
Onondaga  Salt  Springs  Reservation,  and  inaugurated 
a  movement  to  sell  the  Reservation.  He  was  re- 
elected to  the  Assembly  of  1889,  serving  on  the  same 
Committees;  and  was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  a 
plurality  of  2,883,  his  opponents  being  John  H.  Buch 
(Dem. )  and  Alva  Carpenter  (Pro.)  The  Republican 
plurality  in  1887  was  3,705. 

Thirty-first  District. 

(County  of  Erie.     Population,  199,570.) 

JOHN  LAUGHLIN  (Rep.),  of  Buffalo  (32  ami 
34  Haven  Building).  Mr.  L.  was  born  at  Newstead, 
Erie  county,  of  Irish  parentage,  March  14,  1856.  He 
lived  on  a  farm  until  he  was  eighteen,  attending  dis- 
trict schools ;  in  1874  he  entered  Lockport  Union 
School  and  remained  there  for  three  years  and  six 
months.  In  1878  he  left  school  to  begin  the  study 
of  law  in  the  office  of  Hon.  Richard  Crowley,  of 
Lockport,  at  that  time  United  States  District  Attor- 
ney for  the  Northern  District  of  New  York.    In 
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April,  1880,  when  Mr.  Crowley  removed  to  Buffalo. 
i  Mr.  L.  accompanied  him,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
;  har  in  October  of  the  same  year.  Subsequently  he 
'  entered  into  partnership  with  Mr.  Crowley,  which 
continued  until  the  latter  removed  to  New  York. 
Afterward  he  associated  with  aim  .Joseph  K.  Kwell 
and  Daniel  Mcintosh,  under  the  firm  name  of  Laugh- 
|  lin,  Ewell  &  Mcintosh,  which  still  continues.  Mr, 
L.  defended  Mrs.  Ilattie  Penseyres in  her  trial  for 
the  murder  of  her  husband  in  May  and  June.  1887, 
and  it  was  due  to  his  exertions  that  her  life  was 
saved,  and  a  verdict  in  the  second  degree  rendered 
by  the  Jury.  He  served  four  years  in  the  Niagara 
Light  Quanta,  a  separate  company  of  State  Militia. 
He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  National  Con- 
vention held  in  Chicago  in  1888,  and  was  one  of  the 
most  enthusiastic  adherents  of  Chauncey  M.  Depew 
in  the  New  York  delegation,  being  the  last  man  to 
leave  him.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  subse- 
quent campaign,  making  more  than  fifty  speeches 
in  Western  New  York.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
last  Senate,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Canals,  and  member  of  Judiciary,  Miscellaneous 
Corporations,  Indian  Affairs  and  Game  Laws,  and 
was  re-elected  by  a  plurality  of  2,579,  his  opponents 
being  Matthias  Ruhf  (Dem.),  and  John  A.  Thomp- 
son (Pro.)  Mr.  L  ,'s  opponent,  Mr.  Ruhf.  was  a 
strong  and  popular  man,  and  drew  a  large  German 
vote.    His  plurality  in  1887  was  4,301. 

Thirty-second,  district. 

(Counties  of  Cattaraugus  and  Chautauqua.    Popula- 
tion, 113,346.) 

COMMODORE  P.  VEDDER  (Rep.),  of  Ellicotts- 
ville.  Mr.  Y.  was  born  at  Ellicottsville,  February 
23,  1838.  He  attended  the  Springville  Academy, 
1859-61 ;  is  a  law)'er,  and  has  been  a  farmer,  sailor, 
schoolmaster  and  soldier.  He  was  a  Democrat  until 
the  firing  upon  Fort  Sumter;  enlisted  as  a  private 
in   the  154th  N.  Y.  Vols,  in  August,  1862  ;  remained 


therein  until  the  close  of  the  war  ;  promoted  First 
Lieutenant,  Captain  and  Brevet  Major,  TJ.  S.  A., for 
gallant  and  meritorious  services  at  Lookout  Moun- 
tain, and  Lieut.-Col.  for  gallant  conduct  in  the  cam- 
paign to  Atlanta.  He  was  in  the  battles  of  Chan- 
cellorsville,  Wauhatchie,  Lookout  Valley  Lookout 
Mountain  or  Chattanooga,  Rocky-faced  Ridge,  Siege 
of  Savannah,  with  Sherman  in  his  march  to  the  sea, 
and  through  the  Carolinas  and  Bentonville,  and  also 
spent  two  weeks  in  Libby  prison.  He  was  Register 
in  Bankruptcy  from  1867  to  1875,  when  he  resigned  ; 
was  Assessor  of  Internal  Revenue  from  May  10,  I860, 
until  May  4, 1871 ;  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  in 
1872,  '73,  "74,  '75,  serving  the  first  year  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Judiciary  and  Two-thirds  and  Three- 
fifths  Bills,  anil  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  draft 
Articles  of  Impeachment  against  Judge  Barnard, 
acting  as  manager  of  the  subsequent  trial  of  that  offi- 
cial. In  1873  he  was  Chairman  of  Civil  Divisions  and 
member  of  Judiciary.  In  1874  he  was  Chairman  of 
Privileges  and  Elections  and  Local  and  Special  Laws, 
and  member  of  Judiciary  and  Canals.  In  1875  he 
was  a  member  of  Judiciary  and  Indian  Affairs.  He 
was  appointed  State  Assessor  March  9,  1880,  and 
served  until  March,  1883.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Senate  in  1876-'77,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Indian 
Affairs  and  Internal  Affairs  of  Towns  and  Counties, 
and  member  of  State  Prisons  ;  of  the  Senate  of  1884- 
'85,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Tax- 
ation and  Retrenchment  and  Indian  Affairs,  and 
member  of  Commerce  and  Navigation,  Canals  and 
Erection  and  Division  of  Towns  and  Counties;  of  1886- 
'87,  serving  as  Chairman  of  Taxation  and  Retrench- 
ment, Indian  Affairs  and  Game  Laws,  and  member 
of  Insurance  and  Privileges  and  Elections  ;  of  1888- 
'89,  serving  on  the  same  Committees;  and  was  re- 
elected to  the  present  Senate  by  a  plurality  of  5.401, 
his  opponents  being  Charles  E.  Gallagher  (Dem.), 
and  Fred.  W.  Edmunds  (Pro.)  His  plurality  in 
1885  was  5.652  ;  in  18S3  it  was  3,708  and  in  1887  it  was 
5,965-

1st  District.  (1st,  2d.  3d  and  loth  wards  of  the  city 
of  Albany,  and  towns  of  Bethlehem,  Berne,  Coey- 
mans,  Rensselaerville  and  Westerlo.)  MICHAEL 
J.  NOLAN  (Dem.),  of  Albany  (56  Morton  street).  Mr. 
X.  was  born  in  the  first  (now  third)  ward  of  Albany, 
February  1,1S56,  and  received  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  city.  When  only  thirteen 
years  of  age  he  entered  the  printing  office  of  the 
late  Joel  Munsell,  and  for  twenty  years  he  has  suc- 
cessfully followed  the  trade  of  printer.  In  1877  he 
entered  the  service  of  the  Argus  Company  as  a  com- 
positor on  the' Argus,  and  was  successively  promoted, 
in  1885,  to  day  foreman  of  the  Argus  composing- 
room,  and  iu  18S6  to  foreman  of  the  book-room.

Mr.  C.  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  February 
20,1859;  educated  in  the  public  schools;  is  a  dealer 
in  provisions  ;  and  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  by  a 
majority  of  2,390  over  Charles  Bleidorn  (Rep.)  The 
Democratic  majority  in  18S9  was  2,028. 

2d  District.  (2d  and  4th  wards*of  Brooklyn.) 
BERNARD  J.  MeBRIDE  (Deni.),  of  Brooklyn  (134 
York  street).  Mr.  If.  was  born  in  Ireland,  Septem- 
ber 10, 1824,  and  educated  in  a  private  school  at  Glas- 
gow, Scotland,  whither  his  parents  had  removed.  In 
1851,  he  emigrated  to  the  United  States,  has  since 
been  a  resident  of  the  second  ward  of  Brooklyn,  and 
is  a  plumber.  He  has  always  been  a  Democrat ;  was 
a  member  of  the  last  House,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Trade  and  Manufactures  and  State 
Prisons;  and  was  re-elected  by  a  majority  of  1,329 
over  G.  Alfred  Smith  (Rep. )  His  majority  in  1SS9 
was  463. 

3d  District.  (3d  and  10th  wards  of  Brooklyn.) 
JOHN  COONEY  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn  (500  State 
street).  Mr.  C.  was  born  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  June  9, 
183(5 ;  his  mother  being  a  native  of  Wilmington,  Del., 
and  his  father  of  Ireland.  He  was  educated  at  the 
Albany  Academy,  and  is  a  lawyer.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  last  Assembly,  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  Federal  Relations  and  Codes,  and  was  re-elected 
by  a  plurality  of  2,763,  his  opponents  being  Henry 
Mugge  (Rep.)  and  L.  Franeus  (Pro.)  His  plurality 
in  1888  was  1,238. 

4th  District.  (5th  and  11th  wards  of  Brooklyn. ) 
JOHN  J. O'CONNOR  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn  (189  Sands 
street).  Mr.  O.  was  born  in  Ireland  June  11,  1855, 
and  educated  in  the  public  schools,  and  St.  James 
School,  1861-*67.  He  was  formerly  a  clerk  and  book- 
keeper, and  is  now  a  wine  merchant.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  last  House,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Claims  and  Fisheries  and  Game,  and  was  re- 
elected bv  a  inajoritv  of  2,329  over  Joseph  K.  Bavins 
( ttep. )    His  majority  in  1889  was  1,639. 

5th  District.  (12th  ward  of  Brooklyn.)  JOHN 
KELLY  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn  (161  Partition  street). 
Mr.  K.  was  born  in  New  York  city,  March  22,  1858; 
educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Brooklyn,  and  is  a 
builder.  He  has  always  been  a  Democrat ;  was  a 
member  of  Assembly  in  1889,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Commerce  and  Navigation,  Manufacture 
of  Salt  and  Sub-Committee  of  the  Whole ;  in  1S90, 
serving  on  Electricity,  Gas  and  Water  Supply,  and 
was  re-elected  by  a  majority  of  2,209  over  David  E. 
Brown  (Rep.)  His  majority  in  1889  wTas  1,727  and 
his  plurality  in  18S8  was  2,126. 

6th  District.  (14th  and  15th  wards  of  Brooklyn.) 
WILLIAM  E.  SHIELDS  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn  (355 
Humboldt  street).  Mr.  S.  was  born  in  Brooklyn, 
June  6, 1861,  of  American  and  Irish  parentage.  He 
attended  Grammar  School  No.  18,  1866-'7S  ;  studied 
law  in  the  office  of  James  W.  Ridgeway,  District 
Attorney  of  Kings  county;  was  admitted  to  the  bar, 
and  has  since  practiced  law.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  last  House,  serving  on  the  Committee  on  Public 
Printing;  and  was  re-elected  by  a  plurality  of  2,746, 
his  opponents  being  James  Riley  (Rep.)  and  Joseph 
Hildebrandt  (Pro. )    His  plurality  in  1889  was  322. 

7th  District.  (16th  ward  of  Brooklvn.)  ADAM 
SCHAAFF(Dem.).  of  Brooklyn  (17  Yaret  St.)  Mr. 
S.  was  born  in  New  York  city,  December  25,1850,  his 
father  being  a  native  of  Germany  and  his  mother 
of  New  York.  He  was  educated  at  Public  School  No. 
4,  13th  ward,  New  York  city,  and  removed  to  Brook- 
lyn in  1868.  He  was  formerly  a  cigar  manufacturer, 
but  failed  in  business  and  paid  100  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar;  was  a  keeper  in  the  Kings  County  Penitentiary 
for  six  years,  and  is  now  a  hotel  keeper.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  order,  I.  O.  0.  F. ,  the 
American  Legion  of  Honor  and  numerous  other  so- 
cieties. He  has  always  been  a  Democrat :  has  made 
campaign  speeches  in  the  last  three  Presidential 
contests;  ran  for  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1879,  but 
was  defeated:  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  in 
1889-'90,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  Civil  Divis-

JAMES  F.  QUIGLEY  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn  (117 
India  street).  Mr.  Q.  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  Decem- 
ber 22,  1839  ;  educated  in  the  public  schoolsof  Brook- 
lyn and  Columbia  College  Law  School ;  was  formerly 
a  clerk  ;  is  now  a  lawyer;  and  was  elected  to  the  As- 
sembly by  a  plurality  of  1,245,  his  opponents  being 
James  Boyd  (Rep. ),  II.  C.  Mlrham  (Pro.),  Jacob 
Franz  (Soc.  Lab.)  and  Michael  J.  Stanley  (Ind.) 
The  Democratic  plurality  in  1889  was  410. 

9th  District.  (13th,  19th  and  20th  wards  of  Brook- 
lyn.) CHARLES  W.  SUTHERLAND  (Dem.),  of 
Brooklyn  (635  Bedlord  avenue).  Mr.  S.  was  born 
at  Chatham,  Columbia  county,;N.  Y. ,  March  28, 1860 ; 
educated  at  the  public  schools  and  Free  Academy  in 
Rochester,  N.  "i.,and  by  private  tutors.  He  has 
tilled  reportorial  and  other  positions  on  prominent 
New  York  and  Brooklyn  newspapers,  and  is  how  an 
editor.  He  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  by  a  plu- 
rality of  171.  his  opponents  being  John  Kissel  (Rep. ), 
Wm.  D.  Perry  (Pro.)  and  Adolph  Kinkel  (Soc.  Lab.) 
He  is  the  first  Democrat  ever  elected  from  this  As- 
sembly district.  The  Republican  plurality  in  1889 
was  2,731. 

10th  District.  (8th,  9th  and  22d  wards  of  Brook- 
lyn.) THOMAS  F.  BYRNES  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn 
(928 Franklin  Ave.)  Mr.  B.  was  born  in  Brooklyn 
May  2,  1859,  educated  in  the  Brooklyn  public  schools, 
and  is  a  horseshoer.  He  had  never  held  public  office 
until  his  election  to  the  Assembly.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  last  House,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Commerce  and  Navigation  and  Charitable  and  Re- 
ligious Societies ;  and  was  re-elected  by  a  plurality  of 
3,070,  his  opponents  being  Samuel  R.  Tuomey  (Rep. ) 
and  David  C.  Beatty  (Pro.)  His  pluralitv  in  1889 
was  1,109. 

11th  District.  (7th,  12th,  23d  and  24th  wards  of 
Brooklyn. )  JOSEPH  ASPIN  ALL  (Rep. ),  of  Brook- 
lyn (177  Montague  street).  Mr.  A.  comes  of  an  old 
English  family  who  were  among  the  early  pioneers 
of  Brooklyn,  and  was  born  in  1854.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  the  public  schools  and  at  the  private  school 
of  Dr.  Brush,  from  which  he  graduated  at  the  age  of 
fourteen.  For  a  short  time  he  was  clerk  for  William 
Wall's  Sons,  rope  manufacturers,  but  soon  entered 
the  law  office  of  his  cousin,  William  S.  Hollis,  at  the 
same  time  attending  Columbia.  College  Law  School, 
graduating  in  1875,  and  has  since  practiced  law,  deal- 
ing principally  with  surrogate's,  civil  and  real  estate 
business.  He  is  counsel  for  the  National  City  Bank 
of  Brooklyn  and  custodian  of  many  important  inter- 
ests. In  1880,  he  visited  London  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Long  Island  heirs  of  the  celebrated  Hyde 
estate.  Mr.  Aspinall  is  prominent  in  social  circles; 
is  a  member  of  Aurora  Grata,  Union  League.  Adri- 
ance,  Adelphi  Riding,  Lake  Mahopac  Yacht,  and 
Brooklyn  Clubs;  was  for  two  years  President  of  the 
Garfield  Club,  and  for  many  years  Secretary  of  the 
Irving  Literary  Society,  lie  has  taken  thirty-two 
degrees  in  the  Masonic  order,  is  connected  with  the 
Scottish  Rite,  and  is  a  member  of  Kismet  Temple, 
Mystic  Shrine.  He  has  frequently  been  a  delegate 
to  State  and  city  conventions;  was  a  member  of 
Assembly  in  1888  and  1889,  serving  on  important 
committees,  taking  an  active  part  in  the  Assembly 
ceiling  investigation  ;  and  was  chosen  to  the  present 
House  by  a  plurality  of  123,  his  opponents  being;  F. 
H.  Rheinhard  (Dem.),  and  William  Ash  (Pro.) 
The  Republican  plurality  in  1889  was  2,109.  Mr.  A.'s 
seat  is  contested. 

12th  District.  (25th  ward  of  Brooklyn,  and  towns 
of  Flatlands,  Flatbush,  Gravesend  and  New  Utrecht.) 
MORTIMER  C.  EARL  (Dem.),  of  Brooklyn  (Sun- 
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nvside  and  Miller  Aves.)  Mr.  E.  was  born  In  West- 
chester county,  N.Y..  January  12,  1840;  and  edu- 
cated at  public  schools  in  New  York  and  Sing  Sing, 
ind  Fort  Edward  Institute,  1868.  At  the  age  of 
19  he  entered  the  office  of  the  Hudson  River  Chroni- 
cle then  the  leading  Democratic  journal  of  West- 
rhiUter  county,  and  subsequently  became  its  pub- 
lUher  He  has  been  at  various  times  a  file-cutter, 
comoositor  real  estate  broker  and  journalist,  and  is 
nnwenVed  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  busi- 

^  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Rebellion  he  entered 
SrinVas  Secant-Major  of  the  Fortieth  (Mozart) 
l-  ev  vols  being  mustered  into  the  United  States 
sendee  on  July  3,  1861.    The  regiment  was  sent  to 

Alexandria,  Va. ,  and  guarded  that  place  during  the 
first  Bull  Run  disaster.  His  regiment  was  subse- 
quently sent  to  the  peninsula  as  apart  of  McUel- 
lan-s  a'rmy.  He  participated  in  the  siege  of  York- 
town  and  the  battle  of  Wilhamsburgh,  when  he  was 
promoted  to  Second  Lieutenant,  receiving  his  com- 
mission June  10, 1862.  He  was  engaged  in  the  sub- 
sequent battles  of  Fair  Oaks  and  Seven  Pines. 
Becoming  prostrated  by  the  swamp  fever,  he  accom- 
panied the  army  on  its  retreat  through  the  Seven 
Days'  battles,  and  at  Harrison's  Landing  resigned 
and  was  honorably  discharged  op  account  of  disa- 
bility.

Fourche  crossing.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
from  the.  St.  Louis  Hospital  at  New  Orleans  on  ac- 
count of  the  disability  on  September  29, 1863.  Dur- 
ing his  service  in  Louisiana  he  occasionally  acted  as 
correspondent  of  the  New  York  Sunday  Mercury. 
Upon  returning  home  he  became  an  active  Republi- 
can in  Brooklyn,  and  continued  as  such  until  1872, 
returning  to  the  Democratic  party  during  the  Greeley 
campaign.  In  1874  he  became  a  special  on  the 
reportorial  staff  of  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  During  the 
Fortv-fourth  and  part  of  the  Forty-fifth  Congress,  he 
was  special  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Brook- 
lyn Eagle  and  Brooklyn  Times.  In  August,  1877,  he 
returned  to  Brooklyn  and  accepted  a  place  on  the 
reportorial  staff  of  the  Brooklyn  Times,  which  posi- 
tion he  continued  to  fill  until  elected  to  the  Assem- 
blv  in  1882.  From  1869  to  '71  he  was  Clerk  and 
Examiner  in  the  United  States  Appraiser  s  office. 
He  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in  1883,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  Cities,  Printing  and  Expenditures 
of  the  House ;  in  1884,  serving  on  Education  and 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Whole ;  in  1885,  serving  on 
Game  Laws  and  Petitions  of  Aliens;  was  defeated 
for  election  in  1888;  and  was  elected  to  the  present 

House  bv  a  plurality  of  2. 173,  his  opponents  .being 
William  Watson  (Rep.),  Elihu  B.  Estes  (Pro.),  Theo. 
F.  Cuno  (Soc.)  and  Wm.  S.  Walker  (Ind.  Dem.)     Mr. 

E.  carried  every  ward  and  town  in  the  district  except 
the  26th  ward,  which  he  lost  by  but  77  votes,  it  being 
a  Republican  stronghold.  His  majority  in  1883  was 
520,  and  in  1882  it  was  1,675.     In  the  Assembly  of 

1883,  Mr.  E.  urged  the  passage  of  the  Hatter's  Bill, 
the  Five-cent  Fare  Bill,  and  the  Bill  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  Adirondack  forests.  In  1885,  he  intro- 
duced the  12  hour  Conductors  and  Drivers'  Bill,  and

G.  HENRY  P.  GOULD  (Dem.),  of  Lyons  Falls. 
Mr.  G.  was  born  at  Lyons  Falls,  June  10,  1848,  of 
American  parents.  His  education  was  obtained  at 
the  Lowville  (N.  Y.)  Academy  and  at  the  Fairfield 
CX.  Y.)  Seminary.  After  leaving  school  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  he  went  into  the  office  of  Snyder 
Bros.,  tanners,  at  Port  Leyden,  N.  Y.,  and  remained 
with  them  three  years,  as  bookkeeper,  cashier  and 


telegraph  operator,  In  1869,  having  obtained  a  good 
insight  into  the  lumber  business,  he  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  lumber,  and  has  so  continued  suc- 
cessfully ever  since.  He  has  always  been  a  Demo- 
crat. He  represented  his  town  in  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors for  several  years ;  was  a  Presidential  elec- 
tor in  1888 ;  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in  1882  and 
1885,  serving  on  important  Committees,  and  was 
elected  to  the  present  House  by  a  plurality  of  13,  his 
opponents  being  Leroy  Crawford  (Rep.),  who  was 
chosen  to  the  last  Assembly  by  a  plurality  of  372, 
and Kent  (Pro.)

ELIAS  H.  DAVIS  (Rep.),  of  Avon.  Mr.  D.  was 
born  at  Mendon,  Monroe  county,  N.  Y.,  November 
6, 1829,  educated  in  common  schools,  was  formerly  a 
newspaper  publisher,  and  was  Postmaster  at  Avon 
from  January  1,  1872,  to  April  1, 1887.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  last  House,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Revision,  Labor  and  Industries,  Public 
Printing  and  Unfinished  Business ;  and  was  re- 
elected by  a  plurality  of  481,  his  opponents  being 
George  S.  Ewart  (Dem.)  and  Frank  L.  Glover  (Pro.) 
His  plurality  in  1889  was  569. 

Madison  County. 

Population,  in  1865,  40,718 ;  in  1875,  42,490. 
SAMUEL  R.  MOTT  (Rep),  of  Bouckville.  Mr. 
M.  was  born  at  Halfmoon,  Saratoga  county.  June 
29,  1826,  and  was  educated  at  common  schools  and 
at  Ballston  Academy.  His  ancestors  on  both  sides 
served  in  the  Revolution.  He  was  formerly  a  farmer 
and  is  now  a  manufacturer.  He  was  a  Whig,  and 
has  been  a  Republican  since  the  formation  of  that 
party.  He  has  held  the  offices  of  Justice  of  the 
Peace  and  Railroad  Commissioner,  and  is  serving 
his  third  term  as  Supervisor  of  the  town  of  Madison. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  preceding  Assembly,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  on  Commerce  and  Naviga- 
tion, Insurance  and  Agriculture  ;  and  was  re-elected 
by  a  plurality  of  757,  his  opponents  being  Charles  F.

Pittsford, 
Rush  and  Webster).  FRANK  M.  JONES  (Rep. ),  of 
Webster.  Mr.  J.  was  born  at  Union  Hill,  Monroe 
county,  N.  Y.,  November  18,1847,  and  educated  at 
Union  Hill  school.  He  was  a  farmer  until  he  reached 
the  age  of  21, and  since  has  been  engaged  in  mercantile 
pursuits,  until  recently,  when  he  embarked  in  the 
real  estate  business.  He  was  Assessor  four  years, 
Town  Clerk  one  year,  and  has  been  Supervisor  since 
1885.  He  was  also  Postmaster  of  Union  Hill  for  a 
period  of  ten  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  last 
House,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  Electricity, 
Gas  and  Water  Supply  and  State  Prisons ;  and  was 
re-elected  bv  a  plurality  of  1,121,  his  opponents  being 
John  C.  Gillam  (Dem.)  and  Edward  H.  White 
(Pro. )    His  plurality  in  1889  was  1,123. 

2d  District  (Rochester  City.)  CORNELIUS  R. 
PARSONS  (Rep.)  of  Rochester  Mr  P  was  born  at 
York,  Livingston  county.  N.  Y.,  May  22,  1842.  At 
an  earlv  age  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Roches- 
ter where  he  since  resided.  He  was  educated  at  the 
Rochester  public  schools,  and  is  a  lumber  merchant. 
Mr  Parsons  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
of  the  citv  of  Rochester  for  a  period  of  seven  years, 
representing  both  the  seventh  and  fourteenth  wards, 
and  was  president  of  that  body  in  1871.  He  has  also 
been  a  member  of  the  Republican  State  Committee, 
serving  in  that  capacity  for  seven  years,  and  has  long 
been  prominent  in  the  councils  of  his  party.

gaged in  farming  since  1887.  He  has  always  been  a 
Republican;  was  Supervisor  of  Parma,  1885-'88; 
Town  Clerk  and  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  eight  suc- 
cessive years,  and  member  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors 
of  the  Monroe  County  Penitentiary,  18*6-'89.  lie  was 
elected  to  the  Assembly  by  a  plurality  of  996,  his  op- 
ponents being  Wm.  S.  Church  (Dem.)  and  Lucius

schools  and  Amsterdam  Academy,  1874-78 ;  was 
formerly  a  teacher ;  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  Septem- 
ber 10,  18ft0,  and  has  since  practiced  law  at  Amster- 
dam. He  is  one  of  the  founders  and  trustees  of  the 
Amsterdam  Savings  Bank,  and  its  attorney ;  and  was 
land  agent  and  attorney  for  the  West  Shore  Railroad, 
1881-'82.  He  was  a  member  of  Assembly  in  1889, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  General  Laws.

Academy :  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1854 ;  studied 
law  with  Edward  Wells  of  Peekskill,  and  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  in  1857.  He  was  formerly  a  teacher, 
and  is  now  a  lawyer  and  railroad  president.  He  has 
been  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Commis- 
sioner, Deputy  Superintendent  of  Insurance  Depart- 
ment. Harbor  Master,  Emigration  Commissioner, 
Deputy  Captain  of  the  Port  of  New  York,  Judge  Ad- 
vocate of  the  Seventh  Brigade,  New  York ;  S.  M. 
and  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  Junior  Warden  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity,  in  which  he  wears  the  jewel  of  the 
33d  degree  :  ami  Major-General  of  the  Fifth  Division 
N.  &.,  S.  N.  Y.  He  was  identified  with  the  laying 
of  the  corner  stone  of  the  New  Capitol.  He  was 
formerly  an  "  American,"  and  for  two  years  was 
Secretary  of  the  State  Council,  but  during  the  Utica 
Convention  of  1859,  when  the  hybrid  ticket  was 
formed,  he  published  a  protest  against  it  and  left 
the  organization.  lie  has  since  been  a  Republican. 
He  was  a  delegate  to  National  Conventions,  1876, 
'80, '84.  In  1881,  Mr.  H.  was  a  candidate  for  State 
Trf-a>urer,  but  was  defeated  by  Robert  A.  Maxwell. 
He  was  a  member  of  Assembly  from  the  third  dis- 
trict of  Westchester  county  from  1869  to  1878,  serv- 
ing the  first  year  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 


Federal  Relations,  and  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Commerce  and  Navigation ;  the  second  and  third 
years  on  Ways  and  Means,  Commerce  and  Naviga- 
tion and  Grievances  ;  the  fourth  year.  Chairman  of 
Federal  Relations,  and  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Two-thirds  and  Three-fifths  Bills;  the  fifth  year  as 
Chairman  of  Education,  and  member  of  Ways  and 
Means;  the  sixth  year  Speaker  of  the  House,  being 
chosen  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Republican 
members  ;  the  seventh  year  member  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Ways  and  Means,  Insurance  and  Rules  ;  the 
eighth  year  again  chosen  Speaker  without  opposition 
in  the  Republican  caucus;  the  ninth  year  Chairman 
of  Ways  and  Means,  and  member  of  Insurance  and 
Rules;  and  the  tenth  year  again  chosen  Speaker  by 
a  unanimous  vote  in  caucus.  In  1878  he  was  elected 
from  Rockland  county  by  a  plurality  of  647,  and 
served  the  eleventh  year  as  Chairman  of  Rules,  and 
member  of  Ways  and  Means,  Cities,  Insurance  and 
Special  Committee  on  Employees  of  the  House.

Abrams  (Pro.),  and  was  for  the  sixth 
time  chosen  Speaker,  by  a  unanimous  Republican 
vote,  no  other  candidate  being  mentioned  in  the 
caucus.  Last  fall,  he  was  elected  by  a  plurality  of 
587,  his  opponents  being  Abram  Hyatt  (Dem.)  and 
John  A.  Beale  (Pro.)  His  majoritvin  1877  was  181 ;

THE  PUBLIC  LANDS. 


The  public  lands  of  the  United  States  still  unsold 
and  open  to  settlement  are  divided  into  two  classes, 
one  class  being  sold  by  the  Government  for  Si. 25  per 
acre  as  the  minimum  price,  the  other  at  $2.50  per 
acre,  being  the  alternate  sections  reserved  by  the 
United  States  in  land  grants  to  railroads,  etc.  Such 
tracts  are  sold  upon  application  to  the  Land  Regis- 
ter. Heads  of  families  or  citizens  over  21  years,  who 
may  settle  upon  any  quarter  section  (or  160  acres) 
have  the  right  under  the  pre-emption  law  of  prior 
claim  to  purchase  on  complying  with  the  regulations. 
Under  the  homestead  laws,  any  citizen  or  intend- 
ing citizen,  has  the  right  to  160  acres  of  the  $1.25 


land,  or  SO  acres  of  the  $2.50  land,  after  an  actual 
settlement  and  cultivation  of  the  same  for  rive  vears. 
The  fees  and  commissions  in  the  case  of  homestead 
entries  vary  from  $7  to  |34.  Under  the  timber  culture 
law,  any  settler  who  has  cultivated  for  two  vears  as 
much  as  five  acres  in  trees  of  an  80-aCre  homestead, 
or  10  acres  of  a  homestead  of  16fi  acres,  is  entitled  to 
a  free  patent  for  the  land  at  the  end  of  eight  years. 
The  total  area  of  the  public  lands  surveved'up  to 
June  30,  1889,  is  given  at  986, 084,675  acres,  while  the 
area  yet  unsurveyed  is  829,419.472  acres,  369.529.600 
acresof  the  latter  being  in  Alaska.

United  States  during  either  of  the  six  years  next  pre- 
ceding June  30,  1897,  has  equaled  one-third  the 
amount  of  such  plates  imported  and  entered  for  con- 
sumption during  any  fiscal  year  after  the  passage  of 
this  act.  and  prior  to  said  October  1,  1897  :  Provided, 
That  the  amount  of  such  plates  manufactured  into 
articles  exported,  and  upon  which  a  drawback  shall 
be  paid,  shall  not  be  included  in  ascertaining  the 
amount  of  such  importations  :  And  provided  further. 
That  the  amount  or  weight  of  sheet  iron  or  sheet 
ste*l  manufactured  in  the  United  States,  and  applied 
or  wrought  in  the  manufacture  of  articles  or  wares 
tinned  or  terne-plated  in  the  United  States,  with 
weight  allowance  as  sold  to  manufacturers  or  others, 
shall  be  considered  as  tin  and  terne  plates  produced 
in  the  United  States  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Sheet  iron  or  sheet  steel,  polished,  planished  or 
glanced,  toy  whatever  name  designated,  2£  cents  per 
pound :  Provided,  That  plate  or  sheet  or  taggers  iron 
or  steel,  by  whatever  name  "designated,  other  than 
the  polished,  planished  or  glanced  herein  provided 
for,  which  has  been  pickled  or  cleaned  by  acid,  or  by 
any  other  material  or  process,  or  which  is  cold-rolled, 
smoothed  only,  not  polished,  shall  pay  J4  cent  per 
pound  more  duty  than  corresponding  gauges  of  com- 
mon or  black  sheet  or  taggers  iron  or  steel. 

Sheets  or  plates  of  iron  or  steel,  or  taggers  iron  or 
steel,  coated  with  tin  or  lead,  or  with  a  mixture  of 
which  these  metals  or  either  of  them  is  a  component 
part,  by  the  dipping  or  any  other  process,  and  com- 
mercially known  as  tin  plates,  terne  plates  and  tag- 
gers tin,  1  cent  per  pound  until  July  1, 1891.

shapes  n.s'. p.— all  of  the  above  valued  at  1  cent  per 
pound  or  less,  4-10  cent  per  pound.  (45  per  cent.) 
Valued  above  1  cent  and  not  above  1  4-10  cents,  }z 
cent  per  pound.  (45  per  cent.)  Valued  above  1  4-10 
cents  and  not  above  1  8-10  cents,  8-10  cents  per  pound.

That  no  article  made  from  iron  or 
steel  wire,  or  of  which  Iron  or  steel  wire  Is  a  com- 
ponent part  of  chief  value,  shall  pay  a  less  rate  of 
duty  than  the  iron  or  steel  wire  from  which  it  to  made 
either  wholly  or  in  part:  And  provided  further, 
That  iron  or  steel  wire  cloths,  and  iron  or  Bteel  wire 
nettings  made  in  meshes,  of  any  form,  shall  pay  a 
dnty  equal  in  amount  to  that  imposed  on  iron  or 
steel  wire  used  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  or  steel 
wire  cloth,  or  iron  or  steel  wire  nettings,  and  2  cents 
per  pound  in  addition  thereto. 

There  shall  be  paid  on  iron  or  steel  wire  coated 
with  zinc  or  tin  or  any  other  metal  (except  fence 
wire  and  iron  or  steel,  flat,  with  longitudinal  ribs, 
for  the  manufacture  of  fencing),  %  cent  per  pound  in 
addition  to  the  rate  imposed  on  the  wire  of  which  it 
is  made;  on  iron  wire  rope  and  wire  strand,  1  cent 
per  pound  in  addition  to  the  rate  imposed  on  the 
wire  of  which  it  is  made ;  on  steel  wire  rope  and  wire 
strand,  2  cents  per  pound  In  addition  to  the  rate  im- 
posed on  the  wire  of  which  they  or  either  of  them 
are  made :  Provided  further.  That  all  iron  or  steel 
wire  valued  at  more  than  4  cents  per  pound  shall  pay 
a  duty  of  not  less  than  45  per  cent  ad  val.,  except 
that  card  wire  for  the  manufacture  of  card  clothing 
shall  pay  a  duty  of  35  per  cent  ad  val. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS, 

No  allowance  or  reduction  of  duties  for  partial 
loss  or  damage  in  consequence  of  rust  or  of  discol- 
oration shall  be  made  upon  any  description  of  iron 
or  steel,  or  upon  any  article  wholly  or  partly 
manufactured  of  iron  or  steel,  or  upon  any  manu- 
facture of  iron  and  steel. 

All  metal  produced  from  iron  or  its  ores,  which  is 
cast  and  malleable,  of  whatever  description  or  form, 
without  regard  to  the  percentage  of  carbon  con- 
tained therein,  whether  produced  by  cementation 
or  converted,  cast,  or  made  from  iron  or  its  ores,  by 
the  crucible,  Bessemer,  Clapp-Griffiths,  pneumatic, 
Thomas-Gilchrist,  basic,  Siemens-Martin,  or  open- 
hearth  process,  or  by  the  equivalent  of  either,  or  by 
a  combination  of  two  or  more  of  the  processes  or 
their  equivalents,  or  by  any  fusion  or  other  process 
which  produces  from  iron  or  its  ores  a  metal  either 
granular  or  fibrous  in  structure,  which  is  cast  and 
malleable,  excepting  what  is  known  as  malleable- 
iron  castings,  shall  be  classed  and  denominated  as 
steel. 

No  article  n.  s.p. .  wholly  or  partly  manufactured 
from  tin  plate,  terne  plate,  or  the  sheet,  plate,  hoop, 
band  or  scroll  iron  or  steel  herein  provided  for,  or 
of  which  such  tin  plate,  terne  plate,  sheet,  plate, 
hoop,  band  or  scroll  iron  or  steel  shall  be  the  ma- 
terial or  chief  value,  shall  pay  a  lower  rate  of  duty 
than  that  imposed  on  the  tin  plate,  terne  plate,  or 
sheet,  plate,  hoop,  band  or  scroll  iron  or  steel  from 
which  it  is  made,  or  of  which  it  shall  be  the  com- 
ponent thereof  of  chief  value. 

On  all  iron  or  steel  bars  or  rods  of  whatever  shape 
or  section,  wmich  are  cold  rolled,  cold  hammered,  or 
polished  in  any  way  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  pro- 
cess of  hot  rolling  or  hammering,  there  shall  be  paid 
'4  cent  per  pound  in  addition  to  the  rates  provided 
in  this  act;  and  on  all  strips,  plates  or  sheets  of  iron 
or  steel,  of  whatever  shape,  other  than  the  polished, 
planished  or  glanced  sheet-iron  or  sheet-steel  here- 
inbefore provided  for,  which  are  cold  rolled,  cold 
hammered,  blued,  brightened,  tempered  or  polished 
by  any  process  to  such  perfected  surface  finish,  01 
polished  better  than  the  grade  of  cold  rolled,  smooth 
only,  hereinbefore  provided  for,  there  shall  be  pail 
1?4  cents  per  pound  in  addition  to  the  rates  provided 
in  this  act  upon  plates,  strips  or  shepts  of  iron  or 
steel  of  common  or  black  finish  ;  and  on  steel  circu- 
lar saw-plates,  there  shall  be  paid  1  cent  per  pound 
in  addition  to  the  rate  provided  in  this  act  for  steel 
saw-plates.

The  producer  of  said  sugar,  to  be  entitled  to  said 
bounty,  shall  have  first  filed  prior  to  July  1,  of  each 
year,  with  the  Commissioner  oflnternal  Revenue,  a 
notice  of  the  place  of  production,  with  a  general  de- 
scription of  the  machinery  and  methods  to  be  em- 
ployed by  him,  with  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
sugar  proposed  to  be  produced  in  the  current  or 
next  ensuing  year,  including  the  number  of  maple- 
trees  to  be  tapped,  and  an  application  fora  license 
to  so  produce,  fco  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  in  a 
penalty,  and  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  conditioned 
that  he  will  faithfully  observe  all  rules  ami  regu- 
lations that  shall  be  prescribed  for  such  manufacture 
and  production  of  sugar. 

The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  upon  re- 
ceiving the  application  and  bond  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for,  shall  Issue  to  the  applicant  a  license  to 
produce  sugar  from  sorghum,  beets,  or  sugar-cane 
grown  within  the  United  States,  or  from  maple-sap 
produced  within  the  United  States,  at  the  place  and 
with  the  machinery  and  by  the  methods  described  in 
the  application ;  but  said  license  shall  not  extend 
beyond  one  year  from  the  date  thereof. 

No  bounty  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  engaged  in 
refining  sugars  which  have  been  imported  into  the 
United  States,  or  produced  in  the  United  States, 
upon  which  the  bounty  herein  provided  for  has 
already  been  paid  or  applied  for,  nor  to  any  person 
unless  he  shall  have  firsi  been  licensed  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  only  upon  sugar  produced  by  such  person 
from  sorghum,  beets,  or  sugar-cane  grown  within  the 
United  States,  or  from  maple-sap  produced  within  the 
United  States.  The  Commissioner  oflnternal  Reve- 
nue, with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, shall  from  time  to  time  make  all  needful  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  manufacture  of  sugar  from 
sorghum,  beets  or  sugar-cane  grown  within  the 
United  States,  or  from  maple-sap  produced  within 
the  United  States,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  exercise  supervision 
and  inspection  of  the  manufacture  thereof. 

And  for  the  payment  of  these  bounties  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to  draw  warrants 
on  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  for  such  sums 
as  shall  be  necessary,  which  sums  shall  be  certified

Schedule  K.  —  Wool  and  Manufactures  of 
Wool. 

All  wools,  hair  of  the  camel,  goat,  alpaca  and 
other  like  animals  shall  be  divided  for  the  purpose  of 
fixing  duties  to  be  charged  thereon  into  three  Follow- 
ing classes: 

Class  1:  Merino,  mestiza,  metz  or  metis  wools,  or 
other  wools  of  Merino  blood,  immediate  or  remote, 
Down  clothing  wools  and  wools  of  like  character  with 
any  of  preceding,  including  such  as  have  been  here- 
tofore usually  imported  into  United  States  from 
Buenos  Ayres,  New  Zealand,  Australia,  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  Russia,  Great  Britain,  Canada  and  elsewhere, 
and  also  including  all  wools  not  hereinafter  de- 
scribed or  designated  in  Classes  2  and  3. 

Class  2:  Leicester,  Cotswold,  Lincolnshire,  Down 
combing  wools,  Canada  long  wools  or  other  like 
combing  wools  of  English  blood,  and  usually  known 
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by  terms  herein  used,  and  also  hair  of  camel,  goat, 
alpaca  and  other  like  animals. 

Class  3 :  Douskoi,  native  South  America,  Cor- 
dova, Valparaiso,  native  Smyrna,  Russian  camel's 
hair,  and  including  all  such  wools  of  like  character 
as  have  been  heretofore  usually  imported  into  United 
States  from  Turkey,  Greece,  Egypt,  Syria  and  else- 
where, excepting  improved  wools  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for. 

The  standard  samples  of  all  wools  which  are  now 
or  may  be  hereafter  deposited  in  the  principal  cus- 
tom houses  of  United  States,  under  authority  of 
Secretary  of  Treasury,  which  shall  be  standards  for 
classification  of  wool  under  this  act,  and  Secretary 
of  Treasury  shall  have  authority  to  renew  these 
standards  and  to  make  such  additions  to  them  from 
time  to  time  as  may  be  required,  and  he  shall  cause 
to  be  deposited  like  standards  in  other  custom  houses 
of  United  States  when  needed. 

Whenever  wools  of  Class  3  shall  have  been  im- 
proved by  the  admixture  of  Merino  or  English  blood 
from  their  present  character  as  represented  by 
standard  samples  now  or  hereafter  to  be  deposited 
in  principal  custom  houses  of  United  States,  such 
improved  wools  shall  be  classified  for  duty  either  as 
Class  1  or  Class  2,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  duty  on  "vools  of  first  class  which  shall  be  im- 
ported washed  shall  be  twice  the  amount  of  duty  to 
which  they  would  be  subjected  if  imported  un- 
washed ;  and  duty  on  wools  of  first  and  second 
classes  which  shall  be  imported  scoured,  shall  be 
three  times  the  duty  to  which  they  would  be  sub- 
jected if  imported  unwashed. 

Unwashed  wools  shall  be  considered  such  as  shall 
have  been  shorn  Irom  sheep  without- any  cleansing, 
i.  e.  in  their  natural  condition.  "Washed  wools  shall 
be  considered  such  as  have  been  washed  with  water 
on  sheep"s  back.  Wool  washed  in  any  other  manner 
than  on  sheep's  back  shall  be  considered  as  scoured 
wool. 

The  duty  upon  wool  of  sheep  or  hair  of  camel, 
goat,  alpaca  and  other  like  animals  which  shall  be 
imported  in  any  other  than  ordinary  condition,  or 
which  shall  be  changed  in  its  character  or  condition 
for  purpose  of  evading  duty,  or  which  shall  be  re- 
duced in  value  by  admixture  of  dirt  or  any  other 
foreign  substance,  or  which  has  been  sorted  or  in- 
creased in  value  by  rejection  of  any  part  of  original 
fleece,  shall  be  twice  the  duty  to  which  it  would  be 
otherwise  subject:  Provided,  That  skirted  wools  as 
now  imported  are  hereby  excepted.  Wools  on  which 
a  duty  is  assessed  amounting  to  three  times  or 
more  than  that  which  would  be  assessed  if  said 
wool  was  imported  unwashed,  such  duty  shall  not  be 
doubled  on  account  of  its  being  sorted.  If  any  bale 
or  package  of  wool  or  hair  specified  in  this  act  im- 
ported as  of  any  specified  class,  or  claimed  by  im- 
porter to  be  dutiable  as  of  any  specified  class,  shall 
contain  any  wool  or  hair  subject  to  a  higher  rate  of 
duty  than  the  class  so  specified,  the  whole  bale  or 
package  shall  be  subject  to  highest  rate  of  duty 
chargeable  on  wool  of  class  subject  to  such  higher 
rate  of  duty,  and  if  any  bale  or  package  be  claimed 
by  importer  to  be  shoddy,  rnungo,  flocks,  wool,  hair, 
or  other  material  of  any  class  specified  in  this  act, 
and  such  bale  contains  any  admixture  of  any  one  or 
more  of  said  materials,  or  of  any  other  material,  the 
whole  bale  or  package  shall  be  subject  to  duty  at 
highest  rate  imposed  upon  any  article  in  said  bale  or 
package. 

The  duty  upon  all  wools  and  hair  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  11  cents  per  pound.  (10  cents  and  12  cents.) 
And  upon  all  wools  or  hair  of  the  second  class,  12 
cents  per  pound.     (10  cents  and  12  cents.) 

On  wools  of  third  class  and  on  earners  hair  of  third 
class,  value  whereof  shall  be  13  cents  or  less  per 
pound,  including  charges,  duty  shall  be  32  percent 
ad  val.    (2'-2  cents  and  ft  cents. ) 

On  wools  of  third  class,  and  on  camel's  hair'  of 
third  class  value  whereof  shall  exceed  13  cents  per 
pound,  including  charges,  duty  shall  be  50  percent 
ad  val.     (5  cents.) 

Wools  on  the  skin  shall  pay  the  same  rate  as  other 
wools,  quantity  and  value  to  be  ascertained  under 
such  rules  as  Secretary  of  Treasury  may  prescribe. 

On  noils,  shoddy,  top  waste,  stubbing  waste,  rov- 


ing waste,  ring  waste,  yarn  waste,  garnetted  waste 
and  all  other  wastes  composed  wholly  or  in  part  of 
wool,  duty  shall  be  30  cents  per  pound.

On  woolen  rags,  mungo  and  flocks,  duty  shall  be 
10  cents  per  pound. 

Wools  and  hair  of  camel,  goat,  alpaca  or  other  ani- 
mals, in  the  form  of  roping,  roving  or  tops,  and  all 
wool  and  hair  which  have  been  advanced  in  any 
manner  or  by  any  process  of  manufacture  beyond 
the  washed  or  scoured  condition,'  n.s.p.,  shall  be 
subject  to  same  duties  as  are  imposed  upon  manu- 
factures of  wool,  n.s.p. 

On  woolen  and  worsted  yarns  made  wholly  or  in 
part  of  wool,  worsted,  the  hair  of  camel,  goat,  alpaca 
or  other  animals,  valued  at  not  more  than  thirty- 
cents  per  pound,  duty  per  pound  shall  be  2VZ  times 
duty  imposed  by  this  act  on  a  pound  of  unwashed 
wool  of  first  class,  and  in  addition  thereto  35  per  cent 
ad  val.  (10  cents  and  35  per  cent.)  Valued  at  more 
than  30  cents  and  not  more  than  40  cents  per  pound, 
duty  per  pound  shall  be  three  times  duty  imposed 
on  a  pound  of  unwashed  wool  of  first  class,  and  in 
addition  thereto  35  per  cent  ad  val.  (12>2  cents  and 
35  per  cent.)

On  woolen  or  worsted  cloths,  shawls,  knit  fabrics 
and  all  fabrics  made  on  knitting-machines  or  frames, 
and  all  manufactures  of  every  description  made 
wholly  or  in  part  of  wool,  worsted,  the  hair  of  camel, 
goat,  alpaca  or  other  animals,  n.s.p.,  valued  at  not 
more  than  30  cents  per  pound,  duty  per  pound  shall 
be  3  times  duty  imposed  on  a  pound  of  unwashed 
wool  of  first  class,  and  in  addition  thereto  40  per  cent 
ad  val.  (10  cents  and  35  per  cent.)  Valued  at  more 
than  30  and  not  more  than  40  cents  per  pound,  duty 
per  pound  shall  be  3%  times  duty  imposed  on  a 
pound  of  unwashed  wool  of  first  class,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  40  per  cent  ad  val.

erecting  a  public  monument,  and  not  intended  for 
sale,  nor  for  any  other  purpose  than  herein  ex- 
pressed ;  but  bonds  shall  be  given  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  Secretary  of  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe, for  payment  of  lawful  duties  which  may  ac- 
crue should  any  of  articles  aforesaid  be  sold,  trans- 
ferred or  used  contrary  to  this  provision,  and  such 
articles  shall  be  subject,  at  any  time,  to  examination 
and  inspection  by  proper  officers  of  the  customs; 
Provided,  That  privileges  of  this  and  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  not  be  allowed  to  associations  or  corpora- 
tions, engaged  in  or  connected  with  business  of  a 
private  or  commercial  character. 
Yams ;  zaffer. 

Reciprocity. 

Sec.  3.  That  with  a  view  to  secure  reciprocal 
trade  with  countries  producing  the  following  arti- 
cles, and  for  this  purpose,  on  and  after  January  1, 
1892,  whenever  and  so  often  as  the  President  shall 
be  satisfied  that  the  government  of  any  country  pro- 
ducing and  exporting  sugars,  molasses,  coffee,  tea 
and  hides,  raw  and  un cured,  or  any  of  such  articles, 
imposes  duties  or  other  exactions  upon  the  agricul- 
tural or  other  products  of  the  United  States,  which, 
in  view  of  the  free  introduction  of  such  sugar,  mo- 
lasses, coffee,  tea  and  hides  into  United  States  he 
may  deem  to  be  reciprocally  unequal  and  unreason- 
able, he  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  suspend,  by  proclamation  to  that  effect,  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  relating  to  the  free  introduction  of 
such  sugar,  molasses,  coflee,  tea  and  hides,  the  pro- 
duction of  such  country  for  such  time  as  he  shall 
deem  just,  and  in  such  case  and  during  such  suspen- 
sion, duty  shall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  upon 
sugar,  molasses,  coffee  and  hides  the  product  of  or 
exported  from  such  designated  country,  as  follows, 
viz.: 

All  sugars,  not  above  No.  13  Dutch  standard  in 
color  shall  pay  duty  on  their  polariscopic  tests  as 
follows,  viz. : 

All  sugars  not  above  No.  13  Dutch  standard  in 
color,  all  tank  bottoms,  syrups  of  cane  juice  or  of 
beet  juice,  melada,  concentrated  melada,  concrete 
and  concentrated  molasses,  testing  by  the  polari- 
scope  not  above  75  degrees,  7-10  cents  per  pound ; 
and  for  every  additional  degree  or  fraction  of  a  de- 
gree shown  by  the  polariscopic  test,  2-100  cent  per 
pound  additional. 

All  sugars  above  No.  IS  Dutch  standard  in  color 
shall  be  classified  by  Dutch  standard  of  color,  and 
pay  duty  as  follows,  viz.:  All  sugar  above  No.  13 
aud  not  above  No.  16  Dutch  standard  in  color,  \% 
cents  per  pound. 

All  sugars  above  No.  16  and  not  above  No.  20 
Dutch  standard  in  color,  \%  cents  per  pound. 

All  sugars  above  No.  20  Dutch  standard  in  color, 
2  cents  per  pound- 
Molasses  testing  above  56  degrees,  4  cents  per 
gallon. 

Sugar  drainings  and  sugar  sweepings  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  duty  either  as  molasses  or  sugar,  as  the  case 
may  be  according  to  polariscopic  test. 

On  coffee,  3  cents  per  pound. 

On  tea,  10  cents  per  pound. 

Hides,  raw  or  uncured,  whether  dry,  salted  or 
pickled,  Angora  goat  skins,  raw,  without  the  wool, 
unmanufactured,  asses'  skins,  raw  or  unmanufac- 
tured, and  skins,  except  sheep  skins  with  the  wool 
on,  \)i  cents  per  pound. 

Miscellaneous. 

Sec.  4.  That  there  shall  be  levied,  collected  and 
paid  on  the  importation  of  all  raw  or  unmanufac- 
tured articles,  not  enumerated  or  provided  for,  a  duty 
of  10  per  cent  ad  val.;  and  on  all  articles  manufac- 
tured, in  whole  or  in  part,  not  provided  for,  a  duty  of 
20  per  cent  ad  val. 
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Sec.  5.  That  each  and  every  imported  article  not 
enumerated,  which  is  similar,  either  in  material, 
quality,  texture  or  the  use  to  which  it  may  be  ap- 
plied, to  any  article  enumerated  as  chargeable  with 
duty,  shall  pay  the  same  rate  of  duty  which  is  levied 
on  the  enumerated  article  which  it  most  resembles 
in  any  of  the  particulars  before  mentioned;  and  If 
any  non-enumerated  article  equally  resembles  two 
or  more  enumerated  articles  on  which  different 
rates  of  duty  are  chargeable  there  shall  be  levied  on 
such  non-enumerated  article  the  same  rate  ol  duty 
as  is  chargeable  on  the  article  which  it  resembles 
paying  the  highest  rate  of  duty  ;  and  on  articles  not 
enumerated,  manufactured  of  two  or  more  materials, 
the  duty  shall  be  assessed  at  the  highest  rate  at 
which  the  same  would  be  chargeable  if  composed 
wholly  ot  the  component  material  thereof  of  chief 
value;  and  the  words  "  component  material  of  chief 
value,"  wherever  used,  shall  be  held  to  mean  that 
component  material  which  shall  exceed  in  value  any 
other  single  component  material  of  the  article;  and 
the  value  of  each  component  material  sliall  be  de- 
termined by  the  ascertained  value  of  such  material 
in  its  condition  as  found  in  the  article.  If  two  or 
more  rates  of  duty  shall  be  applicable  to  any  im- 
ported article  it  shall  pay  duty  at  the  highest  of  such 

Sec".  6.  That  on  and  after  March  1,  1891.  all  arti- 
cles of  foreign  manufacture,  such  as  are  usually  or 
ordinarily  marked,  stamped,  branded  or  labeled,  and 
all  packages  containing  such  or  other  imported 
articles,  shall  respectively  he  plainly  marked, 
stamped,  branded  or  labeled  in  legible  English 
words,  so  as  to  indicate  the  country  of  their  origin  ; 
and  unless  so  marked,  stamped,  branded  or  labeled 
they  shall  not  be  admitted  to  entry. 

Sec.  7.  That  on  and  after  March  1,  1891,  no  arti- 
cle of  imported  merchandise  which  shall  copy  or 
simulate  the  name  or  trade-mark  of  any  domestic 
manufacture  or  manufacturer  shall  be  admitted  to 
entry  at  any  custom-house  of  United  States.  And  in 
order  to  aid  the  officers  of  the  customs  in  enforcing 
this  prohibition  any  domestic  manufacturer  who 
has  adopted  trade-marks  may  require  his  name  and 
residence  and  a  description  of  his  trade-marks  to  be 
recorded  in  books  which  shall  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  under  such 
regulations  as  Secretary  of  Treasury  shall  prescribe, 
and  may  furnish  to  the  department  fac-similes  of 
such  trade-marks ;  and  thereupon  Secretary  of 
Treasury  shall  cause  one  or  more  copies  of  sanie  to 
to  be  transmitted  to  each  collector  or  other  proper 
officer  of  customs. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  lumber,  timber,  hemp  wire  rope 
and  iron  and  steel  rods,  bars,  spikes,  nails,  plates, 
tees,  angles,  beams  and  bolts  and  copper  and  com- 
position metal  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  vessels  built  in  United 
States  for  foreign  account  and  ownership,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  being  employed  in  the  foreign  trade,  in- 
cluding the  trade  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
ports  of  United  States,  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
may  be  imported  in  bond,  under  such  regulations  as 
Secretary  of  Treasury  may  prescribe ;  and  upon 
proof  that  such  materials  have  been  used  for  such 
purpose  no  duties  shall  be  paid  thereon.  But  vessels 
receiving  the  benefit  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  engage  in  the  coastwise  trade  of  the 
United  States  more  than  two  months  in  any  one 
year  except  upon  the  payment  to  the  United  States 
of  the  duties  on  which  a  rebate  is  herein  allowed: 
Provided,  That  vessels  built  in  the  United  States 
for  foreign  account  and  ownership  shall  not  be  al- 
lowed to  engage  in  the  coastwise  trade  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  9.  That  all  articles  of  foreign  production 
needed  for  the  repair  of  American  vessels  engaged 
in  foreign  trade,  including  the  trade  between  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacitic  ports  of  United  States,  may  be 
withdrawn  from  bonded  warehouses  free  of  duty, 
under  such  regulations  as  Secretary  of  Treasury  may 
prescribe. 

Sec.  10.  That  all  medicines,  preparations,  compo- 
sitions, perfumery,  cosmetics,  cordials  and  other 
liquors  manufactured  wholly  or  in  part  of  domestic 
spirits,  intended  for    exportation,  as  provided  by 


law,  in  order  to  be  manufactured  and  sold  or  re- 
moved,  without  being  charged  with  duty  ami  with- 
out having  a  stamp  affixed  thereto,  shall,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe, be  made  and  manufactured  in  warehouses 
similarly  constructed  to  those  known  and  designated 
in  Treasury  regulations  as  bonded  warehouses,  class 
L':  Provided,  That  such  manufacturer  shall  first 
give  satisfactory  bonds  to  the  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  for  the  faithful  observance  of  all  the  pro- 
visions of  law  and  the  regulations  as  aforesaid,  in 
amount  not  le>s  than  half  of  that  required  by  the 
regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  from  persons 
allowed  bouded  warehouses.  Sucli  goods,  when 
manufactured  in  such  warehouses,  may  he  removed 
fur  exportation  under  the  direction  of  the  properofti- 
cer  having  charge  thereof,  who  shall  he  designated 
by  the  Secretary  of  Treasury,  without  being  charged 
with  duty,  and  without  having  a  stamp  affixed 
thereto.  Any  manufacturer  of  the  articles  afore- 
said, or  any  of  them,  having  such  bonded  warehouse 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  at  liberty,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  may  prescribe,  to 
convey  therein  any  materials  to  be  used  in  such 
manufacture  which  are  allowed  by  the  provisions  of 
law  to  be  exported  free  from  tax  or  duty,  as  well  as 
the  necessary  materials,  implements,  packages,  ves- 
sels, brands  and  labels  for  the  preparation,  putting 
up,  and  export  of  said  manufactured  articles;  and 
every  article  so  used  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  stamp  and  excise  duty  by  such  manufac- 
turer. Articles  and  materials  so  to  be  used  may  be 
transferred  from  any  bonded  warehouse  in  which  the 
same  may  be,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  Treasury  may  prescribe,  into  any  bonded 
warehouse  into  which  such  manufacture  may  be 
conducted,  and  may  be  used  in  such  manufacture, 
and  when  so  used  shall  be  exempt  from  stamp  and 
excise  duty  ;  and  the  receipt  of  the  officer  in  charge 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  received  as  a  voucher  for  the 
manufacture  of  such  articles.  Any  materials  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  may,  under  such  rules 
as  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  may  prescribe,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  proper  officer,  be  removed 
in  original  packages  from  on  shipboard,  or  from  the* 
bonded  wan  house  in  which  the  same  may  be,  into 
the  bonded  warehouse  in  which  such  manufacture 
may  be  carried  on,  for  the  purpose  of  being  used  in 
such  manufacture,  without  payment  of  duties  there- 
on, and  may  there  be  used  in  such  manufacture.  No 
article  so  removed,  nor  any  article  manufactured  in 
said  bonded  warehouse,  shall  be  taken  therefrom  ex- 
cept for  exportation,  under  the  direction  of  the 
proper  officer  having  charge  thereof  as  aforesaid, 
whose  certificate,  describing  the  articles  by  their 
mark  or  otherwise,  the  quantity,  ihe  date  "of  im- 
portation, and  name  ot  vessel,  with  such  addi- 
tional particulars  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  re- 
quired, shall  be  received  by  the  collector  of  customs 
in  cancellation  of  the  bond  or  return  of  the  amount 
of  foreign  import  duties.  All  labor  performed  and 
services  rendered  under  these  regulations  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  the  customs, 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  manufacturer. 

Sec.  11.  All  persons  are  prohibited  from  importing 
Into  the  United  States,  from  any  foreign  country  any 
obscene  book,  pamphlet,  paper,  writing,  advertise- 
ment, circular,  print,  picture,  drawing  or  other  rep- 
resentation, figure  or  image  on  or  of  paper  or  other 
material,  or  any  cast,  instrument  or  other  article  of 
an  immoral  nature,  or  any  drug  or  medicine,  or  any 
article  whatever,  for  the  prevention  of  conception  or 
for  causing  unlawful  abortion.  No  such  articles. 
whether  imported  separately  or  contained  in  pack- 
ages with  other  goods  entitled  to  entry,  sliall  be  ad- 
mitted to  entry ;  ami  all  such  articles  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded against,  seized  and  forfeited  by  due  course  of 
law.  All  such  prohibited  articles  and  the  package 
in  which  they  are  contained  in  the  course  of  impor- 
tation shall  bedetained  by  the  officer  of  customs,  and 
proceedings  taken  against  the  same  as  prescribed  in 
the  following  section,  unless  it  appears  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  collector  ol"  customs  that  the  obscene 
articles  contained  in  the  package  were  inclosed  there 
without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  importer, 
owner,  agent  or  consignee  :   Provided,  That  theurugs 


hereinbefore  mentioned,  when  imported  in  bulk  and 
not  put  up  for  any  of  the  purposes  hereinbefore 
specified,  are  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  12.  That  whoever,  being  an  officer,  agent  or 
employee  of  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
shall  knowingly  aid  or  abet  any  person  engaged  in 
any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  law  prohib- 
iting importing,  advertising,  dealing  in,  exhibiting 
or  sending  or  receiving  by  mail  obscene  or  indecent 
publications  or  representations,  or  means  for  pre- 
venting conception  or  procuring  abortion  or  other 
articles  of  indecent  or  immoral  use  or  tendency,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  for 
everv  offense  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $5,000,  or  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  not 
more  than  10  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  13.  That  any  judge  of  any  district  or  circuit 
court  of  the  United 'States,  within  the  proper  dis- 
trict, before  whom  complaint  in  writing  of  any  viola- 
tion of  the  two  preceding  sections  is  made,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  such  judge,  and  founded  on  knowledge 
or  belief,  and  if  upon  belief  setting  forth  ihe  grounds 
of  such  belief,  and  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation 
of  the  complainant,  may  issue,  conformably  to  the 
Constitution,  a  warrant  directed  to  the  marshal  or 
anv  deputy  marshal,  in  the  proper  district,  directing 
him  to  search  for,  seize  and  take  possession  of  any 
such  article  or  thing  mentioned  in  the  two  preced- 
ing sections,  and  to  make  due  and  immediate  return 
thereof  to  the  end  that  the  same  may  be  condemned 
and  destroyed  by  proceedings,  which  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner  as  other  proceedings  in 
the  case  of  municipal  seizure,  and  with  the  same 
right  of  appeal  or  writ  or  error. 

Sec.  14.  That  machinery  for  repair  may  be  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  without  pajmient,  of 
dutv,  under  bond,  to  be  given  in  double  the  ap- 
praised value  thereof,  to  be  withdrawn  and  exported 
after  said  machinery  shall  have  been  repaired  ;  and 
the  Secretary  of  Treasury  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  maybe 
necessary  to  protect  the  revenue  against  fraud  and 
secure  the  identity  and  character  of  all  such  impor- 
tations when  again  withdrawn  and  exported,  re- 
stricting and  limiting  the  export  and  withdrawal  to 
the  same  port  of  entry  where  imported,  and  also 
limiting  all  bonds  to  a  period  of  time  of  not  more 
than  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  importation. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  produce  of  the  forests  of  the 
State  of  Maine  upon  the  Saint  Johns  river  and  its 
tributaries,  owned  by  American  citizens,  and  sawed 
or  hewn  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  by  Am- 
erican citizens,  the  same  being  unmanufactured  in 
whole  or  in  part,  which  is  now  admitted  into  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  free  of  duty,  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  so  admitted  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Secretary  of  Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  produce  of  the  forests  of  the 
State  of  Maine  upon  the  St.  Croix  river  and  its  tribu- 
taries, owned  by  American  citizens  and  sawed  in 
the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  by  American  citi- 
zens, the  same  being  unmanufactured  in  whole  or  in 
part,  shall  be  admitted  into  the  ports  of  the  United 
States  free  of  duty,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe. 

Sec.  17.  That  a  discriminating  duty  of  10  per  cent 
ad  val.,  in  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  by  law, 
shall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  on  all  goods, wares 
or  merchandise  which  shall  be  imported  in  vessels 
not  of  the  United  States;  but  this  discriminating 
duty  shall  not  apply  to  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dise which  shall  be  imported  in  vessels  not  of  the 
United  States,  entitled  by  treaty  or  any  act  of  Con- 
gress  to  be  entered  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States 
on  payment  of  the  same  duties  as  shall  then  be  paid 
on  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported  in  ves- 
sels of  United  States. 

Sec.  18.  That  no  ■roods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
unless  in  cases  provided  for  by  treaty,  shall  be  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  from  any  foreign  port 
or  place,  except  in  vessels  of  the  United  States  or  in 
such  foreign  vessels  as  truly  and  wholly  belong  to 
the  citizens  or  subjects  of  that  country  of  which  the 


goods  are  the  growth,  production  or  manufacture, 
or  from  which  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
can  only  be,  or  most  usually  are,  first  shipped  for 
transportation.  All  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
imported  contrary  to  this  section,  and  the  vessel 
wherein  the  same  shall  be  imported,  together  with 
her  cargo,  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture,  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  United  States;  and  such  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  ship  or  vessel  and  cargo  shall 
be  liable  to  be  seized,  prosecuted  and  condemned,  in 
like  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations,  restric- 
tions and  provisions  as  have  been  heretofore  estab- 
lished for  the  recovery,  collection,  distribution  and 
remission  of  forfeitures  to  the  United  States  by  the 
several  revenue  laws. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  preceding  section  shall  not 
apply  to  vessels  or  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  im- 
ported in  vessels  of  a  foreign  nation  which  does  not 
maintain  a  similar  regulation  against  vessels  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  importation  of  neat  cattle  and 
the  hides  of  neat  cattle  from  any  foreign  country  into 
tbe  United  States  is  prohibited :  Provided,  That  the 
operation  of  this  section  shall  be  suspended  as  to  any 
foreign  country  or  countries,  or  any  parts  of  such 
country  or  countries,  whenever  Secretary  of  Treas- 
ury shall  officially  determine,  and  give  public  notice 
thereof  that  such  importation  will  not  tend  to  the 
introduction  or  spread  of  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases  among  the  cattle  of  the  United  States ;  and 
the  Secretary  of  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  make  all 
necessary  orders  and  regulations  to  carry  this  section 
into  effect,  or  to  suspend  the  same  as  therein  pro- 
vided, and  to  send  copies  thereof  to  tbe  proper  offi- 
cers in  tthe  United  States,  and  to  such  officers  or 
agents  ot  the  United  States  in  foreign  countries  as  he 
shall  judge  necessary. 

Sec.  21.  That  any  person  convicted  of  a  willful 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  $500,  or  impris- 
onment not  exceeding  1  year,  or  both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

Sec.  22.  That  upon  the  re-importation  of  articles 
once  exported  of  the  growth,  product  or  manufac- 
ture of  the  United  States,  upon  which  no  internal 
tax  has  been  assessed  or  paid,  or  upon  which  such 
tax  has  been  paid  or  refunded  by  allowance  or  draw- 
backs, there  shall  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  a  duty 
equal  to  the  tax  imposed  by  the  internal  revenue 
laws  upon  such  articles,  except  articles  manufac- 
tured in  bonded  warehouses  and  exported  pursuant 
to  law,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rate  of 
duty  as  if  originally  imported. 

Sec.  23.  That  whenever  any  vessel  laden  with 
merchandise  in  whole  or  in  part  subject  to  duty  has 
been  sunk  in  any  river,  harbor,  bay  or  waters  sub- 
ject to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  and 
"within  its  limits,  for  the  period  of  two  years,  and  is 
abandoned  by  the  owner  thereof,  any  person  who 
may  raise  such  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to  bring 
any  merchandise  recovered  therefrom  into  the  port 
nearest  to  the  place  where  such  vessel  was  so  raised, 
free  from  the  payment  of  any  duty  thereupon,  and 
without  being  obliged  to  enter  Nie  same  at  the  cus- 
tom-house; but  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  Treasury  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  24.  That  the  works  of  manufacturers  engaged 
in  smelting  or  refining  metals  in  the  United  States 
may  be  designated  as  bonded  warehouses  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe:  Provided,  That  such  manufacturers  shall 
first  give  satisfactory  bonds  to  Secretary  of  Treasury. 
Metals  in  any  crude  form  requiring  smelting  or  re- 
fining to  make  them  readily  available  in  the  arts, 
imported  into  the  United  States  to  be  smelted  or  re- 
fined and  intended  to  be  exported  in  a  refined  but 
unmanufactured  state,  shall,  under  such  rules  as  the 
Secretary  of  Treasury  may  prescribe  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  proper  officer,  be  removed  in  orig- 
inal packages  or  in  bulk  from  the  vessel  or  other 
vehicle  on  which  it  has  been  imported,  or  from  the 
bonded  warehouse  in  which  the  same  may  be  into 
the  bonded  warehouse  in  which  such  smelting  and 
refining  may  be  carried  on,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
smelted    and   refined   without   payment  of  duties 
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thereon,  and  may  there  be  smelted  and  refined, 
together  with  other  metals  of  home  or  foreign  pro- 
duction :  Provided,  That  each  day  a  quantity  of  re- 
fined metal  equal  to  the  amount  of  imported  metal 
refined  that  day  shall  be  set  aside,  and  such  metal 
so  set  aside  shall  not  be  taken  from  said  works  ex- 
cept for  exportation,  under  the  direction  of  the 
proper  officer  having  charge  thereof  as  aforesaid, 
whose  certificate,  describing  the  articles  by  their 
marks  or  otherwise,  the  quantity,  the  date  of  im- 
portation, and  the  name  of  vessel  or  vehicle  by 
which  It  was  imported,  with  such  additional  par- 
ticulars as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required,  shall 
be  received  by  the  collector  of  customs  as  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  exportation  of  the  metal,  or  it  may 
be  removed  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary 
of  Treasury  may  prescribe  to  any  other  bonded 
warehouse,  or  upon  entry  for  and  payment  of  duties 
for  domestic  consumption.  All  labor  performed  and 
services  rendered  under  these  regulations  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  the  customs  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  Treasury,  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  manufacturer. 

Sec.  25.  That  where  imported  materials  on  which 
duties  have  been  paid  are  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  articles  manufactured  or  produced  in  the  United 
States,  there  shall  be  allowed  on  the  exportation  ot 
such  articles  a  drawback  equal  in  amount  to  the 
duties  paid  ou  the  materials  used,  less  1  per  cent  of 
such  duties:  Provided,  That  when  the  articles  ex- 
ported are  made  in  part  from  domestic  materials,  the 
imported  materials,  or  the  parts  of  the  articles  made 
from  such  materials,  shall  so  appear  in  the  com- 
pleted articles  that  the  quantity  or  measure  thereof 
may  be  ascertained  :  And  provided  further.  That  the 
drawback  on  any  article  allowed  under  existing  law 
shall  be  continued  at  the  rate  herein  provided. 
That  the  imported  materials  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture or  production  of  articles  entitled  to  drawback 
of  customs  duties  when  exported  shall  in  all  cases 
where  drawback  of  duties  paid  on  such  materials  is 
claimed  be  identified,  the  quantity  of  such  materi- 
als used  and  the  amount  of  duties  paid  thereon 
shall  be  ascertained,  the  facts  of  the  manufacture  or 
production  of  such  articles  in  the  United  States,  and 
their  exportation  therefrom  shall  be  determined,  and 
the  drawback  due  thereon  shall  be  paid  to  the  manu- 
facturer, producer  or  exporter,  to  the  agent  of  either, 
or  to  the  person  to  whom  such  manufacturer,  pro- 
ducer, exporter  or  agent  shall  in  writing  order  such 
drawback  paid,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  Treasury  shall  prescribe. 

Internal  Revenue. 

Sec.  26.  That  on  and  after  May  I,  1891,  all 
special  taxes  imposed  by  the  laws  now  in  force, 
upon  dealers  in  leaf  tobacco,  retail  dealers  in  leaf 
tobacco,  dealers  in  tobacco,  manufacturers  of  to- 
bacco.mauufacturers  of  cigars  and  peddlers  of  tobacco 
are  hereby  repealed.  Every  such  dealer  in  leaf  to- 
bacco, retail  dealer  in  leaf  tobacco,  manufacturer 
and  peddler  shall,  however,  register  with  the  col- 
lector of  the  district  his  name  or  style,  place  of  resi- 
dence, trade  or  business,  and  the  place  where  such 
trade  or  business  is  to  be  carried  on,  the  same  as 
though  the  tax  had  not  been  repealed,  and  a  failure 
to  register  as  herein  required  shall  subject  such  per- 
son to  a  penalty  ot  $50. 

Sec.  27.  That  all  provisions  of  the  statutes  im- 
posing restrictions  of  any  kind  whatsoever  upon 
farmers  and  growers  of  tobacco  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  their  leaf  tobacco,  and  the  keeping  of  books,  and  the 
registration  and  report  of  their  sales  of  leaf  tobacco, 
or  imposing  any  tax  on  account  of  such  Hales,  are 
hereby  repealed ;  Provided,  however.  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  every  farmer  or  planter  producing  and 
selling  leaf  tobacco,  on  demand  of  any  internal  reve- 
nue officer,  or  other  authorized  agent  of  the  Treasury 
Department,  to  furnish  said  officer  or  agent  a  true  and 
complete  statement,  verified  by  oath,  of  all  his  sales 
of  leaf  tobacco,  the  number  of  hogsheads,  cases  or 
pounds, with  the  name  and  residence, in  each  Instance, 
of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  and  the  place  to  which 
it  is  shipped.  And  every  farmer  or  planter  who 
willfully  refuses  to  furnish  such  information,  or  who 


knowingly  makes  false  statements  as  to  any  of  the 
facta  aforesaid  shall  be  guilty  ol  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding $500. 

Sec.  2*.  That  sec.  3331  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  said  number  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following : 

"Every  peddler  of  tobacco,  before  commencing, 
or,  if  he  has  already  commenced,  before  continuing 
to  peddle  tobacco,  shall  furnish  to  the  collector  of 
his  district  a  statement  accurately  setting  forth  the 
place  of. his  residence,  and,  if  in  a  city,  the  street 
and  number  of  the  street  where  he  resides,  the  State 
or  States  through  which  he  proposes  to  travel ;  also 
whether  he  proposes  to  sell  his  own  manufactures 
or  the  manufactures  of  others,  and,  if  he  sells  for 
other  parties,  the  person  for  whom  he  sells.  He 
shall  also  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $500,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  collector  of  the  district,  conditioned 
that  he  shall  not  engage  in  any  attempt,  by  himself 
or  by  collusion  with  others,  to  defraud  the  govern- 
ment of  any  tax  on  tobacco,  snuff  or  cigars;  that  he 
shall  neither  sell  nor  otter  for  sale  any  tobacco,  snuff 
or  cigars,  except  in  original  and  full  packages,  as  the 
law  requires  the  same  to  be  put  up  and  prepared  by 
the  manufacturer  for  sale,  or  for  removal  for  sale  or 
consumption,  and  except  such  packages  of  tobacco, 
snuff  and  cigars  as  bear  the  manufacturer's  label  or 
caution  notice,  and  his  legal  marks  and  brands,  and 
genuine  internal  revenue  stamps  which  have  never 
before  been  used.'' 

Sec.  29.  That  sec.  3383,  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended  by  sec.  15  of  the  act  of  March  1, 1879,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all 
of  said  section  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"  Every  peddler  of  tobacco  shall  obtain  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  collector  of  his  collection  district,  who 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  same, 
giving  the  name  of  the  peddler,  his  residence,  and 
the  fact  of  his  having  filed  the  required  bond;  and 
shall  on  demand  of  any  officer  of  internal  revenue 
produce  and  exhibit  his  certificate.  And  whenever 
any  peddler  refuses  to  exhibit  his  certificate,  as 
aforesaid,  on  demand  of  any  officer  of  internal  reve- 
nue, said  officer  may  seize  the  horse  or  mule,  wagon 
and  contents  or  pack,  bundle  or  basket,  of  any  person 
so  refusing;  and  the  collector  of  the  district  in  which 
the  seizure  occurs  may,  on  ten  days'  notice,  pub- 
lished in  any  newspaper  in  the  district,  or  served 
personally  on  the  peduler,  or  at  his  dwelling-house, 
require  such  peddler  to  show  cause,  if  any  he  has, 
why  the  horses  or  mules,  wagons  and  contents,  pack, 
bundle  or  basket  so  seized  shall  not  be  forfeited.  In 
case  no  sufficient  cause  is  shown,  proceedings  for 
the  forfeiture  of  the  property  seized  shall  be  taken 
under  the  general  provisions  of  the  internal  revenue 
laws  relating  to  forfeitures.  Any  internal  revenue 
agent  may  demand  production  of  and  inspect  the 
collector's  certificate  for  peddlers,  and  refusal  or 
failure  to  produce  the  same,  when  so  demanded, 
shall  subject  the  party  guilty  thereof  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $500  and  to  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  12  months." 

Sec.  30.  That  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  January. 
1891,  the 'internal  taxes  on  smoking  and  manu- 
factured tobacco  shall  be  6  cents  per  pound,  and  on 
snuff  6  cents  per  pound. 

Sec.  31.  That  sec.  3363  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
be  and  hereby  is  amended  by  striking  out  all  after 
said  number  and  substituting  the  following : 

"  No  manufactured  tobacco  shall  be  sold  or  offered 
for  sale  unless  put  up  in  packages  and  stamped 
as  prescribed  in  this  chapter,  except  at  retail  by 
retail  dealers  from  packages  authorized  by  sec.  3362 
of  the  Revised  Statutes;  and  every  person  who  sells 
or  otters  for  sale  any  snuff  or  any  kind  of  manufac- 
tured tobacco  not  so  put  up  in  packages  and  stamped 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  |500  nor  more  than  $5,000, 
and  imprisoned  not  less  than  6  months  nor  more  than  | 

2  veals." 

Sec.  32.  That  sec.  3392  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended  by  sec.  16  of  the  act  of  March  1. 1879,  be  and 
the  same  hereby  Is  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  All  cigars  shall  be  packed  in  boxes  not  before 
used  for  that  purpose,  containing  respectively  25,  50, 
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100,200,  250  or  500  cigars  each:  Provided,  however. 
That  manufacturers  of  cigars  shall  he  permitted  to 
pack  in  boxes  not  before  used  for  that  purpose  cigars 
not  to  exceed  13  nor  less  than  12  in  number,  to  be 
used  as  sample  boxes ;  and  every  person  who  sells  or 
offers  for  sale,  or  delivers  or  offers  to  deliver,  any 
cigars  in  any  other  form  than  in  new  boxes  as  above 
described,  or  who  packs  in  any  box  any  cigars  in  ex- 
cess of  or  less  than  the  number  provided  by  law  to  be 
put  in  each  box  respectively,  or  who  falsely  brands 
anv  box,  or  affixes  a  stamp  on  any  box  denoting  a 
less  amount  of  tax  than  that  required  by  law,  shall 
be  fined  for  each  offense  not  more  than  $1,000,  and  be 
imprisoned  not  more  than  2  years:  Provided,  That 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  prevent- 
ing the" sale  of  cigars  at  retail  by  retail  dealers  who 
have  paid  the  special  tax  as  such  from  boxes  packed, 
stamped  and  branded  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law: 
And  provided  further.  That  every  manufacturer  of 
cigarettes  shall  put  up  all  the  cigarettes  that  he 
manutacturesor  has  manufactured  for  him,  and  sells 
or  removes  for  consumption  or  tise  in  packages  or 
parcels  containing  10,  20,  50  or  100  cigarettes  each, 
and  shall  securely  affix  to  each  of  said  packages  or 
parcels  a  suitable  stamp  denoting  the  tax  thereon, 
and  shall  properly  cancel  the  same  prior  to  such  sale 
or  removal  for  consumption  or  use,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Commissioner  cf  Internal  Revenue 
shall  prescribe  ;  and  all  cigarettes  imported  from  a 
foreign  country  shall  be  packed,  stamped  and  the 
stamps  canceled  in  like  manner,  in  addition  to  the 
import  stamp  indicating  inspection  of  the  custom- 
house before  thev  are  withdrawn  therefrom. " 

Sec.  33.  That  sec,  3357  of  the  Revised  Statutes  as 
amended  by  sec.  2  of  the  act  of  June  9, 1880,  be  and 
the  same  is  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
number  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

••  Every  collector  shall  keep  a  record,  in  a  book  or 
books  provided  for  that  purpose,  to  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  only  the  proper  officers  of  internal  reve- 
nue, including  deputy  collectors  and  internal  reve- 
nue agents,  of  the  name  and  residence  of  every  per- 
son engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  tobacco  or  snuff 
in  his  district,  the  place  where  such  manufacture  is 
carried  on,  and  the  number  of  the  manufactory ;  an:l 
he  shall  enter  in  said  record,  under  the  name  of  each 
manufacturer,  a  copy  of  every  inventory  required  by 
law  to  be  made  by  such  manufacturer,  and  an  ab- 
stract of  his  monthly  returns ;  and  he  shall  cause  the 
several  manufactories  of  tobacco  or  snuff  in  his  dis- 
trict to  be  numbered  consecutively,  which  numbers 
shall  not  be  thereafter  changed,  except  for  reasons 
satisfactory  to  himself  and  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue." 

Sec.  34.  That  sec.  3389  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended  by  sec.  16  of  the  act  of  March  1, 1879,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Every  collector  shall  keep  a  record,  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  to  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  only  the  proper  officers  of  internal  revenue,  includ- 
ing deputy  collectors  and  internal  revenue  agents,  of 
the  name  and  residence  of  every  person  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  cigars  in  his  district,  the  place 
where  such  manufacture  is  carried  on,  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  manufactory;  and  he  shall  enter  in  said 
record,  under  the  name  of  each  manufacturer,  an  ab- 
>tra't  of  his  inventory  and  monthly  returns  ;  and  he 
shall  cause  the  several  manufacturers  of  cigars  in  the 
district  to  be  numbered  consecutively,  which  num- 
ber -hall  not  thereafter  be  changed." 

15.  That  sec.  3387  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended  by  sec-  10  of  the  act  of  March  1, 1879,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  from  the 
said  section  the  following  words,  viz.:  "five  hun- 
dred dollars,  with  an  additional  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  person  proposed  to  be  employed  by  him  in 
making  cigars,"  and  Inserting  in  lieu  of  the  words  so 
stricken  out  the  words  ''one  hundred  dollars." 

Sec.  36.  That  an  internal  revenue  tax  of  $10  per 
pound  shall  be  levied  and  collected  upon  all  opium 
manufactured  in  the  United  States  for  smoking  pur- 
poses; and  no  person  shall  engage  in  such  manufac- 
ture who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and 
who  has  not  given  the  bond  required  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue. 

Bee.  37.     That  every  manufacturer  of  such  opium 


shall  file  with  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  of 
the  district  in  wmich  his  manufactory  is  located 
such  notices,  inventories  and  bonds,  shall  keep  such 
books  and  render  such  returns  of  material  and  pro- 
ducts, shall  put  up  such  signs  and  affix  such  number 
to  his  factory,  and  conduct  his  business  under  such 
surveillance  of  officers  and  agents  as  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  Treasury,  may,  by  regulation,  require. 
But  the  bond  required  by  such  manufacturer  shall  be 
with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  collector  of  internal 
revenue  and  in  a  penal  sum  of  not  less  than  §5,000  ; 
and  the  sitm  of  said  bond  may  be  increased  from 
time  to  time  and  additional  sureties  required  at  the 
discretion  of  the  collector  or  under  instructions  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue. 

Sec.  38.  That  all  prepared  smoking  opium  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  shall,  before  removal 
from  the  custom-house,  be  duly  stamped  in  such 
manner  as  to  denote  that  the  duty  thereon  has  been 
paid:  and  that  all  opium  manufactured  in  the  United 
States  for  smoking  purposes,  before  being  removed 
from  the  place  of  manufacture,  whether  for  con- 
sumption or  storage,  shall  be  duly  stamped  in  such 
permanent  manner  as  to  denote  the  payment  of  the 
internal  revenue  tax  thereon. 

Sec.  39.  That  the  provisions  of  existing  laws  gov- 
erning the  engraving,  issue,  sale,  accountability,  ef- 
facement,  cancellation  and  destruction  of  stamps  re- 
lating to  tobacco  and  snuff,  as  far  as  applicable,  are 
hereby  made  to  apply  to  stamps  provided  for  by  the 
preceding  section. 

Sec.  40.  That  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  §1,000, 
or  imprisonment  not  more  than  1  year,  or  both  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  shall  be  imposed  for  each  and 
every  violation  of  the  preceding  sections  relating  to 
opium  by  any  person  or  persons;  and  all  prepared 
smoking  opium  wherever  found  within  the  United 
States,  without  stamps  required  by  this  act,  shall  be 
forfeited. 

Sec.  41.  That  wholesale  dealers  in  oleomargarine 
shall  keep  such  books  and  render  such  returns  in  re- 
lation thereto  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
Treasury,  may,  by  regulation,  require,  and  such 
books  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of 
any  internal  revenue  officer  or  agent. 

Sec.  42.  That  any  producer  of  pure  sweet  wines, 
who  is  also  a  distiller,  authorized  to  separate  from 
fermented  grape-juice,  under  internal  reve'hue  laws,  < 
wine  spirits,  may  use,  free  of  tax,  in  the  preparation 
of  such  sweet  wines,  under  such  regulations  and 
after  filing  of  such  notices  and  bonds,  together  with 
the  keeping  of  such  records  and  the  rendition  of 
such  reports  as  to  materials  and  products,  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  Treasury,  may  prescribe, 
so  much  of  such  wine  spirits  so  separated  by  him  as 
may  be  necessary  to  fortify  the  wine  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  saccharine  matter  contained  therein: 
Provided,  That  the  wine  spirits  so  used  free  of  tax 
shall  not,  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  to  in- 
troduce into  such  sweet  wines  an  alcoholic  strength 
equal  to  14  per  cent  of  the  volume  of  such  wines 
after  such  use:  Provided  further,  That  such  wine 
containing  after  such  fortification  more  than  24  per 
cent  of  alcohol,  as  defined  by  sec.  3249  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States : 
Provided  further.  That  such  use  of  wine  spirits  free 
from  tax  shall  be  confined  to  the  months  of  August, 
September.  October,  November,  December,  January, 
Februarv,  March  and  April  of  each  year.  The  Com- 
missioner ot  Internal  Revenue,  in  determining  the 
liability  of  any  distiller  of  fermented  grape-juice  to 
assessment  under  sec.  3309  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
is  authorized  to  allow  such  distiller  credit  in  his  com- 
putation for  the  wine  spirits  used  by  him  in  pre- 
paring sweet  wine  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  43.  That  the  wine  spirits  mentioned  in  sec. 
53  of  this  act  is  the  product  resulting  from  the  dis- 
tillation of  fermented  grape-juice,  and  shall  be  held 
to  include  the  product  commonly  known  as  grape 
brandy  ;  and  the  pure  sweet  wine  which  may  be  for- 
tified free  of  tax,  as  provided  in  said  section,  is  fer- 
mented grape-juice  only,  and  shall  contain  no  other 


substance  of  any  kind  whatever  introduced  betore, 
at  the  time  of  or  after  fermentation,  and  such  sweet 
wine  shall  contain  not  less  than  4  per  cent  of  sac- 
charine matter,  which  saccharine  strength  maybe 

determined  by  testing,  with  Balling's  saccharometer 

or  must-scale,  such  sweet  wine,  alter  the  evapora- 
tion of  the  spirits  contained  therein,  and  restoring  the 
sample  tested  to  original  volume  by  addition  of  water. 

Sec  44.  That  any  person  who  shall  use  wine 
spirits,  as  defined  by  sec.  54  of  this  act,  or  other 
spirits  on  which  the  internal  revenue  tax  has  not 
been  paid,  otherwise  than  within  the  limitations  Bel 
forth  in  sec.  55  of  this  act,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  made  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  ot  double  the  amount  of  the  tax 
on  the  wine  spirits  or  other  spirits  so  unlawfully  used. 
Whenever  it  is  impracticable  in  any  case  to  ascer- 
tain the  quantity  of  wine  spirits  or  other  spirits  that 
have  been  used  in  violation  of  this  act  in  mixtures 
with  any  wines,  all  alcohol  contained  in  such  un- 
lawful mixtures  of  wine  with  wine  spirits  or  other 
spirits  in  excess  of  10  per  cent  shall  be  held  to  be  un- 
lawfully used  :  Provided,  however.  That  if  water  has 
been  added  to  such  unlawful  mixtures,  either  before, 
at  the  time  of  or  after  such  unlawful  use  of  wine 
spirits  or  other  spirits,  all  the  alcohol  contained 
therein  shall  be  considered  to  have  been  unlawfully 
used.  In  reference  to  alcoholic  strength  of  wines 
and  mixtures  of  wines  with  spirits  in  this  act,  the 
measurement  is  intended  to  be  according  to  volume 
and  not  according  to  weight. 

Sec.  45.  That  under  such  regulations  and  official 
supervision,  and  upon  the  execution  of  such  entries 
and  the  giving  of  such  bonds,  bills  of  lading  and 
other  security  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
Treasury,  shall  prescribe,  any  producer  of  pure 
sweet  wines  as  defined  by  this  act  may  withdraw 
wine  spirits  from  any  special  bonded  warehouse  free 
of  tax,  in  original  packages,  in  any  quantity  not  less 
than  80  wine  gallons,  and  may  use  so  much  of  the 
same  as  may  be  required  by  him,  under  such  regula- 
tions, and  after  the  tiling  of  such  notices  and  bonds, 
and  the  keeping  of  such  records,  and  the  rendition 
of  such  reports  as  to  materials  and  products  and  the 
disposition  of  the  same  as  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  shall  prescribe,  In  fortifying  the 
pure  sweet  wines  made  by  him,  and  for  no  other 
purpose,  in  accordance  with  the  limitations  and  pro- 
visions as  to  uses,  amount  to  be  used  and  period  for 
using  the  same  set  forth  in  sec.  53  of  this  act ;  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Treasury,  is  authorized, 
whenever  he  shall  deem  it  to  be  necessary  for  the 
prevention  of  violations  of  this  law,  to  prescribe 
that  wine  spirits  withdrawn  under  this  section  shall 
not  be  used  to  fortify  wines  except  at  a  certain  dis- 
tance prescribed  by  him  from  any  distillery,  rectify- 
ing house,  winery  or  other  establishment  used  for 
producing  or  storing  distilled  spirits,  or  for  making 
or  storing  wines  other  than  wines  which  are  so  for- 
tified, and  that  in  the  building  in  which  such  forti- 
fication of  wines  is  practiced  no  wines  or  spirits 
other  than  those  permitted  by  this  regulation  shall 
be  stored.  The  use  of  wine  spirits  free  of  tax  for  the 
fortification  of  sweet  wines  under  this  act  shall  he 
begun  and  completed  at  the  vineyard  of  tie- wine- 
grower where  the  grapes  are  crushed  and  the  grape 
juice  is  expressed  and  fermented,  such  use  to  be 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  an  officer  of  in- 
terna) revenue,  who  shall  make  returns  describing 
the  kinds  and  quantities  of  wine  so  fortified,  and 
shall  affix  such  stamps  and  seals  to  the  packages 
containing  such  wines  as  may  be  proscribed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  :  ami  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  shall  provide  by 
regulations  the  time  within  which  wines  so  fortified 
with  the  wine  spirits  so  withdrawn  may  be  subject 
to  inspection,  and  for  final  accounting  for  the  use 
of  such  wine  spirits  and  for  re-warehousing  or  for 
pavment  of  the  tax  on  any  portion  of  such  wine 
spirits  which  remain  not  used  in  fortifying  pure 
sweet  wines. 


Bee.  n">  That  wine  spirits  may  be  withdrawn  from 
special  bonded  warehouses  at  the  instance-  of  any 
person  desiring  to  nse  the  same  to  fortify  any  wines 
In  accordance  with  commercial  demands  of  foreign 
markets,  when  snefa  wines  are  Intended  for  exporta- 
tion, without  the  payment  of  tax  on  the  amount  of 
wine  spirits  used  in  such  fortification,  under  such 
regulations,  and  after  making  such  entries  and  ex- 
ecuting and  filing  with  the  collector  of  the  district 
from  which  the  removal  is  to  be  made  Buch  bonds 

and  bills  of  lading,  and  giving  such  other  additional 
security  to  prevent  the  use  of  such  wine  spirits  free 
of  tax  or  otherwise  than  In  the  fortification  of  wine 
intended  for  exportation,  and  for  the  due  exporta- 
tion of  the  wine  so  fortified,  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Treasury:  and  all  of 
the  provisions  of  law  governing  the  exportation  of 
distilled  spirits  free  of  tax,  so  far  as  applicable, 
shall  apply  to  the  withdrawal  and  use  of  wine  spir- 
its and  the  exportation  of  the  same  in  accordance 
with  this  section;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Inter- 
nal Revenue  is  authorized,  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Secretary  of  Treasury,  to  prescribe  that  wine 
spirits  intended  for  the  fortification  of  wines  under 
this  section  shall  not  be  introduced  into  such  wines 
except  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  an  officer 
of  internal  revenue,  who  shall  make  returns  describ- 
ing the  kinds  and  quantities  of  wine  so  fortified,  and 
shall  affix  such  stamps  and  seals  to  the  package  con- 
taining such  wines  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  Treasury.  Whenever  such  wine 
spirits  are  withdrawn  as  provided  herein  for  the  for- 
tification of  wines  intended  for  exportation  by  sea 
they  shall  be  introduced  into  such  wines  only  after 
removal  from  storage  and  arrival  alongside  of  the 
vessel  which  is  to  transport  the  same  ;  and  whenever 
transportation  of  such  wines  is  to  be  effected  by  land 
carriage  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
with  the  ap/proval  of  the  Secretary  of  Treasury,  shall 
prescribe  such  regulations  as  to  sealing  packages  and 
vehicles  containing  the  same,  and  as  to  the  supervis- 
ion of  transportation  from  the  point  of  departure, 
which  point  shall  be  determined  as  the  place  where 
such  wine  spirits  may  be  introduced  into  such  wines, 
to  the  point  of  destination  as  may  be  necessary  to  in- 
sure the  due  exportation  of  such  fortified  wines. 

Sec.  47.  That  all  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the 
re-importation  of  any  goods  of  domestic  growth  or 
manufacture  which  were  originally  liable  to  an  in- 
ternal revenue  tax  shall  be,  as  far  as  applicable,  en- 
forced against  any  domestic  wines  sought  to  be  re- 
imported:  and  duty  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
upon  the  same  when  re-imported,  as  an  original  im- 
portation. 

Sec.  is.  That  any  person  using  wine  spirits  or 
other  spirits  which  have  not  been  tax-paid  in  forti- 
fying wine  otherwise  than  as  provided  for  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $2,000,  and  for  every  offense  other  than 
the  first  also  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  1 
year. 

Sec.  19.  That  wine  spirits  used  in  fortifying  wines 
may  be  recovered  from  such  wine  only  on  the  prem- 
ises of  a  duly  authorized  grape  brandy  distiller  ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  such  recovery  wines  so  fortified 
may  be  received  as  material  on  the  premises  of  such 
a  distiller,  on  the  special  permit  of  the  collector  of 
internal  nvenue  in  whose  district  the  distillery  is 
located  ;  and  the  distiller  will  be  held  to  pay  the  tax 
on  a  product  from  such  wines  as  will  include  both 
the  alcoholic  strength  therein  produced  by  the  fer- 
mentation of  the  grape-juice  and  that  obtained 
from  the  .elded  distilled  spirits. 

0.  That  on  and  after  the  day  when  this  act 
shall  go  Into  effect  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
previously  imported,  for  which  no  entry  has  been 
made,  and  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  previ- 
ously entered  without  payment  of  duty  and  under 
bond  for  warehousing,  transportation  or  anv  other 
purpose,  for  which  no  permit  of  delivery  to  the  im- 
porter or  his  agent  has  been  issued,  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  no  other  duty  upon  the  entry  or  the  with- 
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drawal  thereof  than  if  the  same  were  imported  re- 
spectively after  that  day :  Provided,  That  any  im- 
ported merchandise  deposited  in  bond  in  any  public 
or  private  bonded  warehouse  having  been  so  de- 
posited prior  to  the  1st  day  of  October,  1890,  may  be 
withdrawn  for  consumption  at  any  time  prior  to 
Februarv  1,1891.  upon  the  payment  of  duties  at  the 
rates  in  "force  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act:  Pro- 
vided further.  That  when  duties  are  based  upon  the 
weight  of  merchandise  deposited  in  any  public  or 
private  bonded  warehouse  said  duties  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  upon  the  weight  of  such  merchandise 
at  the  time  o  its  withdrawal. 

Sec  51.  That  all  goods,  wares,  articles  and  mer- 
chandise manufactured  wholly  or  in  part  in  any  for- 
eign countrv  bv  convict  labor  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  entry  at  anv  of  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  importation  thereof  is  hereby  prohibited,  and  the 
Secretarv  of  Treasurv  is  authorized  to  prescribe  such 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  enforcement 
of  this  provision. 

Sec.  52.  That  the  value  of  foreign  coin  as  expressed 
in  the  monev  of  account  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  that  of  the  pure  metal  of  such  coin  of  standard 
value;  and  the  values  of  the  standard  coins  in  cir- 
culation of  the  various  nations  of  the  world  shall  be 
estimated  quarterly  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  and 
he  proclaimed  bv  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  immedi- 
atelv  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  thereafter 
quarterly  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October  in  each  year. 

Sec.  53.  That  all  special  taxes  shall  become  due  on 
the  1st  dav  of  July,  1891,  and  on  the  1st  day  of  July 
in  each  vear  thereafter,  or  on  commencing  any 
trade  or  business  on  which  such  tax  is  imposed.  In 
the  former  case  the  tax  shall  be  reckoned  for  1  year ; 
and  in  the  latter  case  it  shall  be  reckoned  propor- 
tionately from  the  first  day  of  the  mdnth  in  which 
the  liability  to  a  special  tax  commenced  to  the  1st 
day  of  Julv  following.  Special  tax  stamps  may  be 
issued  for  the  months  of  May  and  June,  1891,  upon 
pavment  of  the  amount  of  tax  reckoned  proportion- 
ated under  the  laws  now  in  force,  and  such  stamps 
which  have  been  or  may  be  issued  for  the  period 
ending  April  30, 1890,  may,  upon  payment  ot  one- 
sixth  of  the  amount  required  to  be  paid  for  such 
stamps  for  1  vear,  be  extended  until  July  1,  1891, 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue.    And  it  shall  be 


the  duty  of  special  tax  payers  to  render  their  returns 
to  the  deputy  collector  at  such  times  within  the 
calendar  month  in  which  the  special  tax  liability 
commenced  as  shall  enable  him  to  receive  such  re- 
turns, duly  signed  and  verified,  not  later  than  the 
last  day  of  the  month,  except  in  cases  of  sickness  or 
absence,  as  provided  for  in  sec.  3176  of  the  Revised 
Statutes. 

Sec.  54.  That  sec.  20  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act 
to  simplify  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  collection  of 
revenues,"  approved  June  10, 1890,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  ae  follows : 

'"  See.  20.  That  any  merchandise  deposited  in 
bond  in  any  public  or  private  bonded  warehouse 
may  be  withdrawn  for  consumption  within  3  years 
from  the  date  of  original  importation,  on  payment 
of  the  duties  and  charges  to  which  it  maybe  sub- 
ject by  law  at  the  time  ot  such  withdrawal :  Provided, 
That  nothing  herein  shall  affect  or  impair  existing 
provisions  of  law  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of  perish- 
able or  explosive  articles." 

Sec.  55.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  incon- 
sistent with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided, 
however.  That  the  repeal  of  existing  laws,  or  modifi- 
cations thereof,  embraced  in  this  act  shall  not  affect 
any  act  done  or  any  right  accruing  or  accrued  or 
any  suit  or  proceeding  had  or  commenced  in  any 
civil  cause  before  the  said  repeal  or  modifications, 
but  all  rights  and  liabilities  under  said  laws  shall 
continue  and  may  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  said  repeal  or  modification  had  not  been  made. 

Any  offenses  committed,  and  all  penalties  or  for- 
feitures or  liabilities  incurred  under  any  statute 
embraced  in,  or  changed,  modified  or  repealed  by 
this  act,  may  be  prosecuted  and  punished  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  if  this  act 
had  not  been  passed.  All  acts  of  limitation,  whether 
applicable  to  civil  causes  and  proceedings  or  to  the 
prosecution  of  offenses  or  for  the  recovery  of  pen- 
alties or  forfeitures,  embraced  in  or  modified,  changed 
or  repealed  by  this  act.  shall  not  be  affected  thereby, 
and  all  suits,  proceedings  or  prosecutions,  whether 
civil  or  criminal,  for  causes  arising  or  acts  done  or 
committed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  may  be 
commenced  and  prosecuted  within  the  same  time  and 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed.

THE   WORLD'S  COLUMBIAN  EXPOSITION. 


On  February  21,  lS90,jthe  House  of  Representatives 
balloted  for  ;i  site  tor  the  location  ot  the  proposed 
World's  fair  in  commemoration  of  the  discovery  of 
America.    Four  cities  contested  for  the  honor  and 

eight  ballots  were  taken,  Chicago  leading  from  the 
Bret.  On  the  first  ballot  Chicago  had  115  votes;  New- 
York,  72;  St.  Louis,  01 ;  Washington,  56  — necessary 
to  a  choice,  153.  Ou  the  last  ballot  Chicago  had  157 ; 
New  York.  M7;  St.  Louis,  25;  Washington,  18  — 
necessary  to  a  choice,  154. 

"  An  Act  to  provide  for  celebrating  the  four  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  by 
Christopher  Columbus,  by  holding  an  international 
exhibition  of  arts,  industries,  manufactures  ami  the 
product  of  the  soil,  mine  and  sea  in  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. State  of  Illinois,''  was  passed  by  Congress,  and 
approved  April  25,  1890.  It  creates  the  World's 
Columbian  Commission,  composed  of  two  Commis- 
sioners from  each  State  and  Territory,  and  eight  Com- 
missioners at  large  ;  those  from  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories to  be  appointed  by  the  Governors,  and  those  at 
large  bytthe  President ;  their  compensation  not  to  ex- 
ceed $6  per  day  and  traveling  expenses.  This  Com- 
mission, when  organized,  is  authorized  to  accept  the 
site  and  plans  submitted  by  the  State  of  Illinois,  pro- 
vided evidence  is  furnished  of  the  possession  of  a 
bona  fide  subscribed  capital  stock  of  $5,000,000,  and 
that  an  additional  $5,000,000  can  be  secured.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  determine  the  plan 
and  scope  of  the  exposition,  allot  space  to  exhibitors, 
appoint  judges  and  examiners,  and  generally  have 
charge  of  all  intercourse  with  the  exhibitors  and 
representatives  of  foreign  nations.  The  date  of  dedi- 
cation of  the  buildings  is  fixed  at  October  12. 1892, 
and  the  exposition  is  to  open  not  later  than  May  1, 
1893,  and  close  not  later  than  October  30,  1893.  Arti- 
cles imported  for  the  sole  purpose  of  exhibition  are 
to  be  admitted  duty  free,  but  if  they  are  afterward 
sold,  must  pay  the  customary  duty.  Provision  Is 
made  for  a  suitable  Government  exhibit.but  the  entire 
sum  lor  which  the  Government  shall  be  liable  must 
not  exceed  $1,500,000.  The  President  is  directed  to 
hold  a  naval  review  in  New  York  harbor,  and  invite 
foreign  nations  to  participate  therein. 

The  first  session  of  the  Commission  was  held  in 
Chicago,  June  26.  Jackson  Park  and  a  portion  ot 
the  lake  front  of  the  city  were  selected  as  sites  for 
the  Exposition,  and  preparations  were  at  once  made 
lor  the  erection  of  the  buildings.  The  President  was 
subsequently  notified  that  all  the  preliminary  re- 
quirements had  been  compliedwith.and  he  thereupon, 
on  December  21,  issued  the  following  proclamation  : 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America: 

A  proclamation :  Whereas,  Satisfactory  proof  has 
been  presented  to  me  that  provision  has  been  made 
for  adequate  grounds  and  buildings  for  the  uses  of  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition,  and  that  a  sum,  not 
less  than  $10,000,000  to  be  used  and  expended  for  the 
purposes  of  said  exposition,  has  been  provided  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  conditions  and  requirements  of 
section  10  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for 
celebrating  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
discovery  of  America  by  Christopher  Columbus,  by 
holding  an  international  exhibition  of  arts,  industries,  > 
manufactures  and  the  products  of  the  soil,  mine  and 
sea,  in  the  citv  of  Chicago,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,''  j 
approved  April  25,  1891. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benlamin  Harrison.  President  of 
the  United  States,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested 
In  me  hy  said  act,  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim 
that  such  international  exhibition  will  be  opened  on 
the  1st  day  of  May.  in  the  vear  1893,  in  the  city  of 
Chicago,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  will  not  be 
closed  before  the  last  Tuesday  in  October  of  the  same 
year.  And,  in  the  name  of  the  Government  ami  of 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  I  do  hereby  invite 
all  the  nations  of  the  earth  to  take  part  in  the  com- 
memoration of  an  event  that  is  pre-eminent  in  hu- 
man history,  and  of  lasting  interest  to  mankind,  by 
appointing  representatives  thereto,  and  sending  such 


exhibits  to  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  as  win 
rnosl   fitly  and  fully  Illustrate  their  resources,  their 
industries  and  their  progress  in  civilization.

THE  FARMERS'1  ALLIANCE. 


The  Farmers'  Alliance  and  Industrial  Union,  which 
has  suddenly  sprung  into  prominence  as  a  political 
power  in  the  West  and  South,  is  the  result  of  a  union 
of  numerous  farmers'  organizations  in  various  States, 
its  name  being  fixed  at  a  meeting  held  in  St.  Louis  in 
December,  1889,  when  a  constitution  and  declaration 
of  demands  were  adopted,  both  of  which  were  modi- 
fied at  the  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
order,  at  Ocala,  Fla. .  in  December,  1890.  To  be  eligi- 
ble for  membership,  persons  must  be  white,  over  six- 
teen years  of  age,  a  believer  in  a  Supreme  Being,  a 
resident  of  the  Siate  six  months,  and  either  a  farmer, 
farm-laborer,  mechanic,  country  preacher,  country 
school  teacher,  country  doctor  or  editor  of  a  strictly 
agricultural  paper  ;  but  each  State  and  Territory  has 
the  right  to  prescribe  the  eligibility  of  applicants 
with  reference  to  color,  though  none  but  white  men 
may  be  elected  delegates  to  the  Supreme  Council. 
The  Associations  composing  the  Alliance  are  secret, 
and  have  a  ritual. 

The  platform  demands  the  abolition  of  the  National 
banks;  the  establishment  of  sub-treasuries  in  the 
several  States  to  loan  money  to  the  people  at  not  ex- 
ceeding two  per  cent  interest  on  non-perishable  farm 
products  and  real  estate ;  the  increase  of  the  circula- 
ting medium  to  not  less  than  $50  per  capita ;  the  pas- 
sage of  laws  prohibiting  the  dealing  in  futures  t>n 
agricultural  and  mechanical  productions;  the  free 
and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver ;  prohibition  of  alien 
ownership  of  lands,  and  the  reclamation  of  all  lands 
owned  by  aliens  and  foreign  syndicates,  and  lands 
held  by  railroads  and  other  corporations  in  excess  of 
actual  needs ;  the  removal  of  tariff  taxes  from  the 
necessaries  of  life,  and  the  imposition  of  a  graduated 
tax  on  incomes ;  the  maintenance  of  government 


control  of  the  means  of  communication  and  trans- 
portation, "  with  government  ownership  of  such 
means  if  abuses  are  not  corrected ;  the  election  of 
United  States  Senators  by  popular  vote,  and  the  pas- 
sage of  what  is  known  as  the  Sub-Treasury  bill,  now 
before  Congress.  This  bill  provides,  in  effect,  for  the 
establishment  of  branches  of  the  treasury  depart- 
ment in  every  county  in  which  one  hundred  citizens 
shall  petition  therefor  and  fulfill  other  specified  con- 
ditions, wherein  owners  of  crops  may  deposit  the 
same,  and  receive  therefor  treasury  notes  to  the 
amount  of  80  per  cent  of  the  market  value  of  the 
produce,  said  treasury  notes  to  be  a  full  legal  tender 
and  may  be  held  by  any  National  bank  as  part  of  its 
legal  reserve.  The  depositor  of  such  produce  is  also 
to  receive  a  warehouse  receipt,  negotiable  by  in- 
dorsement, showing  the  amount  and  grade  of  the 
property  deposited,  its  value  at  date  of  deposit,  the 
amount  advanced  and  that  the  interest  on  the  money 
advanced  is  at  the  rate  -of  1  per  cent  per  annum. 
Such  property  may  be  redeemed  by  the  surrender  of 
the  warehouse  receipt  and  the  payment  of  the 
amount  advanced  with  a  sufficient  sum  in  addition 
to  discharge  the  accrued  interest  and  the  charge  for 
warehousing  and  handling.  The  bill  contemplates 
the  appropriation  of  $50,000,000  to  carry  out  its  pro- 
visions.

THE  ELECTION  BILL. 


What  is  known  as  the  Lodge  Election  bill,  now 
pending  in  Congress,  has  excited  much  discussion  in 
the  party  press.  The  following  is  a  brief  statement 
of  its  scope : 


It  enacts  the  Australian  system  of  voting  for  any 
congressional  district  where  the  people,  in  a  formal 
petition,  charge  that  elections  are  not  being  properly 
conducted. 


It  provides  for  a  full  registration  of  all  persons  en- 
titled to  vote  in  that  particular  district . 

It  provides  for  the  appointment  by  the  Federal 
courts  of  supervisors  charged  with  the  duty  of  super- 
intending this  registration  and  of  watching  the 
election  when  it  occurs.  These  officers  and  all  others 
appointed  under  the  act  must  be  of  different  political 
parties. 

It  makes  several  provisions  as  to  the  manner  of 
taking  the  vote,  all  designed  to  insure  the  freedom  of 
the  voter  from  all  kinds  of  interference,  the  absolute 
secrecy  of  his  ballot  and  the  complete  publicity  of 
his  act:  as,  for  instance,  that  the  ballot-box  shall  be 
placed  in  full  view  of  the  voter  and  of  all  the  election 
officers.  National  and  local,  so  that  he  and  they  can 
both  see  that  his  folded  ballot  Is  actually  placed,  as 
he  offered  It,  in  the  box. 


It  make>  false  registration  a  crime. 

It  makes  intimidation  and  bribery  crimes. 

It  makes  the  falsification  of  poll-lists,  returns  and 
certificates  a  crime. 

It  makes  it  a  crime  willfully  and  knowingly  to  re- 
ject legal  votes  or  accept  illegal  ones. 

It  makes  the  fraiiclulent  substitution  of  ballots  not 
cast  for  ballots  cast  a  crime. 

It  makes  the  unlawful  removal  of  ballots  from  a 
ballot-box  a  crime. 

It  makes  fals.-  swearing  perjury  and  ballot-box 
theft  a  felony. 

And  it  provides  for  the  arrest,  trial,  acquittal  and 
release  or  conviction  and  punishment  of  persons  ac- 
cused of  any  of  these  offenses  in  a  Federal  court. 


REPUBLICAN  LEAGUE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


The  Republican  League  was  organized  at  Chicker- 
ing  Hall,  New  York,  December  17,  1887.

ARBOR  DA  Y  IN  NEW  YORK. 


Increasing  interest  is  being  manifested  in  the  ob- 
servance of  Arbor  Day  in  this  State.  In  1889,  5,681 
school  districts  observed  the  day.  In  1890,  8,106 
school  districts  participated,  and  27,130  trees  were 
planted.  It  is  probable  that  more  than  half  a  million 
school  children  united  in  observing  the  day  in  1890. 

In  order  to  arouse  an  interest  in  the  subject  of 
arboriculture.  It  was  suggested  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  that  a  vote  be  taken  in 
the  schools  throughout  the  State  to  determine  upon 
a  State  tree,  to  the  end  that  children  might  be  led  to 
consider  and  discuss  the  different  species  most  to 
their  liking.  The  inspectors  of  election  in  many 
cases  failed  to  obey  the  instructions  that  were  given 
them,  and  the  vote  was  not  returned  in  full.  In 
many  cases  only  the  majority  was  given,  so  that  it  Is 
not  possible  from  the  returns  to  state  the  exact 
number  of  votes  cast  for  each  variety,  but  the  gen- 
eral result  is  about  as  follows :  The  sugar  maple  re- 
ceived forty-three  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast, 
the  oak  twenty-five  per  cent,  and  the  elm  sixteen 
per  cent.  The  remaining  sixteen  per  cent  were  di- 
vided among  some  thirty-five  different  varieties. 

In  1S90,  the  children  of  the  public  schools  also 
voted  on  the  adoption  of  a  State  flower.  The  num- 
ber of  votes  cast  was  318,079,  with  the  following  re- 
sult :

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THE  NEW  APPORTIONMENT  BILL. 

Representation  of  the  Slates  in  Congress  and  the  Electoral  College. 

The  new  Apportionment  Bill,  which,  however,  does  not  go  into  effect  until  March,  1893,  after  the  Presi- 
dential election,  provides  for  a  House  of  356  Representatives,  being  an  increase. of  24  over  the  present 
number.  No  State  will  lose  a  member  but  New  York,  which  is  entitled  to  a  proportionate  increase,  will 
continue  with  its  present  representation.  The  States  whose  membership  in  the  House  will  be  augmented 
are  as  follows :  Alabama,  gain  of  1 ;  Arkansas,  1 ;  California,  1  ;  Colorado,  1 ;  Georgia,  1 ;  Illinois,  2 ;  Kan- 
sas. 1 ;  Massachusetts,!;  Michigan,  1;  Minnesota,  2;  Missouri,  1;  Nebraska,  3;  New  Jersey,  1;  Oregon,  1; 
Pennsylvania,  2  ;  Texas,  2;  Washington,  1;  Wisconsin,  1.  The  principal  gain  is  observed  in  the  Western 
States!  which  acquire  14  of  the  24  new  members.  The  South,  counting  Missouri  as  a  Southern  State,  gets 
6,  while  the  remainder  is  distributed  among  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  Massachusetts.  The  repre- 
sentation of  the  Northern  States  is,  therefore,  increased  by  18.  The  Electoral  College  is  augmented  by  24 
new  members,  giving  that  body  a  membership  of  444.  making  223  votes  necessary  for  election.  The  present 
number,  counting  in  the  rive  new  States,  Montana,  Idaho.  Wyoming,  North  and  South  Dakota,  is  420. 
This  is  increased  by  24  under  the  new  bill.  The  new  members  are  from  the  same  States  as  the  new  repre- 
sentatives.    The  basis  of  population  is  173,901.

The  figures  presented  in  the  table  show  that  sailing  vessels  are  fast  giving  place  to  vessels  propelled  by 
steam.  Taking  schooners  and  barges  together,  and  comparing  the  figures  for  1886  and  1890,  it  appears  that 
there  has  been  a  decrease  of  14.91  per  cent  in  number,  2.29  per  cent  in  tonnage  and  13.38  per  cent  in  value. 
Taking  schooners  and  barges  separately,  the  greater  decrease  is  in  schooners.  Thus,  although  there  is  an 
actual  decrease  in  the  number  of  barges  in  1890  as  compared  with  those  of  1886,  there  is  an  increase  of  14.34 
per  cent  in  the  tonnage  of  this  class  of  vessels.  These  facts  indicate  an  increased  use  of  steam  both  for  im- 
mediate propulsion  and  for  towing. 

The  figures  show  that  steam  vessels  which  have  been  built  during  the  last  four  years  are  of  a  constantly  in- 
creasing size.  In  1886  there  were  but  21  propellers  of  over  1,500,  tons  burden;  in  1890  there  were  110  pro- 
pellers of  this  class.  But  the  tonnage  of  vessels  of  this  class  has  increased  more  rapidly  than  their  number. 
Thus  the  total  tonnage  of  the  21  vessels  of  over  1,500  tons  burden  in  1886  was  34,868.  while  the  total  tonnage  of 
the  110  vessels  in  1890  was  188.390;  that  is  to  say,  the  percentage  of  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels  is 
423.81,  while  the  percentage  of  increase  in  tonnage  is  440.29.  The  total  value  of  this  class  of  vessels  in  1886 
was  $2,645,000 ;  in  1890  it  was  $15,000,092,  showing  an  increase  for  the  four  years  of  570.59  per  cent.  A  com- 
parison similar  to  this  for  any  of  the  classes  of  vessels,  when  taken  in  connection  with  well-known  facts 
relative  to  the  ownership  of  these  large  vessels,  clearly  Bhows  that  the  traffic  of  the  Great  Lakes  is  rapidly 
coming  under  the  control  of  companies  having  at  their  command  large  capital. 

The  same  conclusion  may  be  arrived  at  if  the  changes  in  the  material  made  use  of  in  the  building  of  new 
vessels  are  considered.  Steel  is  more  generally  used  for  large  vessels  than  iron,  composite  or  wood.  In 
1886  there  were  but  six  steel  vessels  afloat  on  the  lakes,  with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  6,459  tons  anil  an 
aggregate  value  of  $694,000.  If  by  the  side  of  these  figures  are  placed  the  corresponding  data  for  the  year 
1890,  it  appears  that  there  are  now  68  steel  vessels  afloat  on  the  lakes,  with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  99,457 
tons  and  an  aggregate  value  of  $11,964,000.  This  shows  an  increase  in  number  of  vessels  of  1.033.33  per  cent, 
in  tonnage  of  1,439.82  per  cent,  and  in  valuation  of  1,623.99  per  cent.  Iron  and  wooden  vessels  have  barely 
held  their  own  during  these  years.  Vessels  built  of  composite,  on  the  other  hand,  show  a  marked  increase 
both  in  number,  tonnage  and  value. 

These  facts  indicate  that  a  new  factor  is  being  introduced  into  the  problem  of  transcontinental  trans- 
portation. 


THE  NATIONAL  ENSIGN. 

On  November  13, 1890,  Secretary  Tracy  issued  an  order  that  until  July  4.  1891,  the  union  of  the  National 
ensign  and  the  union  Jack  used  in  the  Naval  Service  should  be  composed  of  five  rows  of  seven  stars  ami  one 
row  of  eight  stars,  to  provide  for  the  addition  of  the  five  new  States  of  North  and  South  Dakota,  Montana, 
Washington  and  Idaho.  In  the  arrangement  space  is  left  for  the  addition  of  another  star  to  represent 
Wyoming,  which  will  be  added  on  July  4, 1891.

In  1888  the  production  in  the  United  States  of  hay  was  41,454,458  tons;  hops,  1,987,790,000  pounds;  Irish 
potatoes,  201.984,140  bushels  ;  cane  sugar,  162,264  tons  ;  maple  sugar, "20,000  tons  ;  tobacco,  565,794,264  pounds; 
peanuts,  2,600,000  bushels ;  wool,  265,000,000  pounds. 

COMMERCE  ON  THE  GREA  T  LAKES. 

More  tons  of  freight  pass  through  the  Detroit  river  each  year  than  the  total  exports  and  imports  of  the 
United  States  for  a  twelvemonth.  At  Cleveland,  Ashtabula,  Fairport,  Buffalo,  Erie,  Sandusky,  Toledo  and 
Lorain  there  are  nearly  sixteen  miles  of  dockage,  about  fifty-five  per  cent  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  ore 
business.  The  ore  docks  average  180  feet  deep,  and  their  total  dock  space  is  over  10,000,000  square  feet. 
They  can  handle  90,000  tons  of  ore  daily,  and  have  a  storage  capacity  of  about  6,500,000  tons.  Chicago, 
West  Superior,  Duluth  and  Milwaukee  in  1889  shipped  34,887,000  bushels  of  wheat  alone  to  Buffalo.  The 
total  corn  tonnage  was  still  greater,  while  flour  reached  a  total  of  over  3,850,000  barrels.  The  grain  fleet  on 
its  first  trip  in  1890  brought  down  from  Chicago  110,000  tons,  distributed  as  follows:  2,802,000  bushels  of 
corn,  1,194,000  bushels  of  wheat,  137,000  bushels  of  rye,  71.000  bushels  of  oats,  and  65,000  bushels  of  flaxseed. 
In  1887  the  new  tonnage  built  on  the  lakes  aggregated  100,000  tons.  In  1889  vessels  having  a  carrying 
capacity  of  over  90,000  tons  were  launched.  During  1890  the  total  reached  over  100,000  tons.  More  than 
half  this  new  tonnage  is  steel,  and  fully  four-fifths  of  it  is  steam.  The  record  for  speed  is  held  by  the  Union 
Line  Steel  Steamships  Tioga  and  Oswego,  built  in  Buffalo  in  1887  and  1888.  The  Osicego  made  the  round 
trip  from  Buffalo  to  Chicago  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  miles  an  hour,  running  light  going  up,  and  bringing  down 
85,000  bushels  of  corn.

The  products  of  mines  and  quarries  give  54.22  per  cent  of  the  total  shipping  industry,  lumber  gives  23.84 
per  cent,  and  the  products  of  agriculture,  16.50  per  cent,  leaving  a  very  small  margin  for  miscellaneous  car- 
riage, showing  that  the  shipping  interest  on  the  Great  Lakes  is  confined  almost  exclusively  to  the  three 
staples  mentioned.  The  excess  of  shipments  over  receipts  in  the  class  of  mines  and  quarries  was  854,800 
tons,  and  of  agriculture,  366,330  tons,  while  the  excess  of  receipts  over  shipments  of  lumber  was  1,508,859 
tons,  and  of  manufactures  and  miscellaneous  merchandise,  377,554  tons.  Including  all  the  traffic  on  the 
Great  Lakes,  669,158  tons  of  all  classes  of  merchandise  were  received  in  excess  of  shipments.  The  average 
distance  for  which  freight  on  the  Great  Lakes  is  carried  is  566  miles.  From^this  It  appears  that  the  total  ton 
mileage  on  the  Great  Lakes  for  the  season  of  18S9  amounts  to  1 5.51 8,360,000  ton  miles.  The  aggregate  ton 
mileage  of  railways  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1889,  was  6S.727 ,223,146,  which  shows  that  the  ton  mileage 
of  the  lakes  is  equal  to  22.6  per  cent  of  the  total  ton  mileage  of  railways  in  the  United  States.  In  no  other 
way  could  the  relative  importance  of  lake  commerce  be  more  effectively  shown.
